Southwark  Guardians  and  Drug- contract. 

The  Southwark  Board  of  Guardians  at  their  meeting  on 
Thursday,  May  2,  considered  the  following  motion,  pro- 
posed by  Mrs.  Stead  : 

"  That  in  future  contracts,  where  the  lowest  tender  is  not 
taken,  the  Contract  Committee  shall  report  to  the  Board 
the  reason  why  such  lowest  tender  is  not  accepted." 

Mrs.  Stead  formally  moved  the  motion,  which  Mr.  W. 
Gibbs  seconded.  The  other  speakers  were  Mr.  J.  Osborn, 
Mr.  W.  Savage,  Mr.  C.  W.  Matkin,  Mr.  T.  G.  Young, 
and  Mr.  T.  Upfield.  To  meet  objections  expressed  by 
one  or  other  of  the  speakers,  Mrs.  Stead  amended  her 
motion  to  read  as  follows  : 

"  That  in  future  contracts,  when  the  lowest  tender  is  not 
taken,  the  Contract  Committee  shall  report  to  the  Board 
that  such  lowest  tender  is  not  accepted." 
She  said  she  was  not  anxious  that  she  should  render  the 
Board  liable  to  actions  for  libel,  which  it  had  been  stated 
in  the  discussion  might  be  the  result  if  the  reasons  for 
not  accepting  the  lowest,  tenders  were  stated  publicly. 
Mr.  W.  Gibbs  seconded.  The  Chairman  took  objection 
to  a  statement  by  Mrs.  Stead  that  tenders  which  were 
mot  the  lowest  were  given  to  firms  for  "  certain  private 
reasons."  It  inferred,  he  said,  that  some  members  were 
not  doing  their  duty ;  but  he  maintained  that  the  Board 
had  done  its  duty  in  the  past  when  not  accepting  the 
lowest  tender.  The  Contract  Committee  consisted  of  all 
the  members  of  the  Board,  and  consequently  every  Guar- 
dian was  equally  open  to  the  charge.  The  resolution,  as 
amended,  was  then  agreed  to. 

Wine-licences. 
•  The  Basingstoke  Borough  Bench  have  transferred  the 
licence  held  by  Mr.  Jas.  G.  Anderson,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, of  Turner  &  Co.,  to  Mr.  Ernest  Thornhill.  chemist 
and  druggist,  late  of  Redhill,  who  has  purchased  the  busi- 
ness. 

The  West  Sussex  Licensing  Committee  have  confirmed 
the  medicated-wine  licences  granted  to  Mr.  Harry  Smart, 
chemist  and  druggist,  52  High  Street,  Littlehampton,  and 
Mr.  Harry  Reynolds,  of  2  The  Broadway,  Tarring  Road, 
W'orthing. 

At  a  supplemental  meeting  of  the  Carnarvonshire 
Compensation  Authority,  held  at  Carnarvon  last  week,  an 
application  was  made  by  Miss  Kate  N.  Horniblow, 
chemist,  Queen's  Buildings,  Clonmel  Street,  Llandudno, 
for  the  confirmation  of  a  new  off-licence  granted  by  the 
County  Justices  in  February  to  sell  wine  by  retail  on  her 
premises.    The  application  was  refused. 


Analysts'  Affairs. 

None  of  the  nine  drug- samples  analysed  last  quarter  in 
the  county  of  Monmouth  were  adulterated. 

The  Manchester  city  analyst,  Mr.  Charles  Estcourt,  in 
his  report  for  the  past  quarter,  states  that  he  analysed 
756  samples,  including  thirty-eight  drug-samples.  All  the 
latter  were  genuine. 

Two  out  of  nine  samples  of  camphorated  oil  taken  in 
the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire  last  quarter  were  slightly 
deficient  in  camphor,  but  all  three  laudanum-samples  were 
up  to  the  required  standard. 

The  Sheffield  analyst  reports  on  twenty  drug-samples 
taken  during  the  past  quarter.  Of  these,  one  of  saffron 
was  found  to  consist  of  calendula  florets.  One  sample 
each  of  paregoric  and  laudanum  substitute  proved  to  con- 
tain no  opium. 

Dr.  Bernard  Dyer,  analyst  to  the  Leicestershire  and 
Rutland  County  Council,  reports  that  during  the  quarter 
ended  March  31  twelve  samples  of  medicine  were  taken 
for  analysis.  In  all  cases  the  prescriptions  were  found  to 
be  properly  compounded. 

Agri-horticultural  Poisons. 

Geo.  Bunyard  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Royal  Nurseries,  Maid- 
stone, have  applied  to  the  Town  Council  for  a  licence. 

The  application  of  Messrs.  Wm.  Strike,  Ltd.,  to  the 
Middlebrough  Town  Council  for  a  poison-licence  has  been 
again  refused.  It  was  opposed  by  Messrs.  Brackenbury, 
Coltman,  and  Thompson,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  Middles- 
brough Chemists'  Association.  This  is  the  firm's  third 
attempt  to  obtain  a  licence. 

Wimbledon  Town  Council  have  granted  licences  to 
Edward  C.  Purnell,  Woodside,  and  Mrs.  R.  A.  Bentley, 
Wimbledon,  and  have  renewed  licences  to  the  following  : 
J.  Nash  and  W.  Nash,  Wimbledon;  H.  D.  Thomson  and 
W.  S.  Thomson,  trading  under  the  style  of  D.  S.  Thomson 
&  Sons,  Woodside,  Wimbledon ;  and  J.  H.  Bentley, 
Wimbledon.

At  Wragby  (Lines)  on  May  2,  Mr.  Elijah  Brackenbury, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Silver  Street,  Bardney,  was  fined 
IPs.,  and  4s.  6d.  costs,  under  the  Arsenic  Act,  1851,  for 
selling  60  lb.  of  arsenic  without  colouring  it  with  soot  or 
indigo  to  the  required  proportion. 

At  St.  Columb  (Cornwall)  last  week,  a  local  grocer  was 
summoned  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  for  selling 
chocolate  containing  7  grains  of  iron  oxide  per  lb.  Mr. 
Beck  (of  Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby)  defended,  and  among  the 
witnesses  whom  he  called  was  Mr.  Thomas  Tickle,  Ph.C, 
F.l.C,  who  exhibited  iron  oxide  which  he  had  extracted 
from  cocoa  and  said  that  it  was  not  injurious,  an  opinion 
which  was  corroborated  by  Dr.  Holloway.  The  Bench 
dismissed  the  summons. 


Forged  Orders. 

At  Bow  Street  Police  Court,  London,  on  Tuesday, 
May  7,  Alfred  Graham  Maclntyre,  described  as  a  chemist's 
assistant,  Barbara  Road,  Barnsbury,  was  charged,  on 
remand,  before  Mr.  Marsham,  with  forging  and  uttering 
an  order  for  the  delivery  of  five  cameras,  worth  101.,  from 
Kodak.  Ltd.,  Kingsway.  It  was  alleged  that  the  prisoner 
went  to  the  establishment  in  question  with  an  order  pur- 
porting to  be  signed  by  Messrs.  Lewis  &  Burrows,  Ltd., 
chemists,  Holborn.  It  was  known  that  someone  had 
been  forging  orders  in  the  name  of  this  firm,  and  the 
trade  had  been  warned.  The  prisoner  was  therefore 
given  into  the  custody  of  Detective-Sergeant  Cole  and 
made  certain  admissions.  The  prisoner  was  further  charged 
with  forging  orders  by  which  other  men  had  obtained

to  those  used  at  that  time,  but  different  forms  were  now 
used.  Detective-Sergeant  Cole  stated  that  last  week  the 
prisoner  told  him,  at  the  back  of  the  court,  that  all  the 
orders  were  in  his  handwriting,  and  he  intended  to  plead 
guilty  to  all  the  charges.  He  added  that  another  man 
presented  the  orders  and  obtained  the  goods.  The  officer, 
in  reply  to  the  Magistrate,  said  that  the  prisoner  was 
undoubtedly  assisted  by  another  man.  The  prisoner  was 
committed  for  trial.

Brevities. 

Mr.  T.  R.  Hodgson,  M.A.,  F.I.C.,  Poulton-le-Fylde, 
Lancashire,  has  been  appointed  analyst  to  the  Antrim 
County  Council  at  a  salary  of  150/.  per  annum. 

Mr.  Edward  Pellisier,  formerly  of  the  Medical  Hall, 
Lower  Dorset  Street,  Dublin,  who  has  been  practising  as 
a  dentist  for  some  time,  was  on  May  5  killed  in  a  motor 
accident  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Terenure. 

The  Belfast  Citizens'  Association  have  written  to  the 
Local  Government  Board  relative  to  the  price  paid  for 
property  required  in  connection  with  the  widening  of 
North  Street  at  the  premises  of  Messrs.  Wm.  Dobbin  & 
Co.,  wholesale  druggists,  and  the  Board  have  asked  to  be 
furnished  with  any  observations  the  Corporation  may  wish, 
to  make  regarding  the  facte  of  the  case.  The  Town  Clerk 
has  been  instructed  to  reply. 

The  Irish  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical 
Instruction,  on  May  3,  charged  Barmak,  Ltd..  at  the 
Dublin  Southern  Court,  under  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding- 
stuffs  Act,  with  supplying  dairy-meal  and  cattle-food  with 
invoices  incorrectly  describing  the  percentages  of  oil  and 
albuminoids.  The  foods  were  ordered  from  a  catalogue 
where  they  were  described  under  the  name  of  "  Makbar," 
and  the  analytical  factors  were  also  given.  The  Magis- 
trate said  he  was  impressed  by  the  fact  that  the  prices 
charged  were  those  given  in  the  catalogue  for  "  Makbar," 
and  dismissed  the  summons,  without  costs. 

Mr.  Richard  J.  Moss,  F.I.C.,  Dublin,  gave  evidence  in 
a  poisoning-case  at  Gortin,  co.  Tyrone,  last  week,  in 
which  a  man  and  his  son  were  charged  with  maliciously- 
poisoning  a  mare  and  five  head  of  cattle  with  sheep-dip. 
Mr.  Moss  said  he  received  for  analysis  from  the  police 
a  broken  package  labelled  "Cooper's  Sheep-dipping 
Powder,"  and  which  contained  2^  oz.  of  a  yellow  powder, 
consisting  of  orpiment  or  sulphide  of  arsenic,  arsenate  of 
soda,  and  free  sulphur.  The  preparation  contained  arsenic 
corresponding  to  25  per  cent,  of  white  arsenic.  The- 
greater  part  of  the  arsenic  was  present  in  a  form  readily- 
soluble  in  water,  and  was  therefore  more  dangerous  than 
common  white  arsenic,  which  was  only  slightly  soluble 
in  water.  He  received  in  sealed  bottles  matter  purporting 
to  be  the  stomachs  of  the  dead  animals,  and  in  one  of  the- 
bottles  and  in  them  he  discovered  arsenic  in  a  notable 
quantity,  which  was  sufficient  to  cause  the  death  of  the 
animals.    Prisoners  were  remanded. 

A  case  arising  out  of  repairs  to  premises  owned  by  Mr. 
Samuel  Gibson,  registered  druggist,  King  Street,  Belfast,, 
was  investigated  at  the  Belfast  Recorder's  Court  last 
week,  Isaac  Finlay  claiming  50/.  damage  for  personal  in- 
juries from  Mr.  McEntee,  publican,  and  his  son.  Plaintiff 
was  employed  by  a  builder,  who  was  executing  some  re- 
pairs to  Mr.  Gibson's  premises.  Mr.  McEntee  resented  the 
erection  of  a  hoarding  or  scaffolding,  and  protested 
against  his  property  being  used  to  facilitate  the  repairs, 
and  the  plaintiff  alleged  that  Mr.  McEntee's  son  pulled" 
away  the  ladder,  and  plaintiff  was  thrown  off,  and  his  leg 
broken.  Jndge  Craig,  in  summing  up.  said  Mr.  McEntee 
had  objected  before  the  erection  of  the  hoarding.  An 
important  question  was  whether  Mr.  Gibson  had  a  right 
to  put  up  the  hoarding.  In  point  of  law  it  was  an  absolute 
outrage,  a  pure  trespass  or  encroachment,  on  the  part  of 
Mr.  Gibson  to  close  up  McEntee's  right-of-wav,  and  to 
block  out  his  window-lights.  The  jury  found  for 
defendants.

Mr.  John  Byth,  formerly  of  80  Great  Northern  Road, 
has  removed  his  pharmacy  to  King  Street,  in  premises 
previously  occupied  by  the  late  Mr.  Alexander,  chemist. 

Wednesday,  May  1,  saw  the  inauguration  of  a  voluntary 
movement  to  close  chemists'  shops  from  1  to  7  p.m.  About 
one-half  of  the  shops  in  the  town  were  closed,  some  for  the 
■whole  afternoon.  Monday,  May  6,  being  the  spring 
holiday,  many  of  the  shops  were  again  closed  more  or 
less  during  the  day. 

Dundee. 

The  chemist's  business  at  121  Black's  Croft,  Dundee, 
formerly  Mr.  Jamieson's,  has  been  disposed  of  to  Mr. 
G.  Milne,  who  will  carry  it  on  as  a  drug-store. 

The  amalgamation  of  the  two  local  Associations  has 
not  yet  taken  place,  and  in  the  meantime  the  older  Asso- 
ciation (the  Forfarshire)  is  arranging  for  the  annual 
summer  outing  to  be  at  Blairgowrie  this  year. 

One  o'clock  closing  was  more  generally  observed  last 
week  by  chemists  under  the  Shops  Act,  "l912,  than  pre- 
viously under  the  5  o'clock  closing  order.  Shops  were 
opened  in  the  evening  for  dispensing  from  7  till  8  or  9. 

The  Dundee  Parish  Council  medicine  contract  was  •dis- 
cussed at  the  meeting  on  May  1.  Two  tenders  had  been 
received  for  the  poorhouses'  needs — one  from  Messrs. 
Pinkerton,  Gibson  &  Co.,  Edinburgh,  295/.  17s.  Zd.,  and 
the  other  from  Messrs.  Davidson  &  Gray,  Dundee, 
324/.  16?.  Id.  The  committee  recommended  acceptance  of 
the  former,  but  Mr.  Thomas  Russell  pointed  out  that, 
while  in  one  of  the  schedules  a  quotation  was  asked  for 
20  cwt.  of  cotton-wool  for  hospital  use,  in  the  other  the 
quantity  specified  was  12  cwt.,  this  accounting  for  the 
difference  between  the  totals.  The  Clerk  said  the  difference 
was  27Z.  4.s.,  and  that,  after  the  deduction  of  this  from 
Davidson  &  Gray's  offer,  the  tender  of  Pinkerton,  Gibson 
&  Co.  was  11.  lis.  tyd.  less.  It  was  decided  to  leave  the 
matter  in  the  hands  of  the  committee. 

Edinburgh. 

On  and  after  May  8  the  shops  run  by  St.  Cuthbert's 
Association,  Ltd.,  will  close  on  Wednesday  afternoons  at 
1  P.M. 

Boots,  Ltd.,  are  altering  the  frontage  of  their  Shandwick 
Place  premises,  and  apparently  the  shop  a  few  doors  away, 
recently  purchased  from  Messrs.  James  Scobie  &  Son,  is 
to  be  shut  at  the  Whitsunday  term.  There  are  thus  two 
well-known  new  town  businesses  which  may  automatically 
disappear  shortly. 

Many  pharmacies  were  closed  last  week  during  the  first 
afternoon  and  evening  of  their  lives.  Even  the  shop  clogs, 
as  one  o'clock  drew  near,  seemed  to  know  that  something 
untoward  was  happening ;  and  one  little  terrier  was 
obviously  marvelling  over  the  rapidity  with  which  the 
Sundays  now  come  and  go.

Barnard  S.  Proctor,  were.  Now  that  Mr.  Weddell's  time 
is  so  largely  taken  up  with  "  Cerebos  "  and  other  big 
ventures,  he  has  little  time  to  devote  to  retail  pharmacy, 
and  he  and  Mr.  Clague  have  come  to  an  arrangement 
whereby  the  businesses  will  be  carried  on  jointly  as 
Mawson  &  Proctor,  Ltd.  They  have  also  acquired  the 
business  of  Messrs.  Mawson  &  Swan,  Ltd.,  dealers  in 
chemical,  physical,  optical,  and  photographic  apparatus, 
in  Moseley  Street,  Newcastle-on-Tyne.  We  may  recall 
the  fact  that  the  business  of  Mawson,  Swan  &  Weddell

in  Grainger  Street.  The  Proctor  business  was  founded 
in  1678,  Barnard  Proctor  being  the  fifth  of  his  name  to 
be  associated  with  it,  and  in  1886  he  was  joined  by  Mr. 
Clague,  who  has  now  two  sons  learning  the  business  with 
him.  The  elder  one,  Mr.  W.  Douglas  Clague,  has  recently 
passed  the  Minor  examination.  Mr.  Weddell  hails  from 
the  Scott  country,  and  has  brought  the  atmosphere  and 
poetry  of  his  native  glens  with  him,  besides  a  good  share 
of  that  Scots  canniness  and  vigour  which  have  made  him 
a  successful  man  of  business.  He  is  a  litterateur  and 
musician  of  no  mean  order.  Mr.  Clague  is  a  Manxman, 
and  was  with  Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys  before  he  went  I 
north  to  relieve  Barnard  Proctor  when  he  was  becoming 
physically  feeble.  He  is  one  of  the  few  pharmacists  who 
have  as  "Secretary  organised  the  local  arrangements  for 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  twice ;  and  besides 
being  a  sound  pharmacist  and  thorough  business-man  he  |l 
is  an  electrical  engineer.

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LEGAL  REPORTS. 

High  Court  Cases. 

Unless  when  otherwise  stated  these  cases  have  been  heard  in  the 
High  Court  of  Justice,  London, 

APPEALS. 
Doctors  Differing. 
Tho  Court  of  Appeal  (Lords  Justices  Vaughan  Williams, 
Fletcher  Monitor!,  and  Farwell)  on  May  7  allowed  an 
appeal  from  an  order  by  a  Judge  in  chambers  in  the  oase 
of  Dr.  R.  S.  Pearson,  Leighton  Buzzard,  against  Dr. 
\V.  H.  Square,  of  the  samo  town,  for  alleged  slander  and 
libel.  The  plaintiff  is  being  supported  by  the  London  and 
Counties  Medical  Protection  Society,  and  the  defendant 
applied  to  Mr.  Justice  Bucknill  in  chambers,  who  granted 
-an  interim  injunction  restraining  the  Society  from  un- 
lawfully maintaining  the  plaintiff  in  his  action.  Against 
th'm  order  the  Society  appealed,  and,  after  hearing 
counsel,  the  Court  allowed  the  appeal,  ruling  there  had 
not  been  maintenance  and  there  were  no  grounds  for  an 
injunction. 

Stent's  Composition. 
The  House  of  Lords  on  Tuesday,  May  7,  commenced 
the  hearing  of  an  appeal  from  a  judgment  of  the  Court 
of  Appeal  reversing  a  judgment  of  Mr.  Justice  Warring- 
ton in  an  action  in  which  Claudius  Ash,  Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
■were  plaintiffs,  and  the  Invicta  Manufacturing  Co.,  Ltd., 
were  defendants.  The  subject  of  the  action  was  the  right 
■to  make  and  sell  Stent's  Composition,  which  Messrs.  Ash 

■  claimed  as  theirs,  which  Mr.  Justice  Warrington  upheld. 
The  Master  of  the  Rolls  and  Lords  Justices  Buckley  and 
Kennedy,  in  reversing  this  judgment,  held  that  the 
Invicta  Co.  had  not  sold  their  composition  in  a  manner 
calculated  to  deceive.  On  Tuesday  and  Thursday  the 
Lord  Chancellor  and  Lords  Halsbury,  MacNaghten, 
Atkinson,  and  Ashbourne  listened  to  the  arguments  of 

-  counsel. 

The  hearing  was  resumed  on  May  9,  and  in  giving  judg- 
ment, dismissing  the  appeal,  the  Lord  Chancellor  said  it 
wae  a  case  to  be  decided  upon  the  evidence,  and  in  his 
opinion  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  was  right. 
"No  one  appeared  to  have  been  deceived,  and  it  had  "not 
been  proved  that  the  respondent  was  acting  dishonestly 
-or  that  there  was  intention  to  deceive.  The  other  Law 
\Lords  agreed  and  the  appeal  was  dismissed,  with  costs. 

Saccharin  Dispute. 
In  the  Appeal  Court  on  May  9,  Mrs.  Jenny  Kolker, 
(married  woman,  applied  for  leave  to  appeal  against  a 
verdict  and  judgment  of  a  Judge  and  common  jury  in 
"the  King's  Bench,  who  dismissed  her  action  against  Joseph 
Barber  &  Co..  Ltd..  the  Commissioners  of  Customs,  and 
the  Navigation  Properties  Co.,  Ltd.  The  plaintiff,  in 
•Ik-  Court  below,  claimed  the  delivery  to  her  of  certain 
cases  of  saccharin,  and  further  claimed  damages  for  non- 
tebvery  and  wrongful  detention.    The  jury  dismissed  her 

■  action.    (See  C.  ,t-  /).,  May  4,  index  folio  635.) 

Lord  Justice  Vaughan  Williams  said  it  was  utterly  im- 
possible to  grant  the  application.  He  added  :  "  You  people, 
who  have  the  good  or  bad  fortune  to  be  poor,  very  often 
cannot  pay  the  expenses  of  litigation.    A  considerable 

•time  ago  a  statute  was  passed  which  gave  them  power  to 
sue  in  what  is  called  in  forma  'pauperis,  which  meant  they 
Jjeed  not  pay  any  costs.  I  have  told  you  before  the  con- 
dition is  that  you  should  produce  the"  opinion  of  counsel 
saying  that  you  have  a  reasonable  cause  of  action.  When 
you  were  here  once  before  you  said  you  could  not  afford 

•counsel,  and  I  then  asked  a  very  competent  counsel  to  look 
into  your  case.  He  did  and  had  the  whole  facts  before 
lum,  as  well  as  the  documents,  and  he  said  that  so  far 
irorn  being  a  reasonable  cause  of  action  vou  had  no  cause 

•of  action  whatever.  Therefore  I  have  only  to  tell  vou 
as  before,  we  cannot  hear  your  application.    You  are  not 

•properly  equipped  for  it.    Come  again  when  vou  have  "ot 

"stne  opinion  of  counsel." 

Price  of  the  Gillette  Safety-razors. 
The  action  by  the  Gillette  Safety-razor  Co.  against 
■a.  W.  Gamage,  Ltd.,  regarding  the  sale  of  their  razors 


below  the  protected  price,  came  before  Mr.  Justice  Parker 
on  May  3,  and  it  was  decided  that  there  should  be  no 
order  on  the  motion,  but  that  the  plaintiffs  should  supply 
the  defendants  with  the  series  of  numbers  on  the  razors 
manufactured  since  1909,  the  defendants  undertaking, 
pending  the  trial  of  the  action,  not  to  sell  the  razors  under 
price,  or  to  mutilate  them,  or  infringe  the  plaintiffs' 
patent. 

"  Health"  Cocoa. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Monday,  May  6,  Mr.  Justice 
Neville  commenced  the  hearing  of  an  action  brought  by 
Henry  Thorne  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Cocoa  Works,  Lady  Lane, 
Leeds,  against  Mr.  Eugen  Sandow  and  Sandow,  Ltd.,  to 
restrain  the  defendants  from  infringing  plaintiffs'  trade- 
marks 62,593,  62,594,  284,173,  and  303,743,  and  from  selling, 
offering  for  sale,  or  advertising  cocoa  not  manufactured  by 
the  plaintiffs  as  "Health"  cocoa,  and  from  using  any 
name,  brand,  or  description  of  which  the  word  "  Health  " 
formed  part.  There  was  also  a  motion  by  defendants 
to  have  the  registration  by  the  plaintiffs  of  the  word 
"  Health  "  removed  from  the  register.  Mr.  Jenkins,  K.C., 
and  Mr.  Cartmel  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs;  and  Mr. 
Walter,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Sebastian  for  the  defendants.  From 
the  statements  of  counsel  it  appeared  that  the  plaintiffs 
have  been  in  the  cocoa  business  for  many  years,  and  their 
"  Health"  cocoa  has  acquired  a  great  reputation,  especially 
in  Yorkshire  and  Lancashire.  The  defendants  brought  out 
last  year  a  cocoa  which  was  described  as  Sandow's 
"  Health  and  Strength  Cocoa,"  and  it  was  in  respect  to 
this  that  the  action  has  been  taken. 

Evidence  was  given  by  Mr.  W.  Barrett,  chairman  and 
managing  director  of  the  plaintiff  company,  in  whose  cross- 
examination  the  interesting  fact  was  elicited  that  the  word 
"Health"  is  included  in  health-salts,  health-renewers, 
health  body-wash,  natural  health-soap,  health  strength 
and  vigour  tonic,  health-sarsaparilla,  health  and  long-life 
chocolate-creams,  corsets  for  health  and  elegance,  health 
chest-protectors,  health  flannel  clothing,  health  bird-seeds, 
health  malt-extract,  health  tea,  health  marmalade,  health 
farinaceous  food,  health  bread,  and  health  biscuits.  Wit- 
ness was  not  aware  that  Epps  issued  an  advertisement 
which  said  "  There  is  Health  and  Strength  in  every  cup  of 
Epps's  cocoa." 

Mr.  Cadbury,  managing  director  of  Cadbury  Bros.,  Ltd., 
and  Mr.  Rowntree,  M.P.,  of  Rowntree,  Ltd.,  stated  that 
they  had  known  of  "Health"  cocoa  for  years,  and  had 
always  identified  it  with  Thome's  manufacture. 

Mr.  George  Wilson,  director  and  general  manager  of  the 
plaintiff  company,  was  another  witness,  and  evidence  with 
regard  to  the  alleged  passing-off  was  also  given. 

The  hearing  was  adjourned. 

On  Tuesday  evidence  was  also  given  by  Mr.  R.  A. 
Fry,  director  of  J.  S.  Fry  &  Sons,  and  by  Mr.  J.  W. 
Epps,  managing  director  of  the  company  of  that  name, 
to  the  effect  that  the  only  "  Health  cocoa  "  known  to  them 
previous  to  the  introduction  of  Sandow's  was  that  manu- 
factured by  plaintiffs.  Mr.  Epps  was  shown  by  Mr. 
Walter,  K.C.,  an  advertisement,  "There  is  Health  and 
Strength  in  every  cup  of  Epps's  cocoa,"  and  replied  that 
it  was  his  own  design,  and  was  withdrawn  when  it  was 
pointed  out  to  him  that  the  word  "  Health  "  was  plaintiffs' 
trade-mark.  A  number  of  representatives  of  wholesale  and 
retail  grocers  spoke  to  Supplying  their  customers  with 
the  plaintiffs'  product  as  "  Health  cocoa." 

Mr.  Walter  then  opened  the  case  for  the  defendants, 
after  which  Mr.  Sandow  was  called.  He  stated  that  on 
the  objection  to  the  figure  of  Hygeia  on  the  labels  being 
raised,  he  had  it  omitted,  but  he  would  not  give  way 
upon  the  words  "  Health  and  strength,"  which  he  had 
adopted  from  their  association  with  his  profession  for  the 
last  twenty-five  years.  In  the  course  of  cross-examination, 
Mr.  Sandow  stated  that  the  cocoa  came  from  Germany, 
and  added,  in  re-examination,  that  a  factory  is  being 
erected  in  England  for  the  manufacture  of  the  cocoa. 

Further  evidence  was  called,  and  Mr.  Sarjant,  repre- 
senting the  Comptroller  of  Trade-marks,  addressed  his 
Lordship.  He  stated  that  from  the  public  point  of  view 
a  particular  word  such  as  "  Health"  should  not  be  abso- 
lutely appropriated  by  any  single  trader. 
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.  The  hearing  was  adjourned  until  Wednesday,  when  his 
Lordship,  in  giving  judgment,  said  he  had  first  to  con- 
sider whether  the  plaintiffs'  trade-mark  ought  to  be  removed 
from  the  register,  there  being  a  motion  on  the  part  of  the 
defendants  tor  its  removal.  Notwithstanding  that  under 
Section  9  of  the  Trade-marks  Act  the  Board  of  Trade  had 
directed  the  registration  of  the  mark  to  be  proceeded  with, 
the  matter  had  come  before  the  Court  on  a  motion  for 
rectification  of  the  register.  It  was  his  duty  to  deal 
■with  the  case  on  its  merits  without  in  the  least  feeling 
himself  bound  by  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Trade  had 
directed  the  registration  of  the  mark.  In  his  opinion  the 
use  of  the  word  "  Health  "  in  connection  with  cocoa  was 
intended  to  indicate  that  the  article  in  question  was 
health-giving,  and  that  if  people  took  the  cocoa  they  would 
be  healthy.  In  that  sense  the  word  was  merely  laudatory 
or  commendatory,  and  in  the  face  of  the  evidence  that 
plaintiffs'  trade  was  practically  restricted  to  certain  parts 
of  the  country  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  hold  that 
such  a  mark  was  distinctive  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Trade-marks  Act.  He  thought  that  it  would  be  wrong  in 
these  circumstances  to  allow  one  trader  to  monopolise  the 
use  of  a  word  applicable  to  every  article  of  diet,  and  he 
must  allow  the  motion  to  expunge  the  mark  from  the 
register,  with  costs.  Had  there  been  any  passing-off  ?  He 
held  that  a  more  distinctive  label  than  Sandow's  could  not 
be  conceived,  and  he  recognised  the  fairness  of  Sandow  in 
dropping  the  Greek  figure,  although  he  did  not  think  that 
in  law  Sandow  was  bound  to  drop  it.  There  had  been  no 
infringement  and  no  passing-off:  There  was  nothing  to 
show  that  there  was  anything  calculated  to  deceive  the 
most  ordinary  customer  as  to  the  origin  of  defendants' 
cocoa.  He  was  bound  to  consider  the  careful  trader,  and 
not  what  mistakes  ignorant  or  reckless  people  might  make. 
As  against  the  careful  trader,  every  fool  in  the  country 
was  not  to  be  exempted  from  the  results  of  his  own  folly. 
Plaintiffs'  evidence  did  not  in  any  way  suffice  to  prove 
more  than  that  "  Health  "  was  identified  with  their  cocoa 
in  certain  parts  of  the  country,,  while  the  majority  of 
people  never  heard  of  it,  and  in  London  it  was  practically 
unknown.  Therefore  he  was  not  going  to  restrain  the 
London  traders  from  saying  that  their  cocoa  was  "  Health 
and  Strength  "  cocoa,  and  he  would  dismiss  the  action,  with 
costs. 

,  The  action  was  accordingly  dismissed,  with  costs,  and 
defendants'  motion  for  rectification  of  the  register  by  the 
removal  of  plaintiffs'  trade-mark  "  Health  "  was  allowed, 
with  costs. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Starch  in  Infants'  Food. 
At  Rutland  Petty  Sessions  on  May  6,  Frederick  George 
Pascall,  chemist  and  druggist,  Oakham,  was  summoned 
for  selling  infants'  food  containing  upwards  of  70  per 
cent,  of  practically  unaltered  starch,  and  therefore  not 
of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality  demanded.  Mr. 
Evan  Barlow,  Leicester,  represented  the  defendant.  Dr. 
Rolleston,  county  medical  officer  of  health,  submitted  the 
analysis  of  Dr.  Dyer,  and  contended  that  such  a  great 
preponderance  of  starch  was  deleterious  to  the  health  of 
very  young  children.  Mr.  Barlow  contended  that  if  the 
directions  sent  out  with  the  food  were  followed,  a  great 
part  of  the  starch  would  be  converted  into  sugar.  He 
called  Mr.  S.  F.  Burford,  analyst,  Leicester,  in  support 
of  his  contention,  as  well  as  a  Mrs.  Ellam,  of  Whissen- 
dine,  who  deposed  that  she  had  brought  two  of  her 
children  up  on  the  food  with  the  best  results.  The  Bench 
considered  the  case  proved,  and  fined  defendant  10s., 
including  costs. 

Iodine  Ointment. 
At  the  Northern  Police  Court,  Dublin,  on  May  2, 
Mr.  W.  Laird,  Ph.C.  69  Upper  O'Connell  Street,  was 
summoned  for  selling  1^  oz.  of  iodine  ointment  containing 
2.39  per  cent,  of  iodine  instead  of  4  per  cent.  Mr.  Burke, 
who  prosecuted  for  the  Corporation,  said  he  had  been  served 
with  a  certificate  of  analysis  by  Mr.  T.  Tickle,  Exeter, 
which  stated  that  a  sample  he  had  analysed  contained 
2.12  per  cent,  of  free  iodine  and  2.03  per  cent,  of  iodine  com- 
bined with  lard,  a  total  of  4  per  cent.,  and  he  (Mr.  Burke) 


proposed  to  set  up  rebutting  evidence.  Inspector  Row- 
some,  who  made  the  purchase,  said  he  wanted  2  oz.,  but  the- 
quantity  obtained  was  all  the  defendant  had  in  stock.  He- 
paid  9(/.  for  the  ointment.  Sir  Charles  Cameron's  certificate- 
was  put  in,  showing  that  the  ointment  contained  2.39  per 
cent,  of  iodine,  and  Sir  Charles  in  the  witness-box  said 
he  had  made  experiments  upon  the  action  of  lard  upon 
potassium  iodide  and  found  that  the  lard  sets  free  the 
iodine.  It  would  therefore  be  an  extraordinary  thing  if 
the  iodine  combined  with  the  lard  chemically;  but  if 
Mr.  Tickle,  a  chemist  of  repute,  has  proved  it  experi- 
mentally, he  would  be  very  much  inclined  to  accept  his  - 
conclusions.  For  the  defence,  it  was  urged  that  although 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  prescribes  4  per  cent,  of  iodine, 
there  is  no  standard  for  the  ointment  at  the  time  of  sale. 
Dr.  J.  S.  Ashe  said  that  iodine  would  combine  with  oleic 
acid.  He  had  made  experiments  and  proved  that  iodine 
unites  with  lard,  and  was  prepared  to  say  that  the  original 
preparation  contained  the  proper  proportion  of  free  iodine. 
He  had  never  seen  iodine  ointment  ordered.  Sir  Charles  • 
Cameron  said  that  if  there  were  oleic  acid  present  it  showed 
that  the  lard  was  rotten.  The  Magistrate  said  there  was 
no  evidence  that  anybody  called  for  the  ointment  except 
the  inspector,  and  he  did  not  think  there  was  any  public 
utility  in  the  case.  The  summons  was  accordingly  with- 
drawn. 

Medicine-stamp  Acts. 

Jap's  Balm  and  Jap's  Pills. 

At  the  North  London  Police  Court  on  May  8,  Mr. 
Hedderwick  had  again  before  him  the  summonses  issued, 
by  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  against  John 
James  Huggens  and  George  Douglas  Buchanan,  trading  as 
Jap  &  Co.,  at  67  Isledon  Road,  Holloway,  (1)  for  selling. 
Jap's  Balm  and  Jap's  Pills  without  the  stamp  required 
under  the  Medicine-stamp  Act,  and  (2)  for  selling  these  ■ 
proprietary  medicines  without  a  licence.    When  last  the 
cases  were  before  the  Court,  Mr.  Hedderwick  suggested 
that  the  summonses  against  Mr.  Buchanan  should  be  with- 
drawn, and  that  Mr.  Huggens  should  take  the  full  burden, 
of  the  fines,  arranging  with  his  partner  as  to  the  amount 
each  should  pay.    This  was  a.greed  to,  and  Mr.  Hedder- 
wick imposed  upon  Mr.  Huggens  a  fine  of  SI.  in  respect  to 
the  sale  of  the  balm  and  the  pills  in  each  instance,  and' 
of   10Z.    for   selling    without   a   licence,    and   2s.  costs- 
in    each    summons — making    a    total    penalty    of  20L 
and  6s.  costs.    Mr.  Huggens  then  requested  that  the  sum- 
mons against  himself  and  Mr.  Buchanan  should  be_  dealt: 
with   separately.      Mr.  Hedderwick  accordingly  issued, 
fresh  summonses,  and  these  came  up  for  hearing  as  stated. 
Mr.  Simpson,  solicitor,  again  appeared  for  the  prosecution. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Nash,  solicitor,  appeared  for  both  defen- 
dants, and  said  that  on  his  advice  they  would  plead' 
guilty.  The  only  question  he  desired  to  lay  before  the- 
Court  was  that  they  had  both  acted  quite  innocently,  and! 
sold  the  medicines  believing  that  there  was  no  such  restric- 
tions as  the  Medicine-stamp  Act  imposed. 

Mr.  Hedderwick  remarked  that  Mr.  Huggens  appeared' 
to  be  under  the  impression  that  because  he  stated  on  the- 
wrappers  that  the  formula  of  the  pills  and  that  of  the- 
balm  was  in  each  instance  taken  from  the  book  "  Secret 
Remedies,"  he  was  not  liable  for  stamp  duty.  That,  of" 
course,  was  a  mistake,  but  at  the  same  time  justice  must- 
be  done.  Many  of  them  were  ignorant  of  the  law,  but  as- 
he  pointed  out  on  the  previous  occasion,  this  was  no  ■ 
excuse.  ■•■  ; 

Mr.  Nash  replied  that  Mr.   Huggens  was  absolutely 
without  means.    He  had  a  wife  and  nine  children,  and  ail' 
addition    to    his    family    was    shortly    expected.  Mr. 
Buchanan  was  also  absolutely  without  means. 

Mr.  Hedderwick  mentioned  that  it  had  been  pointed' 
out  that  the  sale  of  these  medicines  had  been  very 
remunerative. 

Mr.  Nash  explained  in  reply  that  since  the  summonses- 
were  issued  the  business  had  been  entirely  stopped,  and 
defendants  were  prepared  to  give  any  undertaking  not 
to  resume  the  sale  of  the  medicines. 

Mr.  Hedderwick  reminded  Mr.  Nash  that  on  the  former 
occasion  he  was  willing  to  let  defendants  off  lightly  by- 
imposing  the  fines  on  only  one  of  them.    They,,  however,. 
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■disregarded  his  leniency,  and  he  made  it  clear  that  if 
fresh  summonses  were  again  issued  the  fines  imposed  on 
each  would  bo  the  same  as  he  imposed  on  only  one  on 
the  former  occasion.  Was  Mr.  Nash  now  applying  on 
behalf  of  the  defendants  for  time  in  which  they  could  pay? 

Mr.  Simpson  said  that  if  time  were  granted,  some 
security  would  have  to  be  given.  As  each  of  the  defen- 
dants pleaded  poverty,  there  was  nothing  to  keep  them 
here,  and  they  might  therefore  decamp. 

Defendant  Huggens  said  that  he  had  been  made  bank- 
rupt, and  had  nothing  on  which  distraint  could  be  made. 

Mr.  Hedderwiek  then  imposed  upon  each  defendant  a 
fine  of  21.  10."'.  for  each  particular  sale  of  the  balm  and 
the  pills,  and  of  10/.  for  selling  without  a  licence,  with 
■costs.  The  fines  in  the  aggregate  amounted  to  151.  on 
each  defendant.  In  default  of  payment,  the  alternative 
■in  each  case  would  be  a  month's  imprisonment,  to  run 
consecutively. 

Mr.  Nash  intimated  his  willingness  to  give  security  on 
behalf  of  the  defendant  Buchanan  for  payment  within  two 
months. 

Defendant  Huggens  pleaded  for  leniency. 

Mr.  Hedderwiek  reminded  defendants  that  they  had 
-themselves  to  blame  if  they  were  in  that  position. 

Defendants  were  then  removed — Buchanan  to  give  a 
sei  urity  lor  payment  of  his  fines,  Huggens  to  be  detained 
'Until  his  were  paid  or  security  given  for  their  payment.

The  style  of  the  firm  in  1862  was  changed  to  John  Sanger  & 
Sons    and,  as  it  developed,  it  was  removed  in  1875  to 
489  Oxford  Street,  in  1892  to  Winsley  Street,  a  factory 
also  being  opened  in  Seymour  Place,  close  by,  whose 
operations  were  afterwards  transferred  to  the  Seymour  - 
Works,  Shepherd's  Bush.    In  1906  the  present  premises- 
at  258  Euston  Road  were  occupied.    Mr.  Charles  Sanger 
was  as  a  boy  articled  to  an  architect,  and  it  was  only  a., 
serious  breakdown  in  his  health  that  compelled  him  to- 
give  up  that  profession,  to  which  he  was  devoted.  For 
some  years  before  his  retirement  in  1907  he  was  assisted 
in  the  conduct  of  his  business  by  his  sons,  Mr.  Henry. 
Sanger  and  Mr.  Ernest  Sanger,  his  other  son,  Mr.  E. 
Percy  Sanger,  having  also  been  a  sleeping  partner  until 
his  father's  retirement.    To  Mr.  Sanger  is  very  largely- 
due  the  foundation  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association.    To  him  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  went  when- 
the  idea  of  founding  such  an  association  for  the  protection 
of  wholesale  and  retail  profits  on  proprietary  medicines- 
occurred  to  him,  and,  although  others  willingly  helped, 
Mr.  Charles  Sanger  was  the  first  to  put  a  proprietary 
medicine  on  the  protected  list,  and  in  many  directions,, 
which  have  never  been  publicly  revealed,  he  assisted  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones,  encouraging  him  when  things  looked  black" 
and  the  future  of  the  P.A.T.A.  seemed  hopeless.    It  i* 
scarcely  possible  to  over-estimate  now  the  value  of  the- 
help  so  given  to  the  young  East-end  chemist,  then  unknown 
ancl  untried.    Mr.  Sanger  might  truly  be  regarded  as  the 
Father  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  and,  considering  his  quiet  and 
retiring  nature,  only  the  deepest  convictions  of  its  advan- 
tages to  the  drug-trade,  coupled  with  his  large-hearted 
sympathy  with  the  originator's  efforts,  could  have  made> 
him  so  strong  a  supporter  of  the  movement.    He  is  sur- 
vived by  Mrs.  Sanger  and  three  daughters,  besides  the 
three  sons  whom  we  have  mentioned.    The  funeral  took 
place  at  Weybridge  on  Wednesday.

English  National  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 
The  Examination-hall  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  was  well  filled 

on  Wednesday 
afternoon,  May  8, 
by  an  audience  of 
about  200  che- 
mists from  town 
and  country,  who 
had  come  on  the 
invitation  of  the 
Standing  Phar- 
maceutical Com- 
mittee on  Insur- 
ance to  appoint 
an  English 
National  Com- 
mittee. Mr.  P.  F. 
Rowsell,  F.C.S., 
of  Exeter,  Chair- 
man of  the  latter 
committee,  pre- 
sided, and  with 
him  were  other 
members  of  the 
committee  :  viz., 
Professor  Green- 
ish, Messrs.  Cuff, 
F.  J.  Gibson, 
'Feaver  Clarke, 
Walshaw,  Trick, 
Last,  Milne, 
Waring,  and  Car- 
penter. Mr.  Woolcock,  the  Secretary,  was  also  present, 
and  a  few  minutes  after  the  proceedings  commenced  Mr. 
AY.  8.  Glyn-Jones,  M.P.,  came  in,  amid  loud  cheers.  The 
business  "of  electing  a  committee  was  got  through  expe- 
ditiously, thanks  to  the  Chairman,  who  demonstrated  that 
when  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  next  wants  a  provincial 
President  Exeter  can  supply  him.  The  seventeen  English 
members  of  the  Standing  Committee  were  chosen  as  the 
nucleus,  and  ten  other  members  were  chosen  representing 
the  Registrar-General's  divisions  of  England.  The  manner 
of  choice  and  the  quickness  with  which  it  was  done  did 
not  suit  some  of  the  audience,  but  even  they  admitted  that 
■it  worked  out  all  right.  The  only  other  business  was  a 
motion  submitted  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  as  to  the  claim  of 
the  British  Medical  Association  that  doctors  should 
dis|>ense.    We  put  it  here  for  convenience  : 

That  this  meeting  of  English  pharmacists,  assembled 
for  the  purpose  of  setting-up  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  on  Insurance  (England),  expresses  its  general 
agreement  with  the  demand  of  the  medical  profession  for 
adequate  remuneration  for  professional  services  under  the 
"Insurance  Act.  but  protests  against  the  claim  made  by  the 
special  meeting  of  the  British  Medical  Council-. 

"  That  dispensing,  as  hitherto,  should  be  done  or  arranged 
'for  by  the  medical  practitioner,  should  be  so  desire,  and 
paid  for  at  the  scale  of  tariff  rate  agreed  upon  for  phar- 
macists." 

That  this  meeting  considers  this  additional  claim  to  be 
a  demand  not  for  remuneration  for  professional  medical 
services,  but  for  additional  remuneration  from  the  profit  on 
•the  supply  of  medicines,  drugs,  and  appliances  for  insured 
nersons,  and  protests  that  such  a  claim  is  inconsistent  with 
the  exercise  of  pharmaceutical  functions  provided  by 
Section  15  of  the  Act. 

This  was  unanimously  adopted,  and  copies  of  it  were 
directed  to  be  sent  to  the  Government  and  the  Insurance 
Commissioners,  as  well  as  a  report  of  the  meeting  to  the 
Tress. 

In  opening  the  proceedings  Mr.  Rowsell  commenced  : 
"Lady  and  gentlemen"  (Miss  M.  E.  Buchanan  was 
-present),  and  expressed  the  thanks  of  Pharmacy  to  Mr. 
"Glyn-Jones  for  his  fisrht  in  Parliament,  and  quoted  Sub- 
•section  5  of  Section  15.  viz.  : 

Every  such  Committee  shall  also  make  provision  for  the 
supply  of  proper  and  sufficient  drugs  and  medicines  and 
•prescribed  appliances  to  insured  persons  in  accordance  with 
Tegulations  made  bv  the  Insurance  Commissioners,  which 


shall  provide  for  the  arrangements  made  being  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Insurance  Commissioners  and  being  such  as 
to  enable  insured  persons  to  obtain  from  any  persons,  firms, 
or  bodies  corporate  with  whom  arrangements  have  been 
made  such  drugs,  medicines,  and  appliances  if  ordered  by 
the  medical  practitioner  by  whom  they  are  attended,  and 
shall  require  the  adoption  by  every  Insurance  Committee 
of  such  a  system  as  will  secure,  etc. 

It  is  essential  that  pharmacists  should  create  smaller  com- 
mittees to  see  that  their  interests  are  fully  watched. 
Having  paid  a  high  compliment  to  Mr.  Woolcock,  and 
to  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour,  as  members  of  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee, the  Chairman  remarked  that  the  Council  of  the 
Society  took  immediate  steps  to  set  up  a  committee 
elected  on  the  broadest  possible  basis.  The  Standing 
Committee  felt  that  steps  should  immediately  be  taken 
to  set  up  local  committees  throughout  England.  Per- 
sonally he  was  strongly  of  opinion  that  on  all  committees 
administering  the  Act  pharmacists  should  have  a  strong 
representation.  ("  Hear,  hear,"  and  applause.)  He  then 
commented  on  the  good  work  that  is  being  done  by  the 
Local  Organisation  Committee,  and  complimented  Mr. 
Neathercoat.  He  then  read  the  above  motion  re 
doctors  and  dispensing,  and  explained  that  the  first  busi- 
ness to  transact  was  the  appointment  of  an  English 
National  Committee,  remarking  that  as  far  as  possible 
the  plan  the  Society  had  endeavoured  to  lay  down  was 
in  conformity  with  that  of  the  Commissioners  at  the  very 
outset  of  their  proceedings.  The  suggestion  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  was  that  the  English  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee  should  form  the  nucleus  on  which 
the  Committee  for  England  should  be  constituted.  In 
this  connection  he  pointed  out  that  the  desire  was  that 
every  place  should  be  covered,  and  that  territorial  re- 
presentation should  be  so  arranged.  They  had  not  as 
much  money  as  they  desired  for  the  work  of  the  Com- 
mittee, but  he  hoped  that  more  would  be  Taised.  He 
asked  if  the  meeting  would  accept  of  the  seventeen 
members  of  the  Standing  Committee  as  a  nucleus,  and 
stated  that  that  Committee  suggested  that  ten  of  their 
members  should  be  appointed  on  a  territorial  basis  accord- 
ing to  the  Registrar-General's  division  of  England. 

Mr.  Woolcock  read  the  names  of  the  seventeen  mem- 
bers of  the  Standing  Committee,  viz.  : 

Messrs.  C.  B.  Allen,  J.  H.  Cuff,  F.  J.  Gibson,  J.  F.  Har- 
rington, P.  F.  Rowsell,  R.  C.  Walshaw,  A.  G.  Harmer, 
Harry  Kemp,  G.  V.  C.  Last,  T.  W.  Townley,  J.  C.  Pentney, 
R.  Feaver  Clarke,  Professor  Greenish,  A.  L.  Milne,  E.  S. 
Waring  (Boots,  Ltd.),  E.  Carpenter  (Hodder  &  Co.,  Ltd.), 
W.  B.  Trick  (Lewis  &  Burrows,  Ltd.). 

The  Chairman  at  this  stage  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  time  would  be  a  fitting  one  to  hear  Mr.  Glyn-Jones, 
M.P.,  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  of  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  M.P.,  said  it  would  be  well  at  the 
outset  to  consider  what  were  the  functions  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  and  what  was  the  importance  attaching 
to  its  constitution.  "  The  Chairman  has  already  told 
you,"  he  said,  "that  it  is  desirable  to  establish  commit- 
tees corresponding  to  the  committees  which  are  set  by 
the  Commissioners  for  their  special  purposes ;  in  their 
case,  of  a  committee  consisting  of  pharmacists  repre- 
sentative of  England,  Scotland,  Wales,  and  Ireland.  This 
means  that  there  will  be  a  committee  for  each  of  these 
countries.  By  my  way  of  thinking,  the  most  important , 
of  these  committees  will  be  the  committee  consisting  of 
the  local  pharmacists — (applause) — corresponding  in  area 
to  the  work  of  the  local  Insurance  Committees.  I  cannot 
help  believing  that  the  most  important  thought  to  have 
is  that  these  local  committees  should  be  set  up  on  the 
most  democratic  lines,  thoroughly  representative  in  their 
composition  and  businesslike  in  their  action.  It  really 
comes  to  what  the  Act  lays  down  :  it  is  not  which  pharma- 
cists are  to  dispense  for  the  insured,  nor  is  it  a  matter 
between  the  insured  and  the  local  Insurance  Committee. 
The  persons  insured  in  each  district  are  the  persons  pri- 
marily concerned  in  every  instance — they  are  the  parties 
to  determine,  they  are  the  parties  to  a  bargain.  Then 
on  the  point  of  administration.  It  will  be  the  function 
of  the  English  Committee  of  Pharmacists  to  deal  with 
the  English  Commissioners  in  the  same  way  as  the  Scotch 
Committee  will  deal  with  the  Scotch  Commissioners.  But 
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above  these  national  Committees  will  of  course  come  what 
I  may  call  the  International  Committee  in  things  relating 
to  pharmacy.    Arrangements  which  will  be  made  between 
the  local  Insurance  Committee  and  the  local  pharmacists 
will  be  subject  to  regulations  and  to  the  consent  of  the 
Insurance  Commissioners,  and  also  to  their  regulations. 
Let  us  see  what  that  means.    It  means  that  unless  special 
circumstances  are  locally  settled,  the  Commissioners  will, 
as  far  as  they  can,  arrange  and  lay  down  a  common  basis — ■ 
a  common  ground  on  which  to  operate.      But  again  the 
commissions  of  the  three  countries  will  undoubtedly  be 
largely  guided  by  what  I  have  already  described  as  the 
International  Commission,  who  will  again  treat  and  make 
arrangements  as  uniform  as  they  can  for  the  three  king- 
doms.   At  the  top  then  of  our  scheme  there  will  be  the 
International  Committee,  and  at  the  bottom  the  Local 
Committees,  and  between  them  will  interveno  what  I  may 
I  call  the  National  Committees,  which  will  be  very  im- 
portant bodies  in  so  far  that  they  will  act  as  inter- 
mediaries. Questions  of  appeal,  the  settlement  of  disputes, 
and  the  framing  of  a  policy  on  broad  lines  will  of  course 
be  dealt  with  by  the  International  Committee  of  Phar- 
macists.   That  being  so,  the  first  thing  of  importance  is 
to  see  that  the  Local  Committees  are  right,  and  then  of 
course  that  the  National  Committees  are  such  as  the 
pharmacists  of  the  country  may  have  confidence  in.  We 
are  to-day  discussing  the  election  of  the  Local  Committees, 
but  in  connection  with  the  appointment  of  this  National 
Committee  I  should  like  to  say,  if  I  may,  that  too  much 
importance  can  be  given  to  what  I  may  call  territorial 
representation — (Hear,  hear) — and  I,  fortunately,  am  in 
the  position  of  having  no  territory  to  represent — (laughter) 
— so  that  my  view  may  be  regarded  as  quite  unbiassed  and 
impartial.    The  pharmacists  throughout  the  country  will 
have  their  interests  represented  by  their  own  committees, 
who  will  deal  entirely  with  local  conditions.    These  Local 
Committees  will  be  consultative  bodies,  and  you  ought  to 
have  upon  them  the  best  men  who  can  be  selected  for  the 
purpose.    While  it  is  therefore  important  that  due  con- 
sideration should  be  given  to  territorial  representation, 
that  is  not  the  most  important  consideration  by  any 
means.    As  has  already  been  pointed  out  there  are  types 
of  pharmacists  and  types  of  business,  and  it  is  important 
tho  persons  who  will  serve  on  the  committees  should  be 
cognisant  of  this.    My  opinion  is  that  the  seventeen  re- 
presentatives on  the  International  Committee  should  cer- 
tainly be  on  the  English  Committee.    (Applause.)  That 
seems  to  me  not  to  require  much  argument.    It  is  obvious 
they  should  be  on  the  English  Committee.      Then  the 
representatives  for  each  of  the  districts  will  be  elected. 
If  you  go  over  that  list  you  will  see  that  the  members  are 
I  of  such  standing  as  to  do  credit  to  any  district.  For 
example  Professor  Greenish  is  a  gentleman  whom  any  dis- 
trict would  be  proud  to  claim  as  its  special  representative. 
(Applause.)    But  they  cannot  do  it.    It  is  a  businesslike 
proposal  to  divide  the  country  up  into  ten  divisions  as 
nearly  as  possible  according  to  population,  and  give  a 
representative  for  each  of  these.    In  that  way  you  will  get 
•  on  your  National  Committee  quite  a  sufficient  representa- 
tion on  the  territorial  principle.      This  will  mean  that 
whatever  else  happens  each  of  these  districts  will  have 
a  representative  of  its  own.      I   cannot  conceive  any 
question  arising  on  this  committee  which  would  involve  a 
clashing  of  interests  between  a  district  where  at  present 
they  are  doing  dispensing  and  another  where  they  are  not 
doing  any  at  all.      Nor  can  I  conceive  several  counties 
fighting  against  each  other  in  connection  with  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Act.    I  do  suggest  to  the  meeting  that 
the  scheme  is  a  commendable  one,  by  which  the  Local 
Conr-iittees  will  devote  their  attention  to  local  interests 
and  possess  specific  powers  in  this  connection.    Then  the 
Natioral  Committee  will  deal  with  the  greater  and  more 
important  questions.    That  scheme  is  about  as  perfect  as 
it  can  be  if  you  will  act  on  the  suggestion.      Of  course, 
nobody  could  suggest  a  committee  that  would  be  satis- 
factory to  everyone,  and  I  for  one  do  not  say  the  scheme 
'  is  perfect,  but  it  is  one  which  will  operate  for  a  time  at 
least.    Of  course,  it  cannot  be  permanent  because  when 
this  Insurance  Act  comes  into  practice  it  will  mean  that 


the  people  on  the  panel,  the  people  ultimately  who  will 
do  the  business,  will  be  the  people  who  will  seek  repre- 
sentation on  the  territorial  basis.  At  present  it  is  too- 
much  to  say  how  much  of  this  particular  business  is  to  be>- 
done  in  one  district  and  how  much  in  another.  When, 
the  Act  comes  into  force  and  your  Local  Committees  are- 
set  up,  then  will  be  the  time  to  consider  the  wThole  ar- 
rangement about  the  National  Committees.  I  do  not  want 
to  belittle  its  importance,  but  I  think  too  much  con- 
sideration may  be  given  to  the  constitution  of  the  National; 
Committee  on  the  territorial  basis.  (Applause.) 

The  Chairman  moved  that  the  seventeen  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee  should  form  the  nucleus  of  th6 
National  Committee  for  England. 

Mr.  Hampton  (Leicester)  seconded. 

The  meeting  hesitated  considerably  before  they  adopted' 
the  proposition.  Among  the  speakers  were  Mr.  Keale- 
(Wandsworth),  Mr.  Stooke,  Mr.  R.  H.  Jones,  Mr.  A.  W. 
Gerrard  (Birmingham),  Mr.  M.  H.  Stiles  (Doncaster),  Mr. 
Fairweather,  Mr.  Pickard  (Ossett),  Mr.  Bates  (Southamp- 
ton), and  Mr.  Whitfield  (Scarborough).  Ultimately  the- 
matter  ,  was  clinched  by  Mr.  W.  B.  Trick  (Lewis  &: 
Burrows,  Ltd.),  who  spoke  from  the  platform  in  a  con- 
ciliatory and  forcible  manner  that  only  comes  from  mayoral 
and  similar  experience.  When  he  had  done,  the  meeting: 
adopted  the  Chairman's  suggestion  en  bloc. 

ELECTION  OF  TEN  MEMBERS. 

The  Chairman  asked  nominations  for  each  of  the  dis- 
tricts, and  when  more  than  one  was  given  each  name  was- 
put  to  a  show  of  hands,  and  the  one  who  got  the  largest- 
number  was  elected.  The  results  are  epitomised  as- 
follows  :

RESOLUTION  ADOPTED. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  M.P.,  then  rose  to  submit  the  resolu- 
tion, and  had  a  most  flattering  reception.  He  briefly 
explained  its  terms,  and  described  what  the  British) 
Medical  Association  representative  meeting  had  done- 
"  I  do  think,"  said  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  "  that,  whatever  we 
may  think  of  the  other  demands  which  have  been  made,- 
it  is  a  pity  that  some  members  of  the  medical  profession 
should  have  been  quite  so  grasping  as  that.  They  are  to- 
see  not  only  they  are  paid  for  their  work,  but  that  the- 
pharmacist  is  robbed  of  what  they  all  admit  he  is  justly 
entitled  to."  (A  Voice  :  "  It  is  dishonest.")  "It  is,  at. 
any  rate,  a  proposal  to  deprive  him  of  what  is  regarded 
as  his  just  and  proper  function."  (Applause.) 

The  motion  was  adopted,  and  after  a  few  sentences  from- 
Mr.  Wippell  Gadd  (Exeter),  it  was  agreed  to  distribute  it 
as  already  told. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  W.  Browne,  seconded  by  Mr- 
Hampton,  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  was  thanked  for 
the  use  of  the  room. 

Mr.  Charles  Thompson  (Birmingham)  proposed  a  vote- 
of  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  and  Mr. 
Woolcock,  which  was  cordially  given,  and  each  of  those 
gentlemen  was  called  in  turn  to  reply. 

The  proceedings  concluded  about  five  o'clock. 
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Doctors  under  the  Insurance  Act. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  informed  Sir  P. 
Magnus  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  Wednesday,  May  8, 
rthat  he  was  aware  that  statements  had  been  made  in  the 
Press  as  to  a  form  of  pledge  which  is  alleged  to  havo 
been  arrived  at  by  tho  British  Medical  Association  in  refer- 
ence to  conditions  which  were  in  existence  before  the 
Act  was  introduced,  and  which  that  Act  neither  extends 
nor  perpetuates.  The  pledge  appears  only  to  relate  to 
i  lion  to  be  taken  if  the  Commons  and  Insurance  Com- 
mittees fail  to  come  to  agreement  with  medical  men  as 
to  work  under  the  Act.  Negotiations  will  commence 
■as  soon  as  the  Advisory  Committee  meets  on  Friday 
(May  10).  Medical  benefit  does  not  commence  until 
January,  and  no  decision  is  necessary  before  bringing 
into  operation  such  portion  of  the  Act  as  comes  into 
force  in  July.  Moreover,  the  general  operation  of  the 
Act  cannot  be  affected  by  any  decision  as  to  the  particular 
form  medical  benefit  may  take — whether  the  panel  system 
with  free  choice  of  doctor,  or  the  alternatives  of  special 
irrangements  by  the  Insurance  Committees  or  Commons 
with  the  approved  societies,  or  the  payment  of  a  monetary 
equivalent  to  each  insured  person. 

Lord  Balcarres  :  Do  I  understand  that  negotiations  on 
<this  subject  will  begin  on  Friday  next? 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  :  Certainly. 

Mr.  P.  Hall  :  Is  the  Chancellor  still  of  opinion  that 
medical  benefit  should  take  place  as  from  January  15  next? 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  :  Certainly. 

Mr.  J.  Ward  :  In  order  to  finally  settle  this  matter, 
■can  the  Chancellor  not  decide  within  a  reasonable  time 
to  place  a  sum  to  the  credit  of  each  insured  person? 
(Hear,  hear.) 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  :  That  is  one.  of  the 
possible  alternatives. 

Mr.  Ward  :  Why  not  decide  it  at  once  ? 
Xo  reply  was  given. 

English  Advisory  Committee. 

The  English  Commission  have  appointed  an  Advisory 
■Committee  consisting  of  152  persons,  representing  all  in- 
terests, among  them  thirty-two  medical  members  and 
two  pharmacists,  the  latter  being  Messrs.  P.  F.  Rowsell 
and  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock. 

Welsh  National  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 

Tho  first  meeting  of  this  new  committee,  convened  by 
Messrs.  A.  Hagon  (Cardiff),  J.  B.  Francis,  J.P.  (Wrex- 
ham), and  D.  Arnott,  J.P.  (Pontypridd),  will  be  held  in 
Cardiff  on  Thursday,  May  30.  Each  local  Chemists' 
Association  in  Wales  and  Monmouth  will  appoint  one 
representative  on  this  National  Committee,  which  will 
have  power  to  act  in  all  matters  arising  out  of  the  dis- 
]>ensing  of  medicines  under  the  State  Insurance  Scheme. 
One  of  the  main  questions  the  committee  will  have  to 
consider  is  that  of  remuneration.  No  method  of  payment 
IS  laid  down  in  the  Insurance  Act,  but  the  German  method 
of  payment  will  perhaps  be  recommended — viz.,  payment 
according  to  a  scale  of  prices. 

Behaviour  during  Disease. 
_  The  National  Health  Insurance  Commission  (England) 
issued  on  May  3  draft  regulations  as  to  behaviour  during 
disease  or  disablement,  which  sets  forth  that  every  rule 
of  an  approved  society  with  regard  to  the  behaviour  during 
disease  or  disablement  of  a  member  entitled  to  benefit 
under  the  Act  shall  be  in  the  following  form  :

WESTMINSTER  WISDOM. 

The  Week  in  Parliament. 


Preservatives  in  Cream. 
Our  Parliamentary  correspondent  is  informed  that,  as  a 
result  of  a  private  interview  which  has  taken  place  between 
representatives  of  the  Cream  Trade  Protection  Society 
and  the  President  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  there 
are  likely  to  be,  under  the  Departmental  regulations,  only 
two  labels  adopted  instead  of  three.  In  shops,  refresh- 
ment-rooms, and  restaurants  there  will  be  notices,  printed 
in  large  type,  indicating  that  the  cream  so  supplied  is 
preserved  cream.  The  smaller  label  on  the  vessels  or  other 
receptacles  will  also  omit  the  objected  word  "boracised." 

The  Giving  of  Characters. 
The  Bill  which  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Wardle,  M.P., 
in  the  House  of  Commons  on  Monday  makes  it  compulsory 
upon  every  employer  to  give  to  every  person  leaving  his 
employ,  by  dismissal  or  otherwise,  on  application,  a  certi- 
ficate or  character  note  in  writing  as  to  his  or  her  general 
conduct  and  competence  while  in  his  employment,  and  at 
the  same  time  to  furnish  the  applicant  with  an  exact  copy 
of  any  testimonial  or  character  note  which  he  may  send  to 
any  other  employer.  An  employer  who  without  reasonable 
excuse  refuses  to  give  such  a  testimonial,  or  wilfully  and 
maliciously  makes  false  statements  therein,  shall  be  liable 
to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  251. 

The  Shops  Act. 

Mr.  C.  Bathurst,  M.P.,  asked  the  Home  Secretary  in  the 
House  of  Commons  on  Monday,  May  6,  whether  under 
Section  5  and  Schedule  2  of  the  Shops  Act  the  general 
tradesman  in  a  village  containing  one  shop  only,  who  sells 
medicines  and  other  commodities,  without  any  special  or 
predominant  trade  in  any  one  branch,  is  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  the  weekly  half-holiday, 
and  if  not,  whether  he  is  exempt  in  respect  of  any,  and, 
if  so,  which  of  them. 

Mr.  McKenna  replied  by  referring  the  hon.  member  to 
Sub-section  (1)  of  Section' 10  of  the  Act.  The  shop  will 
be  exempt  so  far  as  regards  any  of  the  trades  or  businesses 
mentioned  in  the  Second  Schedule. 
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Patent-medicines  Inquiry. 

The  first  hearing  of  witnesses  was  on  Thursday.  The  Cus- 
toms and  Excise  Solicitor,  in  his  evidence,  advocated  re- 
vision of  the  Medicine-stamp  Acts  so  as  to  limit,  inter  alia, 
the  exemptions  to  chemists.  The  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Privy 
Council  Office  admitted  that  the  Blue  Book  on  unqualified 
practice  is  merely  an  expression  of  doctors'  opinions,  is  not 
■impartial,  and  is  not  approved  by  any  Government  Depart- 
ment.   

rp  HE  first  meeting  of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House 
_L  of  Commons  on  Patent  Medicines  for  the  hearing  of 
evidence  was  held  on  May  9  in  Committee-room  16  of  the 
House  of  Commons. 

Sir  Henry  Norman  presided,  and  other  members  of  the 
Committee  present  were  Mr.  Charles  Bathurst,  Mr.  Cawley, 
Dr.  Chappie,  Sir  Henry  Dalziel,  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  Mr. 
Hayden,  Mr.  Ingleby,  Mr.  Haydn  Jones,  Mr.  Lawson, 
Mr.  Lynch,  Sir  Philip  Magnus,  and  Mr.  Newton. 

The  first  witness  was  Sir  Nathaniel  Highmore,  the 
solicitor  for  Customs  and  Excise,  who  first  narrated  the 
origin  of  Medicine  Stamp  Acts  and  the  duties  levied  on 
medicines.  He  explained  the  law  in  considerable  detail, 
and  proceeded  to  mention  the  exemptions  from  duty,  and 
the  judicial  decisions  of  recent  years,  which  he  gave  in 
detail,  especially  Ransom  v.  Sanguinetti  and  Farmer  v. 
Glyn-Jones.  The  latter,  he  said,  was  the  third  exemp- 
tion as  to  known  remedies  which  had  never  before  been 
considered  to  have  any  weight  at  all.  The  contention  in 
that  case  was  that  where  they  had  a  remedy  which  was 
known,  and  the  contents  of  which  are  known,  a  retailer 
can  sell  it  just  as  he  likes  without  affixing  a  stamp.  The 
Court  held  that  if  the  preparation  was  exempt  from  stamp 
duty  in  the  hands  of  the  manufacturer,  the  fact  that  a 
chemist  made  it  up  and  labelled  it  would  not  deprive  it  of  a 
Tight  to  exemption. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  The  particular  article  in  this  case  was 
ammoniateel  tincture  of  quinine.  Prior  to  this  case  no 
seller  could  say  that  it  was  good  for  influenza. 

The  Chairman  :  To  make  this  quite  clear  I  should  like 
to  ask  whether  a  manufacturer  can  sell  this  without  a 
stamp  duty  if  he  claims  no  efficacy  for  it,  and  a  retailer 
can  then  come  along  and  claim  efficacy  for  it  but  pay  no 
duty. 

Sir  Nathaniel  said  he  could  not  go  quite  so  far  as  that 
It  would  be  possible  to  affix  a  label,  recommending  it  if 
it  was  a  well-known  remedy  and  there  was  no  secret  art 
or  proprietary  rights  claimed  for  it.      The  fact  that  a 
person  affixes  his  own  label  does  not  make  it  liable  to  duty 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  Do  you  agree  with  the  judgment  in 
that  case?  It  was  perhaps  the  only  judgment  of  that 
kind  which  revealed  the  full  scope  of  the  Act.  It  con 
tains  information  which  I  think  would  give  the  Committee 
knowledge  of  the  view  the  Court  then  took  of  the  full 
scope  of  the  Act.  It  is  a  long  considered  judgment,  and 
I  think  it  might  be  very  useful  for  the  Committee  to 
have  it. 

The  Chairman  said  he  agreed  that  they  ought  to  have 
the  judgment,  and  the  witness  agreed  to  supply  a  copy 
of  it. 

The  Chairman  asked  if  the  condition    for  exemption 
was  practically  a  full  statement  of  the  contents  giving  th 
complete  name  of  the  drug. — Witness  replied  that  that  is 
substantially  the  case. 

The  exemption  is  in  respect  of  medicine  for  which  no 
proprietary  right  or  secret  art  is  claimed  which  is  sold  by 
a  qualified  chemist  or  druggist.  He  also  gave  particulars 
of  other  test  cases. 

Proceeding  to  illustrate  the  practice  of  his  office  in 
dealing  with  certain  articles,  Sir  Nathaniel  said  that  i 
such  a  case  as  eau  de  Cologne  only  when  it  was  held  to 
be  used  as  a  medicine  would  duty  be  charged.  In  the 
case  of  soap,  where  the  article  was  recommended  for  th 
toilet,  and  not  as  a  cure  for  some  ailment,  duty  would 
not  be  charged.  The  same  practice  is  followed  in  regard 
to  dentifrices.  Only  where  these  are  recommended  as 
being  beneficial  for  some  complaint  are  they  charged  duty 
In  the  case  of  herbs,  medicated  herbs  are  charged.  For 
a  great  many  years  preparations  like  asthma  cigarettes 


1  had  not  been  regarded  as  ' '  preparations  used  externally 
or  internally."     In  the  case  of    medicated    wines  and 
spirits,  if  the  wine  or  spirit  was  sufficiently  medicated  as 
to  make  it  impossible  to  sell  it  as  a  beverage  it  came 
into  medicines.      In  some  cases  both  a  chemist's  and  a 
liquor  licence  were  required  for  such  sale.    If  necessary 
the  Government  chemist  decided  as  to  whether  wine  is 
so  medicated  as  not  to  be  usable  a,  a  beverage. 
At  this  stage  the  witness  spoke  about  breaking  bulk,  and 
xportation    and    consignment    of    dutiable  medicines, 
sending  to  agents  abroad  being  regarded  as  not  going  out 
f  the  maker  s  possession. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  In  other  words,  when  there  is  no  sala 
in  this  country  duty  is  not  paid  ? — Yes. 

Sir  Henry  Dalziel  :  The  transaction  is  regarded  as  a> 
transfer  and  not  a  sale. 

The  Chairman  :  Is  that  not  a  law  you  are  disposed  to 
criticise  ? — Well,  it  is  always  a  little  unfortunate  where 
there  is  a  dual  system. 

Witness  then  handed  to  the  Chairman  a  series  of  medi- 
cine stamps,  past  and  present,  and  proceeded  to  give  the 
Committee  some  facts  concerning  the  revenue  obtained 
rom  these.  The  total  for  last  year,  he  said,  obtained- 
from  the  medicine-duty  was  327,826/.,  while  10,781Z.  5s. 
was  got  from  the  proceeds  of  43,117  licences  issued  for: 
medicine  sales.  In  the  last  return  made  to  the  House  of 
Commons  the  number  of  medicine-stamps  issued  in  the- 
year  was  41,757.575.  These  were  divided  as  follows  : 
l£d.  stamps,  33,000,000  ;  M.  stamps,  7,500,000 ;  6d.  stamps,. 
1,000,000;  Is.  stamps,  122,000;  2s.  18,000;  and  3s.  11,000. 

Witness  proceeded  to  describe  the  law  in  regard  to  the 
sale  of  patent  medicines  manufactured  in  England  and. 
sold  in  Ireland  substantially,  and  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee asked  questions  which  showed  that  they  were  far 
from  clear  about  the  matter. 

Answering  the  Chairman,  witness  said  that  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  law  as  it  is  at  present  does  not  cause 
his  Department  any  particular  difficulty.  They  have  to- 
consider  the  terms  of  labels  wliich  are  issued  very  fre- 
quently, and  occasionally  have  to  deal  with  cases  where- 
there  are  attempts  to  fix  labels  calculated  to  deceive  the- 
public.  That  is  to  say,  there  are  imitations  of  the  Govern- 
ment stamps. 

Witness  handed  up  to  the  Chairman  a  sheet  containing 
specimens  of  these  imitations,  and  it  was  inspected  by 
members  of  the  Committee  with  much  interest. 

The  Chairman  :  Whose  business  is  it  to  set  the  law  in 
motion,  supposing  you  consider  that  it  is  being  invaded? 

Witness  said  it  is  the  business  of  the  Commissioners  off 
Customs  and  Excise,  who  send  round  officers  to  make  pur- 
chases at  shops.  When  they  see  an  article  exposed  for 
sale  which  is  in  their  opinion  dutiable  they  purchased  it 
and  sent  it  up  to  the  Department  for  examination.  If  it 
is  found  to  be  dutiable,  and  the  duty  has  not  been  paid, 
or  a  licence  taken  out,  the  vendor  would  be  called  upon  for 
an  explanation.  If  that  explanation  is  not  satisfactory 
the  necessary  proceedings  would  be  taken. 

Sir  P.  Magnus  :  When  a  manufacturer  takes  up  a 
licence  has  he  to  make  a  declaration  of  the  contents  of 
the  medicine  ? — No. 

The  Chairman  :  Do  you  consider  the  law  is  sufficiently 
safeguarded  by  the  precautions  you  take  ? — Oh,  yes,  I 
think  so. 

It  is  sufficient  to  make  evasion  difficult  and  risky  ? — I 
think  it  is  very  risky  to  attempt  to  evade  the  law. 

Witness  went  on  to  describe  the  Jap's  Pills  case  and 
the  difficulty  he  had  had  in  coming  to  a  conclusion  as  to 
whether  they  were  liable  or  not  upon  the  terms  of  a  hand- 
bill. Touching  on  the  question  of  veterinary  articles,  wit- 
ness pointed  out  that  Messrs.  Elliman  manufacture  two- 
kinds  of  embrocation,  one  for  use  by  human  beings  and  the 
other  to  be  employed  in  the  case  of  annuals.  In  that  in- 
stance they  affix  a  stamp  to  the  embrocation  for  use  by 
human  beings.  White  oils  and  some  other  veterinary  pre- 
parations of  a  similar  kind  are  occasionally  used,  he  under- 
stood, by  human  beings. 

Mr.  Bathurst  :  I  understand  that  there  is  no  widespread 
use  of  veterinary  preparations  for  human  purposes  ? — I  do 
not  think  so. 

You  keep  an  eye  on  them  ? — Oh,  yes  ! 
Witness  said  that  medicated  wines  are  examined  as  to 
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their  composition,  and  the  test  is  as  to  whether  they  are 
predominantly  medicinal.  That  is  to  say,  whether  they 
arc  so  medicated  that  they  could  not  be  consumed  merely 
as  a  beverage.  He  did  not  think  it  was  the  case  that  a 
number  of  medicated  wines  are  consumed  both  as  a 
beverage  and  with  a  view  to  medical  advantage,  because 
he  thought  the  effect  on  the  person  consuming  them  would 
be  such  that  they  would  quickly  abandon  the  practice. 
Asked  whether  he  would  describe  Hall's  Coca  Wine  as 
a  medicated  wine,  witness  replied  that  he  would  not  if 
it  was  so  slightly  medicated  that  it  could  be  consumed 
as  a  beverage,  in  which  case  it  would  not  be  a  desirable 
wine  to  be  sold  without  a  wine  licence. 

Mr.  Bathurst  :  Has  that  particular  wine  to  be  charged  ? 
— I  think  it  is  one  of  the  wines  very  much  in  dispute, 
because  sometimes  the  mixture  of  coca  is  sufficient  to 
prevent  it  being  used  as  a  beverage,  and  at  other  times  it 
is  not. 

Can  a  preparation  which  is  manufactured  in  this  country 
and  has  been  sent,  without  the  necessity  for  payment  of 
duty,  either  to  Ireland  or  abroad,  be  bought  by  persons  in 
this  country  through  advertisement  or  otherwise  without 
any  duty  being  paid  on  them? — Witness  indicated  the 
affirmative. 

Mr.  Glyn  Jones  :  Are  there  many  cases  in  which  the 
penalties  are  enforced  ? — Yes. 

But  in  the  majority  of  cases  are  not  the  penalties  com- 
pounded by  the  Department?  If  an  offender  is  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  10/.  is  he  not  written  to  by  the  Department 
and  asked  for  an  explanation.  And  after  hearing  the  ex- 
planation, do  not  the  Department  consider  whether  the 
offender  is  to  be  fined  something  less  than  101.  ?  If  that 
fine  is  then  paid  I  suppose  there  are  no  proceedings  in  the 
Court  ? — That  is  the  ordinary  procedure. 

In  reply  to  further  questions  the  witness  said  he  had 
no  figures  showing  the  number  or  amount  of  the  penalties 
during  the  last  twelve  months  either  by  compounding  or 
through  the  courts.  He  did  not  know  if  it  would  be 
possible  to  obtain  them,  but  if  it  could  be  done  he  would 
place  the  figures  before  the  Committee.  In  many  cases 
the  offences  are  purely  technical,  and  the  Department  felt 
it  would  be  unfair  to  prosecute.  He  did  not  think  any 
fresh  powers  are  required  to  deal  with  cases  of  forged 
stamps.  The  powers  of  the  Department  are  quite 
adequate.  He  was  further  examined  in  regard  to  medi- 
cated wines,  and  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  endeavoured  to  find  out 
why  the  Department  allows  proprietary  and  secret  medi- 
cines offered  by  doctors  to  escape  duty,  and  the  only 
pertinent  reply  he  got  was  that  they  are  allowed  to  be 
sold  unstamped  for  dispensing  purposes  only. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  as  the  law  stands 
at  present  foreign  medicine  coming  into  this  country  is 
liable  to  stamp  duty  whether  or  not  it  is  advertised,  and 
whether  or  not  there  are  proprietary  rights? — All  medicine 
coming  into  this  country  from  abroad  is  liable  to  stamp 
duty. 

But  the  Board  for  many  years  have  not  enforced  that  ? 
—No,  they  have  not.  They  have  treated  foreign  medi- 
cines exactly  the  same  as  our  own. 

Questioned  by  Mr.  Hayden,  he  said  the  Board  made  no 
attempt  to  check  the  ingredients  in  patent  medicines  with 
the  statements  wh'ch  are  given  of  them. 

In  reply  to  Dr.  Chappie,  witness  said  that  even  if  he 
could  prove  that  wine  contained  a  medicinal  ingredient  he 
did  not  think  they  would  always  be  justified  in  demand- 
ing stamp  duty. 

Mr.  Lynch  asked  if  there  is  anything  in  the  rules  of 
the  Department  which  discriminated  between  drugs  having 
little  medicinal  value  and  drugs  which  are  deleterious  ?— 
Witness  replied  there  is  not. 

Mr.  Lynch  :  An  enormous  sum  of  money  must  leave  this 
country  for  the  purchase  of  American  patent  medicine. 
Can  you  give  us,  by  means  of  the  stamp  duty,  anything 
indicating  the  amount  of  this? 

Witness  :  No,  I  do  not  think  so.  The  stamps  are  very 
largely  sold  over  the  counter,  and  we  do  not  know  what  the 
person  purchasing  them  may  be  or  for  what  purpose  he  is 
sold"2  ^  "Se  theM'    They  ar6  S°ld  3S  postaSe  stamps  are 

"  Ihe  Chairman  :  Did  your  Department  add  the  words 
..No  Government  guarantee  "  on  its  own  authority? 


Witness  :  No,  the  pressure  came  from  outside.  We  had 
statements  that  we  were  considered  responsible  for  the 
contents. 

On  the  question  of  the  amount  of  money  spent  in  patent 
medicines,  the  witness  stated  to  the  Chairman  that  the 
amount  of  the  stamp  duties  would  not  indicate  the  sum  of 
money  spent  on  any  packet,  as  a  duty  applied  to  a  range 
of  prices,  but  he  would  endeavour  to  get  returns  in  regard 
to  the  duties  for  a  series  of  years. 

The  Chairman  :  I  want  to  get  an  official  answer  to  a 
somewhat  difficult  question  regarding  the  law  as  to  patent 
medicines ;  to  what  Government  Department  would  that 
inquiry  be  addressed  ? — The  Home  Office,  I  suppose,  looks 
after  questions  relating  to  poisons. 

I  thought  counsel  looked  after  that  ? — In  certain  cases. 
One  of  these  two  Departments  would  be  the  quarter  to 
inquire  in. 

I  thought  the  position  of  the  Home  Secretary  was  Parlia- 
mentary and  not  administrative  ? — I  am  not  so  sure  of 
that. 

Does  not  the  fact  that  you  come  here  before  us  in  thi» 
very  important  and  responsible  legal  capacity  point  to  an 
extraordinary  condition  of  the  law  ?  Can  you  tell  us 
who  is  the  responsible  person  or  department  to  whom  appli- 
cation should  be  made  ? 

Witness  :  Do  you  mean  in  regard  to  advertisements  ?  If 
I  had  any  idea  you  were  going  to  ask  this  question  I  would 
have  ascertained. 

The  Chairman  :  I  should  like  you  to  ascertain. 

Is  there  anything  in  the  law  which  would  prevent  any 
person  making  any  medicine  containing  any  mixture 
except  poisons,  advertising  it  as  a  cure  for  any  disease, 
and  selling  it  broadcast  to  the  public  on  payment  of  the 
stamp  duty  ? — Excluding  poison,  no. 

The  Chairman  :  I  am  very  anxious  to  have  an  unquali- 
fied reply. 

Witness  :  I  know  of  nothing. 

Mr.  Lawson  :  Is  it  not  the  case  the  police  could  take 
action  if  they  choose  where  there  is  manifest  fraud  ? — ■ 
I  take  it  where  there  is  absolute  fraud  they  would  have 
the  power.  Possibly  you  could  get  a  conviction  on  a 
false  trade  description. 

The  Chairman  :  That  is  very  important.  Are  the  police 
entitled  under  the  law  to  take  action  on  the  ground  that 
certain  mixture  advertised  as  a  cure  for  a  certain  disease 
is  a  fraud  ? — No. 

I  thought  you  said  they  were  ? — For  practical  purposes 
I  do  not  think  they  have  power. 

Mr.  Lawson  :  I  put  it  to  you  again,  that  the  police  have 
powers,  although  motives  of  public  policy  may  induce 
them  not  to  exercise  them? — Witness  was  understood  to 
say  that  if  it  were  a  matter  of  getting  money  by  false 
pretences,  action  might  be  taken. 

Mr.  Lawson  :  Is  it  not  the  case  that  prosecution  has 
not  been  undertaken,  not  from  difficulty  in  the  law,  but 
from  a  desire  not  to  institute  prosecutions  in  the  nature 
of  an  advertisement  ? — Witness's  reply  was  inaudible. 

The  Chairman  :  Do  I  understand  you  reply  in  the 
affirmative? — Not  absolutely.  If  you  could  absolutely 
undertake  to  prove  fraud,  there  might  be  a  case. 

Has  there  ever  been  a  case  in  which  the  police  have 
brought  action  ? — I  do  not  think  so. 

Mr.  Lawson  :  Were  there  not  proceedings  twTo  or  three 
years  ago  in  the  electric-belt  prosecution? 

The  Chairman  •  That  failed,  I  think. — Witness  :  I  am 
not  quite  certain. 

Mr.  Lawson  :  I  think  it  succeeded. 

The  Committee  adjourned  until  2.45  for  luncheon,  and 
when  Sir  Henry  Norman,  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  Mr.  Lawson, 
Mr.  Newton,  and  Mr.  Ingleby  came,  in  to  form  a  quorum, 
Mr.  Ledley,  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Privy  Council,  was  called 
and  gave  evidence  as  to  the  relation  of  his  Department 
with  medical  men,  dentists,  chemists,  veterinary  sur- 
geons, and  midwives,  over  which  the  Council  has  super- 
vising powers  through  Acts  of  Parliament,  which  he  men- 
tioned, and  produced  the  Blue-book  on  unqualified 
medical  practice  as  an  instance  of  what  the  Council  may 
do.  He  explained  how  this  wras  compiled  at  the  request 
of  the  General  Medical  Council,  the  Local  Government 
Board,  and  other  Departments,  getting  medical  officers 
to  furnish  the  opinions.    None  of  these  Departments  was 
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responsible  for  the  statements  in  the  report.  The  wit- 
ness then  explained  the  law  as  to  the  sale  of  poisons,  and 
told  the  Chairman  that  the  Council  has  nothing  to  do 
with  the  sale  of  and  advertising  of  patent  medicines,  and 
he  did  not  know  who  has ;  nor  is  it  its  business,  he  said 
in  reply  to  Mr.  Lynch,  to  look  after  the  sale  of  perni- 
cious drugs.  He  could  not  tell  Mr.  Lynch  what  Govern- 
ment Department  should  be  applied  to  in  regard  to  that 
matter.  In  reply  to  Mr.  Ingleby,  witness  said  that  the 
Blue-book  on  unqualified  practice  is  in  no  sense  impar- 
tial. The  witness  was  then  subjected  to  a  long  examina- 
tion by  Mr.  Lawson  in  regard  to  the  functions  of  the 
Privy  Council  and  what  it  is,  Mr.  Lawson's  object  being 
to  get  the  names  of  the  individuals  who  actually  deal 
with  such  matters  as  poisons,  but  the  witness  was  non- 
committal. Mr.  Lawson  also  desired  to  know  how  dele- 
terious drugs  which  are  not  poisons  can  be  controlled, 
and  this  was  more  fully  gone  into  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones, 
vhose  first  questions  dealt  with  the  Blue-book,  and 
elicited  the  fact  that  it  expresses  the  opinions  of  doctors 
got  in  a  roundabout  way  by  these  Government 
Departments  for  the  doctors'  representative  body,  the 
Medical  Council.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  also  elicited  that  dele- 
terious substances,  such  as  ergot  of  rye,  are  on 
the  Poisons  Schedule,  and  that  the  latter  can  be  kept  up 
to  date  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  with  the  approval 
of  the  Privy  Council ;  but  witness  would  not  commit 
himself  as  to  the  desirability  of  scheduling  everything 
that  the  Society  desires. 

Sir  Henry  Dalziel  next  tried  to  find  out  what  the  Privy 
Council  is,  and  so  did  the  Chairman,  but  they  got  no 
further. 

The  Committee  then  adjourned  until  Thursday, 
May  16,  at  11.30,  when  Mr.  Aitken,  of  the  Home  Ofiice, 
wi.ll  be  examined. 


Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

London  Section. 

Mr.  E.  Grant  Hooper,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  presided  at  a 
meeting  of  the  London  Section,  held  at  Burlington  House, 
London,  W.,  on  Monday  evening.  May  6.  The  papers 
were  not  at  all  pharmaceutical.  The  first  was  by  Dr.  R. 
Lessing  on  "A  New  Apparatus  for  the  Coking-tests  of 
Coal,"  this  being  followed  by  one  on  "  A  New  Method 
for  the  Determination  of  Ferrocyanides,"  by  Mr.  H.  E. 
Williams.    This  is  as  follows  : 

Take  0.5  gram  of  the  ferrocyanide  in  100  c.c.  of  water  and 
transfer  to  250-300  c.c.  distillmg-flask,  add  0.05-0.1  gram  of 
cuprous  chloride  dissolved  in  a  few  drops  of  hydrochloric 
acid,  and  finally  add  25-30  c.c.  4N  sulphuric  acid,  and 
distil  through  a  conilmser  into  caustic  alkali  solution:  the 
cyanide  solution  so  nhtained  is  titrated  with  silver  nitrate 
in  the  usual  manner.  By  this  moans  the  whole  of  the 
ferrocyanide  is  decomposed  and  the  hydrocyanic  acid  ob- 
tained as  an  alkaline  cyanide.  Any  ferrocyanide  may  be 
estimated  by  this  method,  whether  soluble  or  insoluble, 
without  any  preliminary  operation.  If.  however,  the 
insoluble  ferrocyanide  is  taken  in  the  dry  state,  it  must  first 
be  ground  to  a  fine  powder  before  adding  to  the  distilling- 
flask. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Coste,  F.I.C.,  described  a  drying  oven; 
and  Messrs.  E.  W.  Lewis  and  H.  Waumsley  communicated 
a  paper  on  "  India-rubber  as  a  Protective  Colloid,"  which 
dealt  also  with  the  formation  of  colloidal  metallic  sulphides 
in  rubber  solutions. 


Nottingham  Section. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  at  University 
College,  Nottingham,  on  April  26,  Mr.  S.  R.  Trotman  pre- 
siding. Among  the  members  present  were  Messrs.  Archbutt, 
Dunford,  Harvey,  Law,  Merriman,  Dr.  Sand  (Secretary), 
also  Messrs.  Timmans,  Wilkie,  Wood,  Wright,  and  Mr. 
Ernest  Reuss,  of  Manchester.  Dr.  F.  D.  Toyne.  M.A..  read 
a  paper  on  The  Treatment  of  Water  for  Textile  Finishing 
by  means  of  Electrolytic  Sodium  Hypoehloritc.  The  author 
said  that  at  the  works  in  Lancashire  with  which  he  was  con- 
nected considerable  trouble  had  been  caused,  especially  with 
white  flannel  goods,  by  the  alga  Vlothrix.  green  'stains 
being ,  produced.  The  logical  treatment  appeared  to  be  to 
deal  with  their  water-supply  in  situ.

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OBSERVATIONS  &  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser  II, 


The  Annual  Report 

of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  opens  out 
with  an  ingenuous  apology  for  the  expenditure  of  the  year 
exceeding  the  income  by  a  thousand  pounds,  a  somewhat 
ominous  fact,  considering  that  the  Society  has  a  larger 
membership  to-day  than  it  has  ever  yet  had.  If  the 
increased  membership  "  necessitates  the  conception,  initia- 
tion, and  conduct  of  various  protecting  movements  " 
which  make  heavy  demands  upon  the  financial  resources, 
it  should  also  bo  borne  in  mind  that  a  record  membership 
ought  to  imply  a  record  income.  Unfortunately  this  is 
not  the  case,  for  the  best  paying  branch  of  the  Society's 
work,  the  examinations,  is  by  no  means  in  a  healthy  con- 
dition. A  drop  of  135  candidates  in  one  year  means  a  loss 
of  not  far  short  of  1,000?.,  and  I  think  that  the  apology, 
couched  in  such  grandiloquent  terms,  is  a  Ted  herring 
trailed  across  the  scent. 

For  the  Seven  Seats 

on  the  Council  there  are  twelve  can- 
didates, five  of  whom  are  new  men,  and  all  but  one  men 
from  the  country.  As  all  the  retiring  members  but  one 
are  countrymen,  the  result  of  the  election  cannot  greatly 
alter  the  proportion  between  country  and  town  repre- 
sentatives, and  the  election  will  probably  be  determined 
entirely  by  personal  considerations.  The  only  question 
of  policy  (if  it  may  be  called  such)  that  appears  to  excite 
any  acuto  difference  of  feeling  is  not  of  immediate  urgency 
— I  allude  to  the  appointment  of  the  next  Secretary — and 
the  fact  that  three  of  the  new  candidates  lay  stress  upon 
it  may  bo  taken  as  evidence  that  as  regards  general  policy 
there  is  at  present  a  somewhat  unusual  unanimity  among 
pharmacists.  This  is  probably  attributable  to  recent  and 
prospective  legislation  affecting  the  trade,  and  the  opposi- 
tion of  the  doctors  to  our  just  claims  with  regard  to  it. 
"  Close  your  ranks  "  is  the  order,  and  we  are  consolidating 
ourselves  into  something  like  unity;  almost  for  the  first 
time  in  our  history  we  seem  to  be  moved  by  a  common 
purpose.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  and  is  the  most  hopeful 
sign  of  the  times  for  us.  It  remains  to  direct  this  common 
sentiment  towards  definite  ends:  not  to  waste  it  in  vague 
aspirations,  but  to  seize  immediate  advantages.  "The 
nation  that  shortens  its  weapons  lengthens  its  borders." 

The  Wood  Green  Case 

of  last  week,  if  all  the  essential 
facts  were  reported,  seems  to  have  been  a  paltry  one,  and 
the  pharmacist  at  whose  instance  action  was  taken  must 
be  a  curious  specimen  of  his  class.  What  is  meant  by 
supervision?  Does  the  law  first  grant  us  relief  by  allow- 
ing us  to  employ  unqualified  assistants,  and  then  demand 
from  us  a  supervision  so  close  as  to  cause  us  more  trouble 
than  that  of  doing  the  work  ourselves  ?  The  intention  of 
the  Act  was  to  ensure  the  safety  of  the  public,  but  it  is 
not  necessary  to  this  end  that  every  sale  of  paregoric 
should  bo  minutely  supervised  bv  the  principal ;  his  pre- 
sence behind  the  counter  when  the  sale  is  made  is  a  suffi- 
cient guarantee  of  due  care  and  compliance  with  the  Act's 
requirements  on  the  part  of  his  assistant,  and  he  is  there 
for  reference  on  any  doubtful  point  that  may  arise.  What 
more  is  needed  ?  There  are  no  doubt  cases  in  which  his 
active  intervention  is  called  for;  the  dispensing  of  dan- 
gerous poisons  is  one,  and  others  can  easily  be  imagined, 
bnt  it  is  absurd  to  interpret  the  law  so  strictly  as  to  make 
an  offenco  of  a  simple  act  attended  by  no  'real  danger, 
there  are  degrees  of  supervision,  and  "the  general  over- 
sight which  every  pharmacist  naturally  maintains  of  the 
junior  working  with  him  ought  to  be  held  sufficient  for  a 
case  like  this.

of  his  carrying  off  several  prizes  in  the  School  of  Phai- 
macy,  and  it  is  fitting  that  ho  should  celebrate  the  occa- 
sion by  returning  to  his  alma  mater  and  giving  us  some 
account  of  his  work  in  the  early  years,  work  that  helped 
to  lay  the  foundation  of  a  branch  of  applied  science  that 
to-day  is  of  great  and  ever-increasing  importance.  That 
account  reads  like  a  chapter  of  romance,  instead  of  a  plain, 
unembellished  record  of  work  undertaken  as  a  kind  of 
off-shoot  from  another  research  of  a  more  strictly  phar- 
maceutic al  character.  That  off-shoot  has  become  a  noble 
tree,  and  it  is  well  for  us  to  have  it  recalled  to  our  memory 
that  the  man  who  planted  one  of  the  seeds  was  a  young 
pharmacist  who  received  his  technical  training  in  the 
historic  School  of  Pharmacy,  which  in  its  day  has  pro- 
duced many  distinguished  men. 

The  Fame  of  Aqua  Regia 

as  a  medicinal  agent,  apart  from 
its  property  as  a  solvent  of  the  royal  metals,  was  great 
in  the  'seventies  when  Sir  William  Tilden  undertook  the 
investigation  to  determine  whether  there  was  any  difference 
between  the  strong  nitro-muriatic  acid  of  the  Dublin 
Pharmacopoeia  and  the  diluted  acid  of  the  comparatively 
new  B.P.  In  those  days  the  strong  acid  was  prescribed 
almost  daily,  and  I  well  remember  that  my  apprentice 
master  insisted  on  its  being  made  fresh  for  every  prescrip- 
tion. Our  method  was  to  run  in  so  many  minims  of 
hydrochloric  acid  into  a  cylindrical  minim  measure,  then 
the  required  quantity  of  nitric  acid,  put  a  cork  in  the- 
measure,  give  a  gentle  shake,  and  set  aside  till  the  red 
colour  had  developed.  The  B.P.  did  away  with  all  this, 
by  diluting  the  acids  right  off.  A  large  amount  of  pre- 
judice had  to  be  overcome,  and  Sir  William  Tilden  under- 
took a  research  to  determine  which  was  the  better  method. 
The  result  was  the  vindication  of  the  simpler  process  of  the 
B.P.,  and  gradually  the  strong  acid  was  superseded  by  the 
diluted  preparation.  The  old  process,  however,  died  hard ; 
and  I  fancy  that  even  yet  in  some  isolated  districts  pre- 
scriptions are  to  be  met  with  calling  for  aqua  regia. 

The  Patent-medicines  Inquiry 

now  proceeding  will,  as  I 
said  the  other  week,  be  followed  with  mixed  feelings  by 
pharmacists.  There  is  a  real  danger  that  it  will  be  to 
a  large  extent  engineered  by  medical  men,  who  have  a 
vested  interest  in  the  suppression  of  what  they  term 
"  irregular  practice."  We  must  not  forget  the  Blue  Book 
of  1910,  in  which  the  chief  blame  for  whatever  evils  there 
are  in  the  traffic  in  these  medicines  was  laid  upon  us. 
Let  me  recall  a  few  of  the  statements  there  made  : 

"  It  is  through  chemists,  in  a  great  degree,  that  the  sale  of 
proprietary  medicines  has  become  so  widespread,  and  the 
habit  of  self-drugging  so  prevalent." 

"  It  is  said  that  chemists  recommend  proprietary  medi- 
cines very  extensively,  and  that  these  have  materially  aided 
them  in  acting  as  unqualified  practitioners." 

"  The  vendors  of  these  articles  are  as  much  unqualified 
practitioners  as  a  person  nor,  in  possession  of  a  recognised 
medical  qualification,  and  as  dangerous." 
We  have  here  an  ascending  scale  of  charges,  all  based 
upon  ex  parte  statements  made  by  members  of  a  pro- 
fession which  has  lately  shown  itself  as  much  swayed  by 
considerations  of  personal  profit  as  any  class  of  tradesmen 
could  possibly  be.  Living,  as  they  do,  directly  upon  the 
ailments  of  the  public,  it  is,  humanly  speaking,  impossible 
for  doctors  to  be  strictly  impartial.  In  the  majority  of 
their  reports  in  the  Blue  Book  referred  to  (to  which  the 
present  inquiry  is  in  part  due)  their  animus  is  obvious, 
unverified  statements  and  unsupported  inferences  being 
mingled  together  like  incompatibles  in  a  general  practi- 
tioner's prescription.  If  the  evidence  of  such  witnesses 
is  to  be  allowed  a  preponderating  influence  with  the- 
Committee  we  are  likely  to  be  in  bad  case.  Pharmacists 
themselves  would  be  much  more  reliable  witnesses ;  we 
know  more  than  doctors  of  the  extent  and  character  of 
the.  trade  in  patents,  and  w'e  have  as  strong  motives  as- 
they  for  discouraging  its  abuses.  I  say  nothing  whatever 
against  "  patents  "  as  such,  but  merely  that  we  can  regard 
the  trade  in  them  as  impartially  as  the  doctors.  We 
ought  to  have  at  least  equal  weight  with  them  as  witnesses 
before  the  Committee.  j

Editorial  Articles. 


Doctors  in  Revolt. 

There  is  no  lack  of  sensation  at  present  in  regard  to  the 
National  Insurance  Act.  The  latest  is  supplied  by  the 
British  Medical  Association,  which  has  circulated  to  its 
members  a  fresh  undertaking  which  may  be  regarded  as  a 
direct  reply  to  one  of  the  statements  made  by  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer  in  his  speech  at  the  London  Opera 
House  on  February  12.  On  that  occasion  Mr.  Lloyd 
George  said  that  "there  are  such  things  as  medical  insti- 
tutes and  dispensaries  .  .  .  and  if  you  want  to  encourage 
them,  get  up  a  doctors'  strike.  If  the  doctors  refuse 
to  work  the  Act,  the  working-classes  cannot  be  without 
medical  assistance,  so  medical  institutes  and  medical  dis- 
pensaries will  swarm  in  the  land."  Mr.  Lloyd  George 
pointed  out  also  that  the  safeguards  in  Section  15  were 
obtained  with  great  difficulty,  and  if  the  doctors  threw 
these  safeguards  over  "the  money  would  be  paid  to  the 
Friendly  Societies  and  the  old  relations  resumed."  The 
remarks  were  reported  in  full  in  the  C.  <k  D.,  February  17, 
index  folio  259,  and  we  commented  upon  their  signifies 
mce.  "  The  Times  "  published  last  Saturday  the  terms 
of  a  new  pledge  which  the  members  of  the  British 
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Medical  Association  and  other  medical  practitioners  are 
now  asked  to  sign  in  addition  to  the  previous  pledge  that 
tliey  have  given  that  they  will  not  work  the  Act  unless  the 
six  cardinal  principles  of  the  Association  are  conceded  in 
their  entirety  by  the  Commissioners.  We  may  recall  the 
fact  that  four  of  the  principles  are  already  embodied  in 
the  Act,  and  the  other  two  may  bo  granted  by  the  Com- 
missioners. These  up  to  the  present  were  the  bone  of 
■contention,  and  the  new  pledge  has  been  added.  It  is  in 
the  following  terms  : 

In  view  of  the  possibility  of  the  medical  benefit  under 
•the  National  Insurance  Act  being  suspended,  or  of  an 
attempt  being  made  to  administer  it  through  the  approved 
societies,  or  in  any  other  way  contrary  to  the  wishes  of 
the  profession,  I  make  the  following  declaration  : 

I,  tho  undersigned,  hereby  place  in  the  hands  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Provisional  Medical  Committee  of  the 
.area  in  which  I  practise  my  resignation  of  all  club,  friendly 
society,  dispensary,  and  other  forms  of  contributory  con- 
tract practice  appointments  which  I  hold,  in  so  far  as  they 
■extend  to  insured  persons,  and  I  authorise  him  to  send 
these  resignations  to  the  bodies  concerned,  if  and  when  he 
is  called  upon  by  the  State  Sickness  Insurance  Committee 
of  the  British  Medical  Association  to  do  so. 

I  undertake  not  to  accept  any  such  appointment  so  re- 
signed; and  that  I  will  only  accept  appointments  dealing 
with  insured  persons  with  the  consent  of  the  State  Sickness 
Insurance  Committee  given  through  the  Provisional  Medical 
Committee,  and  on  conditions  which  shall  allow  of  free 
choice  of  doctor  by  patient  and  of  patient  by  doctor. 

After  that  portion  of  the  National  Insurance  Act  referring 
to  medical  benefit  comes  into  operation,  and  until  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  administering  medical  benefit  under 
die  Insurance  Act  have  been  approved  by  the  profession  (1)  I 
will  not.  except  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity,  render  pro- 
fessional service  to  an  insured  person  through  any  volun- 
tary medical  charity  ;  and  (2)  I  will  not  co-operate  with 
any  member  of  the  profession  who  is  under  contract  to 
render  service  to  insured  persons  upon  terms  which  are 
not  approved  by  the  profession. 

In  the  same  issue  of  "  The  Times  "  Dr.  Edward  Alfred 
'Cox,  who  has  been  Medical  Secretary  of  the  British 
Medical  Association  in  succession  to  Mr.  Smith  Whitaker, 
is  reported  to  have  stated  that  the  pledge  will  simply  mean 
that  the  arrangements  between  doctors  and  the  various 
contributory  contract  practice  appointments  will  break 
down,  and  that  the  people  who  are  members  of  these 
Friendly  Societies  and  other  organisations  of  that  kind 
will  have  to  make  their  own  private  arrangements  for 
medical  attendance.  That  eventuality,  we  may  point  out, 
'has  always  been  anticipated,  and  is  provided  for  in 
'Section  15.  Dr.  Cox  also  wrote  to  "The  Times"  of 
May  3  with  reference  to  the  statement  by  Mr.  Lloyd 
George  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  May  1,  when  he 
■said  : 

"  Even  to-day  a  letter  has  been  received  from  the  British 
Medical  Association  asking  the  Insurance  Commissioners 
whether,  if  the  Council  passed  a  resolution  inviting  a  con- 
ference before  the  Advisory  Committee  met,  they  would  be 
prepared  to  meet  them." 

"Dr.  Cox  says  "no  such  letter  was  sent,"  and  he  gives 
•copies  of  the  subjoined  two  letters  :

Sir. — In  further  reference  to  your  letter  of  the  15th 
instant,  my  committee  instructs  me  to  say  that  it  entirely 
endorses  the  view  that  the  members  of  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee, whom  the  State  Sickness  Insurance  Committee 
•nominated  for  election  at  the  request  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioners, will  be  able  to  give  advice  and  assistance  in 
the  preparation  of  the  regulations. 

I  am  however,  to  point  out  that  the  full  committee, 
eiected  by  the  meeting  of  representatives  of  the  British 
Medical  Association,  is  the  only  body  with  authority  from 
tlie  Association  to  convey  to  the  Commissioners  and  to  press 
on  their  acceptance  the  terms  desired  bv  the  medical  pro- 
tession.  Though  these  have  been  submitted  bv  letter,  cir- 
cumstances may  make  it  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  seek 
a  atrect  conference  with  the  Commissioners  in  the  hope  that 
■such  arrangements  may  be  made  as  will  be  satisfactory  and 


fair  to  those  who  will  be  asked  to  undertake  medical  attend- 
ance and  treatment  under  the  Act.

Sir, — I  am  directed  by  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Joint  Committee  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
the  26th  ultimo,  and  to  say  that  they  have  noted  your  state- 
ment as  to  the  position  and  authority  of  the  full  committee 
elected  by  the  meeting  of  representatives  of  the  British 
Medical  Association. 

I  am  to  state  that  the  Commissioners  will  be  pleased  to 
arrange  a  conference  with  the_  committee,  should  circum- 
stances arise  which  make  it  desirable  for  such  a  conference 
to  be  hold.

Dr.  Cox  re'fers  also  to  errors  as  to  this  interview  with 
the  Association  which  the  Chancellor  "  doubtless  by  inad- 
vertence" fell  into,  and  "The  Times"  supplemented  the 
letter  with  an  editorial  article.  We  are  not  at  all  disposed 
to  belittle  the  medical  revolt.  Throughout  the  country 
medical  practitioners  are  perfecting  their  organisation,  and 
the  ablest  men  among  them  have  the  reins  in  their  hands. 
They  will  go  far  up  till  January  15,  1913,  unless  the  Com- 
missioners give  up  negotiations  with  them  before  then 
and  make  other  arrangements.  The  trouble  pharmaceu- 
tically  is  that  we  do  not  know  where  chemists  are  until 
we  know  whether  or  not  medical  men  are  to  work  under 
the  Act  when  its  benefits  begin  six  months  after  the  Act 
comes  into  operation.  It  is  hardly  possible  for  the  Com- 
missioners to  go  on  with  the  arrangements  for  the  supply 
of  medicines  until  they  have  settled  with  the  doctors. 
Should  the  latter  stand  out  and  insured  persons  get  money 
instead  of  medical  attendance  when  they  are  ill,  that  is  no 
reason  why  chemists  should  not  arrange  to  supply  these 
people  with  medicine  on  terms.  Some  indication  of  what 
is  to  happen  may  be  given  by  Mr.  Lloyd  George  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Advisory  Committee  on  May  10. 


Turpentine. 

xVlthough  the  conditions  of  the  turpentine  market  have 
been  rather  disappointing  to  producers  for  some  time  past, 
the  fact  has  to  be  recognised  that  the  statistical  position 
has  experienced  a  notable  improvement  of  late,  which 
should  tend  to  strengthen  the  underlying  conditions, 
unless  the  receipts  of  new-crop  spirit  in  the  United  States 
(which  has  made  a  good  start  according  to  more  recent 
advices)  should  increase  much  beyond  expectations.  A 
comparison  of  the  London  statistics  and  of  the  prices 
now  current  with  those  of  May  1911  reveals  a  rather 
peculiar  feature.  Whereas  the  spot  price  then  was  not  . 
much  less  than  double  what  it  is  now,  the  London  visible 
supply  on  May  4  was  already  smaller  at  19,529  barrels, 
against  24,187  barrels  in  1911  and  14,911  barrels  in  1910. 
This  tends  to  strengthen  the  belief  in  some  quarters  that, 
given  a  further  increase  in  trade  requirements,'  higher 
prices  may  rule  in  the  near  future.  The  total  London 
deliveries  from  January  1  to  May  4  were  heavy  at 
30.559  barrels,  compared  with  20,549  barrels  in  1911  and 
25,358  barrels  in  1910.  The  heavy  stock  which  existed 
in  recent  months  naturally  did  much  to  keep  prices  down, 
although  the  market  showed  much  resistance  near  34/. 
per  ton  for  spot  delivery,  while  forward  delivery  was  at 
no  time  freely  offered,  though  at  a  premium  over  spot- 
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delivery.  Rather  insignificant,  quantities  of  French  and 
Spanish  spirit  are  now  diverted  to  this  side  owing  to 
the  disappointing  prices  obtainable.  The  price  of  Russian 
spirit  was  reduced  a  little  quite  recently  in  order  to 
stimulate  the  demand,  as  it  was  relatively  high  compared 
with  American  spirit.  There  is  apparently  not  much 
inducement  to  use  a  greatly  inferior  article  or  substitutes 
quoted  at  a  rather  small  discount.  The  April  imports 
of  American  spirit  were  28,551  cwt.,  against  15,780  cwt.  last 
year,  this  making  the  total  for  the  four  months  of  this  year 
143,748  cwt.,  compared  with  83,974  cwt.  in  1911  and 
99,146  cwt.  in  1910.  The  American  crop  and  trading  year 
for  rosin,  turpentine,  pine-pitch,  and  tar  began  on  April  1, 
and  the  present  outlook  for  a  good  yield  is  very  promising, 
fudging  by  reports  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  "  New  York 
Commercial."  Owing  to  a  favourable  season  in  1911 
prices  have  been  put  on  a  normal  basis,  but  it  is  not 
the  basis  known  to  the  trade  in  past  years.  Formerly 
turpentine  was  more  valuable  than  rosin,  but  nowadays 
the  opposite  is  the  case.  Savannah  is  the  chief  primary 
market  for  naval  stores  (which  term  covers  pine- 
products  in  the  U.S.A.),  and  in  the  crop  year 
which  has  just  closed  the  total  value  of  the 
turpentine  receipts  at  that  point  is  estimated  to  have 
been  worth  1,540,000?.,  whereas  the  rosin  alone  received 
there  was  worth  1,740,000?.,  and  this  in  spite  of  the 
inflated  prices  at  which  turpentine  was  selling  a  year 
ago.  It  may  be  remembered  that  in  1910  prices  soared 
to  heights  unknown  since  the  American  Civil  War,  and 
this  recompensed  distillers  for  the  reduced  yield ;  the 
season  of  1911  opened  (April  1)  with  turpentine  at 
$1.12  (4s.  Id.)  per  gal.,  the  record  price  since  the  war, 
but  fell  to  50  cents  (2s.  Ogtf.)  later  in  the  season,  and  it 
opened  at  about  that  price  in  the  New  York  market  at 
the  beginning  of  the  1912  season.  A  year  ago  rosin 
touched  $8.65  (36s.)  per  barrel  for  common  strained, 
the  standard  grade,  and  it  is  now  quoted  at  about  $6.90 
(28s.  9d.),  with  water-white  at  $8.25  (34s.  Ad.)  per  barrel. 
The  receipts  of  both  turpentine  and  rosin  at  Savannah 
last  season  were  fully  20  per  cent,  more  than  in  1910. 
and,  including  the  minor  products,  more  than  a  million 
packages  of  naval  stores,  valued  at  fifteen  million  dollars, 
were  handled  at  Savannah.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  as  a  result  of  the  high  prices  of  1911  the  leaders 
of  the  industry  in  the  United  States  have  started  an 
education  campaign  to  teach  the  operators  in  the  pine- 
woods  how  to  produce  better  grades  of  turpentine  and 
rosin  and  at  the  same  time  preserve  the  trees.  Experts 
have  been  sent  to  France  in  order  to  learn  its  methods, 
that  country  having  effected  considerable  improvements 
whereby  the  tapping  process  has  not  vitally  affected  the 
life  of  the  tree.  Under  old  conditions  nobody  cared  or 
thought  much  about  preserving  the  trees.  The  turpentine 
distillers  leased  the  rights  to  tracts  of  pine  from  the 
lumber  companies  and  bled  the  trees  recklessly.  Now  the 
interests  involved  have  evidently  realised  the  necessity 
for  preserving  what  remains  of  these  great  pine-forests. 


Secret-medicine  Inquiry. 

VII. 

It  may  have  been  observed  that  the  line  of  the  inquiry 
which  the  Select  Committee  is  reported  to  have  decided 
upon  follows  closely  the  subjects  of  this  series  of  articles, 
in  which  the  legal  provisions  of  foreign  countries  and 
British  dependencies  have  been  outlined. 

We  reviewed  the  existing  regulations  as  to  the  sale  of 
secret  medicines  in  Germany  in  our  issue  of  April  6,  index 


folio  514,  and  we  now  allude  to  the  alterations  em- 
bodied in  a  Bill  drafted  by  the  German  Government  four 
years  ago,  but  which  was  withdrawn  after  discussion  in 
committee,  owing  to  the  opposition  by  doctors  to  provi- 
sions which  were  destined  to  introduce  compulsory  treat- 
ment by  physicians  as  a  means  of  restricting  quackery.  As 
far  as  the  sale  of  secret  remedies  was  concerned,  this  Bill 
conferred  far-reaching  powers  on  the  Federal  Council,, 
which  by  its  provisions  would  have  been  empowered  to 
prohibit  the  sale  or  importation  of  any  Temedy  for  man 
or  beast  should  its  use  appear  likely  to  prove  detrimental 
to  health,  or  if  its  sale  was  based  on  misstatements  or 
intent  to  swindle  the  public.  A  special  commission  was 
to  be  appointed  in  connection  with  the  Imperial  Board  of 
Health,  of  which  higher  officials  would  be  members  in 
addition  to  medical,  pharmaceutical,  and  veterinary  ex- 
perts. It  was  proposed  that  manufacturers  of  prohibited" 
preparations  would  be  given  an  opportunity  to  defend 
themselves  before  this  commission;  also  that  the  exact 
formula  would  have  to  be  stated  in  the  advertisements  of 
secret  remedies,  and  it  was  to  be  forbidden  to  make  any 
statements  liable  to  create  a  false  impression  regarding, 
the  action,  effect,  person  of  the  manufacturer  or  discoverer 
of  the  remedy,  or  relating  to  alleged  cures  effected  by  its- 
means.  Advertisements  of  remedies  for  impotence  or 
prevention  of  conception  were  to  be  absolutely  forbidden. 
Heavy  penalties  were  provided  for  transgressions.  Thus- 
the  sale  of  a  prohibited  article  was  to  entail  a  fine  not 
exceeding  11.  10s.,  or  a  corresponding  term  of  imprison- 
ment, while  the  stock  found  was  to  be  seized  and  de- 
stroyed. The  penalties  for  illegal  advertising  were  to  be- 
most  severe.  Thus  imprisonment  up  to  one  year  and  a 
fine  not  exceeding  150?.,  or  either  of  these,  was  to  be  the- 
penalty  for  making  misstatements  in  an  advertisement 
with  regard  to  the  alleged  effects  of  the  advertised  pre- 
paration ;  while  the  omission  of  the  formula  from  the- 
advertisement  was  to  be  followed  by  six  months'  im- 
prisonment and  a  fine  up  to  75?.,  or  either.  If  the  in- 
sertion of  the  prohibited  form  of  advertisement  was  due 
to  negligence  of  the  publisher  of  the  newspaper,  a  term  of 
imprisonment  up  to  three  months  and  a  fine  not  exceeding: 
30?.,  or  either,  was  to  be  the  punishment  incurred  by  the 
advertising  manager.  Advertisement  in  the  meaning  of 
this  Bill  also  included  the  distribution  of  testimonials, 
recommendations,  expert  opinions,  etc.  The  Bill  met  with 
strong  opposition  both  from  the  manufacturers  of  chemical 
and  pharmaceutical  preparations,  and  from  the  Press. 
The  former  feared  that  the  wide  powers  conferred  on  the- 
Federal  Council  would  have  a  detrimental  effect  on  the- 
development  of  the  chemical  and  pharmaceutical  industry, 
while  the  Press  viewed  with  grave  misgivings  the  severe- 
penalties  provided  for  even  the  bona-fide  insertion  of  an 
advertisement  in  which  the  powers  that  be  might  find  a 
transgression,  and  protested  that  it  was  practically  im- 
possible for  newspapers  to  undertake  the  duties  of  a  censor 
in  this  matter.  It  is,  however,  expected  that  the  same 
Bill  with  certain  alterations  will  again  be  introduced,  as 
some  reform  of  the  existing  law,  especially  in  the  way  of 
making  the  laws  of  different  States  more  uniform,  is  re- 
quired. 

The  "British  Medical  Journal"  referring  to  the- 
appointment  of  the  Select  Committee  and  its  meeting, 
last  week,  says  : 

li  The  British  Medical  Association  has  already  collected 
a  good  deal  of  information  bearing  upon  the  matters  which, 
the  Committee  will  have  to  consider,  and,  as  our  readers  are 
well  aware,  has  published  a  large  number  of  analyses  ot 
secret  proprietary  remedies,  some  of  which  have  already  been 
republished  in  the  volume  entitled  Secret  Remedies;  a  new 
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volume  under  the  titlo  '  Secret  Remedies  (Second  Series)  ' 
13  in  course  of  preparation.  The  Association  will,  however, 
lie  glad  to  receive  from  members  further  information  bearing 
upon  the  matter,  more  especially  recent  instances  of  the 
injurious  effects,  direct  and  indirect,  of  the  untrammelled 
■sale  of  secret  preparations  and  nostrums.  By  indirect  evils 
wo  mean  instances  in  which  the  hopes  raised  by  the  adver- 
tisements and  letters  of  proprietors  of  nostrums  have  led  to 
delay  in  seeking  the  proper  treatment,  entailing  serious  re- 
sults to  the  sufferer.  Members  who  havo  information  which 
they  think  may  be  of  service  are  asked  to  put  themselves  at 
onco  in  communication  with  the  Medical  Secretary,  British 
Medical  Association,  429  Strand." 

It  is  intimated  that  the  Association  has  been  invited 
to  give  evidence,  and  it  will  be  interesting  to  look  forward 
to  the  evidence  in  regard  to  the  analyses  upon  which 
"Secret  Remedies  "  is  based.  It  is  not  improbable  that 
the  analyst  may  be  called,  as  well  as  others  who  have  been 
•concerned  in  the  fabrication  of  the  condemnatory  state- 
ments respecting  proprietary  medicines  under  the  aegis 
of  the  British  Medical  Association.  It  may  then  be  ascer- 
tained how  much  of  the  attack  on  the  medicines  is  due  to 
the  medical  side,  and  how  much  to  the  analytical. 


Competitive  British  Imports  to  Australia. 

An  interesting  statement  has  been  issued  by  the 
Australian  Association  of  British  Manufacturers  of 
Melbourne  showing  the  proportion  of  British  trade  with 
Australia  in  competitive  goods  for  the  year  1910,  and 
also  the  proportion  of  British  goods  sent  to  each  in- 
dividual State  m  respect  to  the  total  trade  in  competitive 
goods  with  such  State.  The  statement  has  been  compiled 
by  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  in  Australia  (Mr.  G. 
Hamilton  Wickes),  and  shows  that  during  1910  the  gross 
imports  from  all  countries  amounted  in  value  to 
60,014,351/.,  from  which  is  deducted  12,868,837/.  for  non- 
competitive items  such  as  specie,  coffee,,  tea,  sugar, 
copra,  etc.,  leaving  a  balance  of  47,145,514/.  Of  this 
•amount  it  has  been  ascertained  by  Mr.  Wickes  that  the 
United  Kingdom's  share  of  c07npetilive  manufactured 
merchandise  was  29,905,531/.,  or  63.42  per  cent,,  results 
which  are  considered  very  satisfactory.  Details  are  given 
of  these  competitive  imports,  the  tabulated  statement 
showing  thirty  groups  of  products,  of  which  we  select 
the  following  :

f|1HE'  eighteenth  Chemists'  Exhibition  organised  by  the 
_L  "British  and  Colonial  Druggist"  is  being  held  this 
week  at  the  Holland  Park  Skating  Rink,  Shepherd's  Bush, 
London,  W.  The  skating  surface  is  covered  with  coconut 
matting  and  broad  gangways  are  provided  between  the 
stands.  A  band  plays  at  intervals  throughout  the  day,  and 
a  good  many  chemists  from  town  and  country  have  made 
the  exhibition  a  rendezvous  during  the  week.  Our  repre- 
sentatives who  visited  the  Rink  on  Monday  report  their 
impressions  as  follows  : 

The  Anglo-American  Optical  Co.  have  all  sorts  of 
sight-testing  apparatus  at  their  stand,  and  a  place  is  given 
to  Druiff's  "  Refraction,"  which  is  so  useful  for  those  taking 
up  optics. 

Armour  &  Co.,  Ltd. — The  coming  junket  season  is  the 
message  here,  where  chemists  have  an  opportunity  of  trying 
what  an  ideal  appetising  dish  is  formed  by  junket  and  fruit. 
Another  torrid  summer  is  evidently  anticipated,  judging 
from  the  central  stand,  which  is  piled  high  with  "Top 
Notch  "  fruit  syrups  and  crushed  fruits.  At  the  four 
corner  stands  are  displays  of  the  firm's  numerous  animal 
products  and  P.A.T.A.  preparations,  pepsin  being  pre- 
dominant among  digestive  ferments.  The  soaps  displayed 
include  a  new  complexion-soap  which  is  certified  to  contain 
lanoline  and  witch-hazel.  Vigoral  preparations  are 
strengthened  by  the  addition  of  Vigoral  cubes  for  making 
consomme. 

Claudius  Ash,  Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  a  special  display 
of  dental  syringes  for  local  anaesthetics,  and  there  are  con- 
venient measures  and  crushers  for  preparing  these  injec- 
tions. There  are  also  shown  Colemin's  gas  and  air  stop- 
cock, and  an  apparatus  for  administering  gas  by  the  nose 
by  which  a  five  minutes'  anaesthesia  can  be  obtained. 

The  Bayer  Co.  exhibit  a  large  number  of  new  remedies, 
the  latest  productions  being  pulv.  aristol  co.,  coryfin 
pastilles,  and  afridol  soap.  Pulv.  aristol  co.  contains 
aristol,  europhen,  and  cycloform,  and  is  used  as  a  surgical 
dusting-powder.  Afridol  soap  contains  4  per  cent,  of  the 
medicament.  Another  preparation  is  ung.  "  Jothion,"  a 
colourless  preparation  containing  iodine  in  a  readily 
adsorbable  form. 

John  Bell,  Hills  &  Lucas,  Ltd..  confine  their  exhibit 
to  a^few  splendid  profit-bearing  lines,  and  the  "John 
Bell  "  brand  of  superfine  galenicals.  Of  the  former  Zoegen 
(starch-free  milk  food)  and  Ceregen  (proteid  nerve-food) 
show  protected  profits  of  over  75  per  cent,  on  cost.  The 
Cresyl-"  Bell  "  vaporiser  selling  at  1.?.  3s?.  is  simple  and 
efficient,  and  also  yields  a  handsome  profit.  The  "  Alyl" 
hair-preparations  are  another  series  of  specialities  which 
it  pays  to  sell. 

R.  Blackie  gives  prime  place  to  spun  ointments  in  his 
comprehensive  display  of  packed  pharmaceuticals  and  toilet 
preparations.  Tooth-pastes  in  ribbon-nozzled  tubes, 
theatrical  cold-creams,  and  Shen  Yena  poudre  de  riz  are- 
other  big  lines,  while  various  tubed  goods  of  all  kinds  are 
largely  represented.  A  new  style  of  packing  is  in  wood- 
pulp  boxes  printed  directly. 

Botjlton  Macro,  Ltd.,  show  packed  goods,  the  special 
exhibition  products  being  golden  foaming  ammonia  and 
violet  oatmeal  cream.  Triple  emulsion  consisting  of  cod- 
liver  oil,  malt  extract,  hypophosphites,  and  svrup  of  figs 
is  an  elegant  pink  cream.  There  is  a  good  series  of 
salines,  some  of  the  cartons  being  particularly  pleasing. 
0.W-  ?•  Box  has  a  striking  display  of  his  well-known 
Giant  Pills  and  Golden  Fire  remedy  (the  immortal  pair), 
the  feature  of  the  stand  being  the  giant  size  of  some  of  the 
pill-boxes,  which  sell  up  to  five  guineas  per  box,  these 
being  suitable  where  distribution  is  required  on  a  large 
scale ;  other  sizes  are  priced  at  from  Is.  lid.  to  a  guinea 
per  box,  according  to  size.  Mr.  Box  has  also  some  verv 
effective  showcards  to  assist  the  sale  of  his  remedies 
which  are  on  the  P.A.T.A.  list. 

_  Brand  &  Co..  Ltd.,  have  their  customarv  exhibit  of 
invalid  specialities.  Tasting  samples  of  meat  juice  are 
being  dispensed  at  this  stand.  Chicken  jelly  is  a  new  line 
brought  out  to  meet  the  demand  for  a  cheaper  preparation 
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than  chicken  essence.  Brand's  essences,  beef-teas,  and 
meat  lozenges  comprise  the  greater  part  of  the  display, 
which  also  includes  Glaxo  milk  food. 

The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd. — The  five  sections 
at  this  exhibit,  besides  representing  the  many-sided  nature 
of  manufacturing  pharmacy,  illustrate  the  thoroughness 
which  is  characteristic  of  B.D.H.  preparations.  That 
purity  is  the  foundation-stone  of  this  business  is  typified 
by  the  columnar  supports  of  the  stand,  which  apparently 
consist  of  "  P. P. P."  chemicals  (sodium  phosphate 
and  sodium  sulphate  in  feathery  crystals,  zinc  sul- 
phate, and  potassium  citrate).  In  these,  elegance  of 
form  is  combined  with  exceptional  purity,  and  the  hun- 
dred chemicals  shown  are  as  sent  out  from  the  factory. 
Fine  specimens  of  scale  preparations  and  splendid  crystals 
of  ammonium  sulphocyanide  and  ammonium  nitrate  are 
prominent  in  this  section.  Fine  products,  such  as  aloin, 
podophyllin,  and  other  resinoids,  and  oleo-resins  are  also 
well  represented.  The  flavouring  essences  displayed  in- 
clude both  terpeneless  oils  and  synthetic  products.  The 
latter  afford  visitors  an  opportunity  of  becoming- 
acquainted  with  some  unusual  odours — ethyl  formate,  for 
instance,  smelling  like  chloroform.  There  is  also  a  fine 
range  of  cachous,  lozenges,  and  capsules.  Summer  salines 
and  granular  effervescent  preparations  bulk  largely  among 
packed  goods.  Cod-liver  oil  emulsion  is  to  be  seen  in  nine 
different  styles,  and  "Frozen  Foam"  in  four.  In  the 
new  packing  for  the  latter  a  glass  cap  replaces  the  cork 
lining  of  the  screw-on  lid.  The  perfume  section  includes 
"  Orne  Fleuri,"  "  Madia,"  and  "  Call  of  the  East,"  per- 
fumes shown  for  the  first  time,  and  also  a  line  of  pump 
sprays  at  24s.  9c?.  per  dozen  which  represent  splendid 
value. 

W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.,  Ltd. — Four  stands  are  occupied  by 
this  firm's  famous  standard  series,  the  entrancing  exhibit 
being  lightened  by  a  display  of  the  newest  perpetual- 
flowering  carnations  which  will  delight  the*  heart  of  a 
horticulturist.  The  balance-sheet  just  issued  shows  a  re- 
markably successful  year,  and  the  reason  for  this  is  re- 
flected in  the  display,  which  combines  originality  and 
enterprise  with  elegance  and  variety.  The  leading  lines 
in  Buisson  Freres'  perfumery  are  Carita,  Fleur  de  Reve, 
Reine  Marie,  and  Cupidor.  "Real  Gold"  is  a  new  per- 
fume put  up  in  a  real  gold-plated  bottle.  Several  new 
designs  are  included  among  the  many  beautiful  specimens 
of  filled  cut-glass  ware.  The  Potter  &  Moore  series  is  en- 
riched with  a  line  of  crushed-rose  sachets,  the  well-known 
lavender  preparations  being  also  well  represented. 

Camwal,  Ltd.,  in  their  reception-parlour,  which  is  pre- 
sided over  by  the  secretary  (Mr.  H.  T.  Butler),  explain 
their  direct-supply  scheme  to  consumers,  which  is  worked 
with  the  assistance  of  retail  chemists.  Since  its  initiation, 
the  scheme  has  made  substantial  progress,  and  with  very 
satisfactory  mutual  results.  The  few  chemists  who  are 
not  aware  of  the  "direct-supply"  system  should  obtain 
the  company's  circular,  which  effectively  shows  the  great 
advantages  to  be  obtained  by  co-operation.  All  descrip- 
tions of  aerated  waters  for  domestic  and  medicinal  use 
are  shown,  these  including  soda,  potash,  and  lithia  waters, 
brewed  ginger-beer  in  stone  bottles,  dry  ginger-ale,  fruit- 
syrups,  Fontalis,  etc.  The  accurate  medication  is,  of 
course,  a  leading  feature  of  Camwal  medicinal  waters. 

W.  B.  Cartwright,  Ltd.,  have  a  striking  display  cen- 
tring around  compressed  tablets  of  all  sizes.  The  larger 
tablets,  such  as  sulphur  tablets,  in  various  shapes,  colours, 
and  qualities,  are  most  prominent.  These  show  a  beautiful 
finish  far  superior  to  the  usual  lozenge.  Another  ad- 
vantage particularly  noticeable  in  chest  and  lung  tablets 
is  the  more  prolonged  activity  due  to  the  tablets'  slower 
solution  in  the  mouth.  Some  brilliant  examples  of  coloured 
sugar-coated  tablets  were  also  displayed.  Plants  Plantoids, 
for  which  the  firm  are  sole  agents  for  the  drug-trade,  is  a 
novelty  on  view  here.  The  ease  and  safety  with  which  these 
little  tablet  fertilisers  can  be  used  are  taking  the  horti- 
cultural world  by  storm.  The  line  is  one  specially  adapted 
to  chemists'  businesses.  Otwul  (capsicum  wool),  Russell's 
2d.  straw-hat  cleaner,  and  Nitrolac  (proteid  milk  food)  are 
other  new  specialities  displayed  here. 

Thomas  Christy  &  Co.  'have  piled  their  prominent 
corner  stand  with  a  fine  display  of  packed  goods,  which 


include  many  novelties.  A  big  new  line  is  a  wide  range 
of  toilet-creams  in  delf  pots  (1-oz.,  1-^-oz.,  and  2-oz.).  Cold- 
cream  packed  like  ordinary  cream  in  mono-service  vessels 
is  sure  to  suit  large  users  of  this  commodity.  Hair  pre- 
parations made  with  industrial  spirit  in  which  the  odour 
of  the  denaturant  is  perfectly  masked  are  sure  to  meet 
with  a  big  demand.  Four  of  these  are  available  at  present 
—dry  shampoo,  bay  rum,  eau-de-quinine,  and  Erasmus 
Wilson's  hair-wash.  The  "L.S."  spiral  shaving-stick, 
which  is  screwed  up  as  it  wears  down,  and  the  Weller 
safety  razor  are  other  interesting  novelties.  An  ingenious- 
machine  for  dry-closing  cachets  is  also  to  be  seen  here 
Cirengol  and  Strobin  are  seasonal  lines  much  in  evidence. 
Dry  shampoo-powder  in  2d.  boxes  and  packets  are  a  line 
in  great  demand  just  now.  There  are  also  big  ranges  of. 
bath-salts,  tubed  goods,  tooth-pastes,  concentrated  per- 
fumes, etc.  Special  offers  are  being  made  in  connection 
with  Nyal's  remedies  and  Eckman's  Alterative. 

Consol  Automatic  Aerators,  Ltd.,  have  two  stands- 
devoted  to  the  display  of  their  machinery  for  aerated- 
water  making,  syphon-filling,  and  soda-fountains.  Syphon- 
filling  by  the  new  "  Consol "  low-pressure  system  is-  J 
shown  for  the  first  time,  its  chief  advantages  being  the  great 
economy  in  the  use  of  carbonic-acid  gas,  only  one-third 
the  quantity  being  required,  while  "  snifting  "  is  reduced 
to  a  minimum,  the  gas  being  recoverable.  This  ensures 
that  the  soda-water  loses  none  of  its  sharpness,  the 
samples  manufactured  at  the  time  of  our  visit  fully  bear- 
ing this  out.  It  need  hardly  be  said  the  "Consol" 
syphon-filler  takes  up  very  little  space,  and  all  that  is 
required  is  to  connect  the  filler  to  a  water-supply  and  a 
cylinder  of  gas.    The  cost  of  filling  is  about  Zd.  per  dozen. 

Arthur  H.  Cox  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  occupy  a  large  square, 
the  centre  of  which  has  been  arranged  as  an  interviewing- 
room,  with  an  entrance  at  the  corner.    The  sides  present  i 
a  bewildering  variety  of  pills,  tablets,  and  packed  goods. 
The  whole  of  one  side  represents  a  shop-window,  dressed 
with  Cox's  goods,  the  utility  of  the  new  series  of  show- 
cards  being  strikingly  illustrated  heTe.      With  such  a  | 
large  variety  of  packed  goods  it  is  difficult  to  particularise,, 
but  the  up-to-date  character  is  shown  by  the  inclusion  of 
lecithin  dragees,  virogenettes,  and  lecithin  virogen.     AI-  j] 
though  packed  in  numerous  styles,  cascara-sagrada  tablets  J 
are_  shown  in  still  another   carton,  with  an  Egyptian 
design.      Preparing  for  the  winter,  new  packed  goods  I 
include  a  well-packed  lung-tonic,  selling  at  a  moderate 
figure.      Noticeable,  too,  are  the  various  "own-name" 
toilet-articles,  a  catching  design  in  dark  blue  and  gold 
being  the  prevailing  one.    The  pictorial  adornments  in- 
clude two  large  framed  views  of  the  works,  the  exterior 
and  a  manufacturing  plan  of  the  busiest  floor.    We  must 
not  forget  to   mention  the  guessing  competition  about 
which  information  was  given  in  last  week's  issue  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist.    A  tall  vase  of  pills  is  the  sub- 
ject of  the  guess,  and  not  far  off  is  shown  the  carrier- 
cycle  which  is  to  be  awarded  as  first  prize  for  the  nearest- 
guess  to  the  number  of  pills  contained  in  the  vase. 

Cress  well  Bros.'  Branch  of  the  International  Sponge 
Importers. — As  usual,  an  imposing  house  was  fashioned 
of  sponges,  Mediterranean  sponges  of  all  kinds  composing- 
the  greater  part  of  the  structure,  which  is  surmounted'  : 
by  a  huge  elephant's-ear  Turkey  sponge,  nearly  three  feet  j 
across.    There  is  also  a  fine  show  of  Cuban  and  Florida  ;' 
sponges,  as  well  as  carded  sponges.    Pressed  loofahs  are 
a  feature,  the  advantage  of  this  less  bulky  form  being 
obvious.    The  "Doll-Fin  "  loofah,  shaped  like  a  dolphin, 
i6  a  new  rival  to  the  popular  Water-babies.    The  exhibit  1 
is  in  charge  of  Messrs.  H.  Cresswell,  Buxton,  and  Shackle- 
ford. 

Daisy,  Ltd. — Advertising  novelties  in  the  shape  of 
smart  mechanical  models  for  business-making  window-dis- 
plays are  the  feature  at  this  stand.    They  include  a  model  u 
of  John  Bull  and  his  dog  "  on  the  move,"  and  a  Japanese 
conjurer  who  taps  the  window  with  his  stick,  both  of 
which  cannot  fail  to  attract  the  passer-by.    Daisyfoam  , 
(for  the  hair)  is  advertised  by  a  plaster  east  of  a  young- 1 
lady  with  a  wealth  of  hair.    The  company  are  making  an 
exhibition  offer  in  the  way  of  a  special  bonus,  but,  apart  . 
from   this,  "Daisy"  yields  100    per   cent,  profit,  and' 
the  exhibit  ably  demonstrates  that  the  sale  of  "Daisy" 
is  profitable. 
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John  Morgan  Davis  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  have  a  very  diverse 
and  attractive  exhibit  by  reason  of  the  number  of  readily 
saleable  and  profitable  lines  they  offer,  and  one  has  diffi- 
culty in  making  an  adequate  selection.  The  firm 
specialise  in  trusses,  of  which  the  "  Hernicura  "  is 
typical;  its  "points"  are  its  lightness,  the  fact  that  it 
can  be  made  larger  or  smaller  as  required,  its  accuracy  of 
fit,  and  low  price.  Loofahs  loom  large  at  this  stall,  and 
the  firm  are  able  to  give  an  exceptional  bargain  in  this 
line,  they  being  among  the  largest  importers  of  first 
quality — we  never  knew  them  so  cheap ;  tapes  attached 
to  both  ends  of  the  loofah  make  a  very  efficient  bath- 
strap,  costing  7s.  6d.  per  dozen,  and  retailing  at  W^d. 
Another  line  is  Dr.  Nelson's  medicated  loofite  socks  (the 
"M  D  "),  impregnated  with  boric  acid  and  pine  oil, 
which  are  equally  adapted  for  hot  and  tired  feet  in 
summer  or  chilblains  in  winter.  They  retail  at  4d.  per 
pair,  and  show  70  per  cent,  profit,  while  a  cheaper  quality 
sells  at  2d.  per  pair.  Flat-foot  arch-supports  are  another 
of  the  Dr.  Nelson's  series ;  their  simplicity  readily 
adapts  them  to  the  weak  part  of  the  foot,  and  the 
price  is  36s.  per  doz.,  selling  retail  at  5s.  6d.  Messrs. 
Davis  are  special  agents  for  W.  H.  Horn  &  Bro., 
of  Philadelphia,  who  make  over  500  patterns  in  trusses 
in  hard  rubber,  leather,  and  elastic,  of  which  stocks  are 
held  in  London. 

Edwards'  Dental  Manufacturing  Co.,  Ltd.,  are  the 
sole  exhibitors  of  dental  requisites  of  all  kinds,  of  which 
they  have  a  comprehensive  general  display.  The  branch 
practice  chair  at  61.  6s.  is  the  principal  item  in  dental 
furniture. 

Egglossa  Manufacturing  Co.,  hair-culture  specialists, 
whose  preparations  are  selling  well  on  their  merit — they 
also  bear  a  profit  of  33^  per  cent. — have  a.  neat  exhibit 
of  their  hair-tonic,  shampoo-powders,  brilliantine,  and 
cream.  The  hair-tonic  is  a  germicidal  scalp-stimulant, 
and  is  put  up  in  two  styles — one  for  dry  and  the  other 
for  greasy  hair ;  the  shampoo-powders  also  possess  ger- 
micidal properties — they  sell  at  2d.  each,  and  in  boxes  of 
7  for  Is.  "Egglossa"  cream  is  specially  prepared  for 
alopecia  in  its  various  forms,  and  is  also  a  hair-stimulant. 
These  goods  are  stocked  by  the  leading  wholesale  houses, 
but  the  company  also  require  chemists  as  agents  in  towns 
where  not  represented,  and  special  inducements  and  terms 
are  offered. 

Eucryl,  Ltd.,  of  Hull,  may  be  said  to  have  removed 
part  of  their  works  to  London,  their  display  at  the 
"Eucryl  Corner"  being  a  replica  of  "how  it  is  done" 
at  headquarters,  even  the  workgirls  having  been  sent  from 
the  Hull  factory.  The  special  plant  which  has  been 
erected  to  box  the  powder  covers  a  large  area,  and  consists 
of  a  Gardner  sifter  and  mixer  automatically  fed  and  dis- 
charged by  means  of  elevators,  and  a  Southall  &  Smith 
automatic  packing-machine ;  this  latter  ensures  that  every 
tin  contains  the  same  weight  of  powder,  and  a  uniform 
output  is  thus  guaranteed.  As  the  goods  are  packed  into 
cartons  and  outers  they  are  collected  and  conveyed  to  the 
London  distributing  agency.  Opposite  the  working  exhibit 
are  four  stands  devoted  to' the  preparations  (tooth-powder, 
paste,  and  toilet-soap).  Both  the  tooth-paste  and  toilet- 
soap  are  now  packed  in  new  and  uniform  styles ;  the 
soap  is  boxed  in  a  white  cover  with  neat  black-and-red 
lettering,  and  the  tooth-paste  is  now  put  up  in  6d.  as 
well  as  Is.  tubes,  which  are  nicely  decorated  and  provided 
with  ribbon  aperture  and  cartons.  These  preparations 
are  on  the  P.A.T.A.  list,  and  the  bonuses  now  apply  to  the 
tooth-paste.  Altogether,  the  exhibit  is  one  of  the  features 
of  the  exhibition. 

Excelsior  Printers'  Supply  Co.,  Ltd.,  exhibit  the 
three  sizes  of  their  printing  outfits  for  chemists'  use. 
1  he  portfolio  of  printing  which  has  been  done  by  these 
machines  shows  well  the  range  of  work  that  can  be 
attempted.  The  Excelsior  outfits  are  in  use  at  many  well- 
Known  wholesale  houses. 

The  Express  Developing  Co.  have  a  fine  wall-display 
Of  .  photo-enlargements,  semi-tints  and  enlargements 
t.mshed  in  water-colours  being  features  this  year,  several 
nne  examples  being  on  view.  The  last-named,  which  sell 
at  three  times  the  price  of  black  and  white  reproductions. 
*ear  a  correspondingly  increased  profit  to  the  chemist. 


Miniatures  in  anilines  or  water-colours  are  also  specialised!! 
in  here.  We  were  informed  that  the  increase  in  roll-film 
developing  and  printing  has  necessitated  an  extra  floor 
being  built  at  the  works  for  this  type  of  work  only. 

Fassett  &  Johnson. — At  this  stand  Seabury  &  Johnson's- 
products  predominate,  snowy-white  cotton-wool  against  a 
cerulean-blue  background  forming  the  main  colour-scheme. 
First-aid  cases  for  scouts,  cyclists,  and  the  home,  to  sell, 
at  Is.,  2s.,  and  5.S.,  are  well  to  the  fore.  The  5s.  home- 
case  is  in  book  form,  and  instruction  cards  for  hanging  in/ 
the  house  are  printed  with  the  chemist's  own  name  and- 
address,  thus  forming  a  standing  advertisement  for  him.

Pharmaceutical  Receptions. 

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  once  more 
■took  advantage  of  the  presence  of  many  provincial 
chemists  in  London,  owing  to  the  Exhibition,  to  hold  daily 
receptions  in  the  oflces  at  Bloomsbury  Square,  and  on 
Wednesday  evening  the  President  and  Mrs.  Allen  received 
about  250  ladies  and  gentlemen  in  the  King's  Hall  of  the 
Tlolborn  Restaurant.  The  function  was  thus  described  in 
*'  The  Times  "  of  Thursday  :

THE  first  conversazione  of  the  season  was  held  at  Burling, 
ton  House,  Piccadilly,  London,  W.,  on  May  8,  and  was 
a  brilliant  function  well  attended.  As  usual  at  these  meet- 
ings a  large  number  of  scientific  exhibits  were  on  show, 
embodying  the  most  recent  work  of  several  of  the  foremost 
British  scientists.    Sir  William  Crookes  has  recently  given 
his  attention  to  investigations  on  the  properties  of  pure 
fused  boron,   and  on  the  volatibility  of  metak  of  the 
platinum  group.    Pure  fused  boron  'is  prepared  by  Dr. 
Weintraub's  method  of  decomposing  a  volatile  boron  com- 
pound in  the  electric  arc  and  depositing  the  metal  on 
water-cooled  copper  electrodes.     It  can  be  fused  in  a 
mercury  arc  furnace,  is  very  hard,  and  easily  scratches 
quartz  and  corundum.    The  most  remarkable  property  of 
fused  boron  is  the  abnormal  value  of  its  temperature  co- 
efficient of  resistance.   An  experiment  was  shown  in  which 
a  small  piece  of  fused  boron  mounted  in  series  with  an 
electric  lamp  at  room  temperature  obstructed  nearly  all 
the  current,  but  on  warming  the  boron  the  resistance  was 
reduced  and  an  electric  lamp  lit  up.  Regarding  the  volati- 
bility of  platinum  and  iridium,  Sir  William  finds  that  on 
heating  these  metals  for  many  hours  at  a  very  high  tem- 
perature platinum  sublimes  (crystals  were  shown  under  the 
microscope),  and  an  iridium   crucible  showed  signs  of 
crumbling.  A  remarkable  series  of  antiquities  from  Meroe 
in  the  Soudan  was  shown  by  Mr.  R.  L.  Mond.  Excava- 
tions have  been  conducted  by  Professor  J.  Garstang,  and 
the  earliest  historical  objects  discovered  date  from  about 
700  B.C.    The  most  remarkable  result  is  the  evidence  ob- 
tained of  the  influx  of  Greek  ideas  and  of  Roman  in- 
fluences.   Some  of  the  objects  shown  were  contributed  by 
Mr.  H.  Wellcome.    Dr.  Alan  H.  Gardiner  showed  copies 
of  paintings  from  the  Theban  tombs  belonging  to  the 
period  1500-1400  B.C.   These  are  the  nucleus  of  a  projected 
archive  of  Egyptian  pictorial  art.    Carl  Zeiss,  Ltd.,  exhi- 
bited an  apparatus  for  demonstrating  liquid  crystals  with 
polarised  light,  the  formation  of  crystals  being  shown  with 
para-azoxy-phenetol  and  coliphonimn.  cholesteryl  acetate, 
and  para-azoxy-anisol  and  coliphonium.     Mr.  Rheinberg's 
micro-spectra  method    of    colour-photography    was  also 
being  shown.    The  Director  of  Kew  Gardens  showed  the 
South  African  species   of  mesembryanthemum,  button- 
like  plants  with  only  two  fleshy  leaves  to  those  in  which 
definite  stem  is  developed.    Mr.  W.  Fawcett  exhibited 
parasitic  plants — Loranthacea — from  Jamaica.    Mr.  H.  S. 
Ryland  had  an  instrument  for  measuring  the  distance 
between  the  centres  of  rotation  of  the  eyes.    The  Cam- 
bridge Scientific  Instrument  Co.  showed  a  string  galvano- 
meter, as  arranged  by  Professor  Einthoven,  for  the  record- 
ing of  heart-sounds.    Nosema  apis,  the  parasite  of  Isle  of 
Wight   bee-disease,   was  shown  by  Drs.  Fantham  and 
Porter.    Earlv  flint  implements  are  shown  by  Sir  Ray 
Lankester  and  Mr.  W.  Dale.

Hardwick,  Harper,  McMillan,  Meldrum, 
Tulloch,  Watt,  Wilson  (Ayr),  Chapman,  Grant,  Sherriffs 
(Troon),  Scott  (Maybole).  There  was  also  a  representative- ■ 
deputation  from  the  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland 
Chemists'  Association,  with  which  body  the  Ayrshire  Asso- 
ciation is  to  be  linked.  An  exposition  of  the  effect  of  the 
National  Insurance  Act  on  pharmacy  was  given  by  Mr.  J. 
Rutherford  Hill,  Assistant  Secretary  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  It  was  stated  that  as  regards  the  panels,  there- 
could  be  no  geographical  limit,  and  that  one  pharmacist 
might  be  on  the  panels  for  several  districts.  The  insured' 
person  was  to  have  the  option  of  going  wherever  he  found 
most  convenient.  A  draft  of  the  constitution  and  rules  for 
the  working  of  the  new  association  was  unanimously  ap- 
proved. Office  bearers  and  members  of  committee  were  ap- 
pointed for  the  ensuing  year  as  follows:  President.  Mr.  W. 
Beveridge;  Vice-President.  Mr.  J.  M.  McMillan;  Hon. 
Treasurer.  Mr.  D.  Watt :  Hon.  Secretary.  Mr.  M.  Meldrum, 
Members  of  Committee,  Messrs.  H.  Bell,  A.  Sherriffs  (Troon), 
and  J.  B.  Tulloch. 

East  Aberdeen  Pharmacists' Association.  — A  special 
meeting  was  held  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  May  1.  Mr. 
George  McGregor  (Ellon)  presided  in  the  absence  of  the- 
President.  Mr.  Christie.  There  were  also  present  Messrs. 
McGregor  (Ellon).  Milne  (Maud).  Alexander  (Strichen). 
Gall   and  Low   (Fraserburgh).    Souter  (Rosehearty),  and' 
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("Collie,  Christie,  Lee,  and  Tocher  (Peterhead).  After  some 
.formal  business,  Mr.  Tocher  gave  an  account  of  the  likely 
■  duties  and  powers  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Joint 
Committee  and  National  Committees  on  Insurance.  In  com- 
mittee the  members  discussed  tariff  charges,  various  schemes 
being  criticised  and  several  suggestions  made.  Mr.  Tocher 
was  delegated  to  speak  on  behalf  of  the  Association  with 
respect  to  the  tariff  and  to  submit  criticisms  of  the  schemes 
already  promulgated.  The  position  of  members  of  Asso- 
ciations under  the  Shops  Act,  1912,  was  also  considered, 
and  agreements  reached  with  respect  to  various  areas  in 
Aberdeenshire.  Messrs.  Christie,  Milne,  Low,  and  Tocher 
-were  elected  to  act  on  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Aberdeen 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  West  Aberdeenshire  Pharma- 
cists' Association,  and  East  Aberdeonshire  Pharmacists' 
Association  for  insurance  and  other  purposes. 

A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scot- 
•land  Chemists'  Association  was  held  on  Thursday,  May  2,  Mr. 
J.  H.  Hart  (President)  in  the  chair.  At  the  outset  Mr.  Hart 
announced  that  the  purposes  of  the  meeting  were  (1)  to  admit 
new  members,  (2)  to  consider  the  forming-  cf  a  Pharmacy 
Athletic  Club,  and  (3)  to  report  the  progress  made  by  the 
Chemists' Friendly  Society.  The  Secretary  read  out  a  list  of 
133  names,  including  18  employers  and  115  assistants.  These 
were  formally  admitted  members  of  the  Association.  There- 
after, the  Chairman,  referring  to  the  Shops  Act,  made  a 
brief  explanation  of  its  provisions  relating  to  chemists  and 
their  assistants.  In  the  matter  of  a  Pharmacy  Club,  Mr. 
Hart  pointed  out  the  desirability  of  such  a  club  as  a  means 
-of  fostering  friendly  relations  among  masters  and  assistants. 
It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  agreed  that  the  club  be  formed, 
ia  committee  of  fifteen  being  appointed  to  carry  out  the 
necessary  arrangements.  Mr.  McCallum,  manager  of  the 
'Chemists'  Friendly  Society,  was  present,  and  briefly  ad- 
dressed the  meeting.  He  reported  that  he  had  received 
numerous  communications  from  all  parts  of  the  United  King- 
dom asking  for  information  and  particulars  relative  to  the 
■Society,  and  that  the  guarantee  fund  is  growing;  also  tha^ 
the  requests  he  had  received  were  such  as  to  lead  him  to 
conclude  that  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  obtaining 
'20,000  members  for  the  Society.  The  rules  and  constitution 
are  now  in  proof  form,  and  several  thousand  application- 
forms  and  covering  letters  will  be  posted  to  the  trade  during 
-this  week. 

Northampton  Chemists'  Association.— A  meeting  was 

held  in  the  Black  Boy  Hotel,  Northampton,  on  April  30, 
Mr.  W.  Gatehouse  (President)  in  the  chair.  Mr.  W.  McKin- 
nell  congratulated  the  President  on  his  marriage,  and  other 
members  joined  in  the  felicitations,  the  President's  health 
being  toasted.  Mr.  Gatehouse  acknowledged.  He  also 
welcomed  Mr.  Clowes,  a  new  member,  who  has  taken  over 
the  busi  ness  of  the  late  IMr.  Mayger  in  Regent  Square, 
Northampton.  He  then  announced  with  much  regret  the 
resignation  of  the  Secretary,  Mr.  F.  Cowdery,  who  is  re- 
linquishing his  business  and  going-  to  Canada.  Mr.  Cow- 
dery expressed  his  sorrow  at  giving  up  so  friendly  rela- 
tions. Mr.  W.  McKinnell  and  other  members  expressed 
similar  feelings  of  regret.  A  discussion  on  the  Shops  Act 
ensued.  Mr.  North  said  that  he  was  in  favour  of  falling 
into  line  with  other  tradesmen  and  closing  promptly 
for  the  half-day.  Mr.  Gatehouse  pointed  out  that 
that  would  be  difficult  to  do,  as  people  often  either  had  to 
have  their  medicine  at  once  or  go  in  pain.  Mr.  Armitt 
said  that  no  two  businesses  could  be  considered  from  the 
same  standpoint — dispensing  chemists  required  to  be  always 
■open.  Mr.  Clowes  spoke  of  the  position  of  chemists  under 
the  Act  and  the  Insurance  Act.  This  was  discussed  fully, 
and  it  was  feared  if  chemists  were  not  nrerjared  to  dis- 
pense medicines  at  any  time  thev  would  "drive  customers 
to  Friendly  Societies'  dispensaries.  Some  surprise  was 
expressed  at  news  of  a  meeting  of  the  county  chemists 
having  been  held  to  discuss  the  effects  of  the  Insurance  Act. 
The  town  Association  had  no  notification  of  the  meeting, 
nor  any  invitation  to  meet  their  county  confreres.  As  a 
■consequence  the  members  felt  distinctly  hurt,  especially  as 
the  Association  has  already  made  provisional  arrangements 
for  watching  local  chemists'  interests. 

National    Federation    of   Ophthalmic  Ontlcians  

Mr.  J.  C.  Kidd,  of  Manchester.  President  of  the  Federation, 
•occupied  the  chair  at  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Council 
held  at  the  Crown  Hotel,  Newca?t]e-u»on-Tync,  en  Wed- 
nesday. May  1.  and  was  supported  by  Mr.  Th'os.  Aikenhefld 
(President  of  the  Scottish  Optical  Association).  Mr.  R.  E. 
Heppell  (Hon.  Secretary,  Northern  Counties  Otitic?  I 
Society),  Mr.  J.  C.  Peacock  (past-President  of  that  organi- 
sation), and  Mr.  Alf.  Hershherfi-,  of  Manchester  (Hon.  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer  to  the  Federation).  A  letter  was  read 
from  Mr.  B.  Falck.  of  Christchurch,  N.Z.,  stating  that  a. 
"New  Zealand  Optical  Association  had  been  formed,  and 
'inquiring  terms  for  affiliation  with  the  National  Federation 


of  Ophthalmic  Opticians.  The  Hon.  Secretary  was  in- 
structed  to  furnish  the  New  Zealand  Association  with  the 
information  asked  for.  Mr.  R.  E.  Heppell  (Gateshead) 
moved  that  the  Federation  "  institute  an  examination,  which 
shall  be  of  a  practical  kind  and  at  a  nominal  fee."  This 
was  discussed  at  considerable  length  by  Mr.  E.  Beaumont 
Mr.  L.  Moreton  Parry,  Mr.  J.  C.  Peacock,  Mr.  Thos.

formed,  with  Mr.  J.  M.  Skilbeck.  chemist-optician,  High 
Street.  Stockton-on-Tees,  as  Hon.  Secretary  pro  tern. 

Mansfield  Pharmacists'  Association.  —  The  annual 
meeting  was  held  at  the  Swan  Hotel  on  May  2,  Mr.  H. 
Highfield  in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present  Messrs. 
Jesson,  Twidale,  Adams,  Dax.  Buxton,  Pegg,  and  A.  H. 
Bell  (Hon.  Secretary).  The  Treasurer  (Mr.  Adams)  pre- 
sented the  financial  statement,  showing  a  balance  in  hand 
of  51.  14s.  6d.  Grants  were  made  of  one  guinea  each  to 
the  Benevolent  Fund  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Insurance.  The  following  officers  were  elected  for 
the  year:  President,  Mr.  H.  Highfield  (Huthwnite);  Vice- 
President,  Mr.  A.  R.  Jesson;  Treasurer,  Mr.  B.  Adams; 
Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  A.  H.  Bell.  The  retiring  officers  were 
thanked  for  their  services.  A  letter  from  the  Ilkeston  Asso- 
ciation referred  to  the  practice  of  establishing  proprietary 
rights  for  ordinary  articles  of  commerce  by  means  of 
trade  mark,  thus  diverting  sales  from  pharmacopceial  articles 
and  certainly  a  loss  of  profit  to  the  retailer.  Messrs.  Adams 
and  Jesson  were  appointed  to  attend  the  Insurance  meeting 
in  London  on  May  8.  A  discussion  took  place  on  the  Sate 
of  Diachylon,  when  asked  for  along  with  bitter  apple  and 
hiera  picra.  One  or  two  members  refuse  to  supply  it  at  all 
with  these  drugs,  some  leave  it  out,  while  others  indicate 
the  danger  of  using  it.  It  was  pointed  out  that  where  per 
sons  intend  using  diachylon  for  an  unlawful  purpose  they 
would  do  so  in  spite  of  the  precautions  taken  by  the 
chemist,  the  precautions  only  making  it  more  troublesome 
to  obtain.  There  are,  however,  people  who  are  ignorant 
of  the  harmfulness  of  diachylon,  and  when  it  is  pointed  out 
to  them  they  decide  not  to  take  it.  It  was  felt  that  nothing 
more  could  be  done  at  present  than  to  continue  labelling 
it  "  Poison:  not  to  be  taken,"  and  leave  the  sale  of  it  to 
the  discretion  of  the  pharmacist.  The  Shops  Act  as  affectine 
the  half-holiday  was  discussed,  and  the  question  was  left 
over  till  August,  seeing  that  all  the  members  closed  during 
the  summer  months  on  the  Wednesday  afternoon  and  even 
ing.    The  National  Insurance  Act  was  also  discussed. 

Leicester  Chemists'  Association.-  a  general  meeting 
of  the  above  Association  was  held  at  the  Foresters'  Insti 
tute  on  April  23,  Mr.  Hampton  (President)  taking  the  chair 
There  were  also  present  Messrs.  Clear,  Blockley,  Hearn 
shaw,  Hind,  Johnson,  Lewis,  Tomlin,  Tranent,  Ward 
Squires,  Wilby,  Young,  and  Marfitt  (Hon.  Secretary).  Mr 
A.  E.  Young  introduced  a  discussion  on  The  Apprentice 
Question.  He  said  that  many  of  the  undoubted  evils  from 
which  present-day  pharmacy  is  suffering  have  their  origin 
in  the  injudicious  selection  of  pupils  on  the  part  of  past- 
pharmacists.  The  unqualified  element  is  almost  entirely  the 
result  of  apprenticing  certain  youths  to  pharmacy  who  are 
incapable  of  ever  becoming  pharmacists.  Further,  no  Acts 
of  Parliament  can  ever  make  the  chemists'  profession 
truly  professional  while  the  raw  material  for  future 
chemists  and  druggists  is  chosen  from  classes  who  have 
no  appreciation  of  a  professional  status.  Raise  the 
class  from  which  pupils  are  drawn  and  the  status  of  the 
calling  will  be  raised.  He  did  not,  think  the  scarcity  of 
pupils  an  unmitigated  evil,  for  it  must  always  be  borne  in 
mind  that  the  apprentice  of  to-day  may  be  a  conv 
petitor  for  to-morrow.  It  must,  however,  be  remembered 
that  apprentices  are  necessary  in  moderation,  and  a  well 
trained  pupil  is  worth  much  more  to  his  tutor  than  the  best 
of  assistants  trained  elsewhere.  After  considering  the  ques- 
tion of  making  up  the  deficiencies  of  education  in  those 
boys  who  are  taken  as  apprentices.  Mr.  Young  said  that 
the  only  solution  of  the  apprenticeship  problem  is  to  pro 
duce  a  condition  of  labour  which  will  entice  into  our  rankf 
lads  of  suitable  education  and  who  have  already  obtained 
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;he    Preliminary    certificate.      It    will    be    necessary  to 
jet   scholastic    authorities   to   institute   classes    in  Latin, 
ind  to  supply  them  with  information  regarding  the  require- 
nents  of  the  profession.    He  suggested  that  a  circular  be 
lent  to  the  members  of  the  Association  asking  whether  they 
lave  or  will  have  a  vacancy  for  an  apprentice  on  the  follow- 
ng  terms:  (1)  The  period  of  apprenticeship  shall  be  four 
/ears,  unless  a  premium  bo  paid,  when  a  shorter  term  may 
>e  arranged  as  may  be  mutually  agreeable.    (2)  That  the 
smployer  shall  undertake  to  provide  facilities  for  the  student 
o  attend  tho   pharmacy  course   at  the   technical  school 
hroughout  tho  whole  session  for  at  least  three  out  of  tho 
our  years  of  apprenticeship,  and  shall  pay  the  student's 
ecs  for  such  courses.    (3)  That  pupils  shall  not  be  employed 
nore  than  forty-eight  hours  per  week  (exclusive  of  meal- 
imes  and  time  for  study  as  above),  nor  later  than  8  p.m.  in 
he  evening,  Saturday  excepted,  nor  on  Sundays.    One  half- 
lay  each  week  from  1.30  p.m.  shall  be  allowed  and  fourteen 
lays'  holiday  in  each  year,  exclusive  of  bank  holidays.  A 
liscussion  followed  in  which  Messrs.  Hearnshaw,  Squires, 
rlind,  Lewis,  Ward,  and  Wilby  took  part,  after  which  a 
resolution  embodying  Mr.  Young's  proposals  was  put  to  the 
neeting  and  carried  unanimously.  A  donation  of  five  guineas 
»as  voted  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  on 
Insurance.    Messrs.  Francis  and  White  were  mentioned  as 
he  most  desirable  candidates  for  the  Council  election.

'Office  thereunder  chemists  and  others  who  serve  customers 
with  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appli- 
\otice.  ances  at  any  time  during  closing  hours  after 
1  p.m.  on  early-closing  days  must  exhibit  inside 
and  outside  their  shops  a  notice  in  letters  2  in.  high  to 
the  effect  that  "  This  shop  is  closed  for  to-day  except  for 
the  sale  of  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances." 
We  have  had  type  specially  designed  for  this  notice,  so 
as  to  make  it  suitable  for  printing  on  a  card.  On  the 
back  of  this  card  are  printed  the  principal  provisions  of 
"the  statute  applying  directly  to  retail  pharmacies  and  other 
'retail  shops,  embracing  the  statutory  provisions  regarding 
hours  of  employment  and  meal-times ;  hours  of  employ- 
ment of  young  persons ;  closing  of  shops  on  weekly  half- 
holiday  ;  closing  orders ;  and  exemptions,  with  the 
scheduled  meal-times.  The  cards  can  bo  obtained  from 
the  Subscription  Department  of  The  Chemist  and  Drtjg- 
•gist,  42  Cannon  Street,  London,  E.C.,  at  3s.  6d.  per  dozen, 
or  8d.  for  two,  post  free.  We  suggest  that  the  cards 
should  be  put  in  glazed  frames,  one  being  exhibited  in  the 
interior  of  the  shop  and  one  on  the  exterior,  as  required 
'by  the  regulations. 

The  following  are  further  notes  on  local  arrangements  : 
Bath — Mr.  Luther  Wilson  (President  of  the  Bath  Phar- 
maceutical Association)  and  Mr.  John  G.  H.  Hawes  (Hon. 
Secretary)  have  communicated  a  letter  to  the  "  Bath 
"Herald  "  replying  to  a  letter  of  Mr.  D.  A.  Evans  regard- 
ing the  local  efforts  to  obtain  a  closing  order.  In  the  course 
of  this  they  say  that  they  feel  it  is  hardly  fair  of  Mr. 
"Evans  to  accuse  his  fellow-pharmacists  of  lack  of  interest 
in  public  affairs. 

Bexhill-on-Sea.  -The  local  chemists  have  applied  for  a 
closing  order  for  Wednesdays,  and  the  Town  Council  has 
been  recommended  to  grant  the  request.  The  Council  also 
proposes  to  make  an  order  suspending  closing  during  July, 
August,  and  September. 

Bridlington.- Mr.  J.  B.  Purvis  and  Mr.  J.  Wilcock, 
■chemists,  were  appointed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Trade  Pro- 
tection Association  to  canvass  local  chemists  in  support  of 
a  petition  for  suspending  the  working  of  the  Act  during 
June,  July,  August,  and  September. 

Cupar-Fife  chemists  and  druggists  have  decided  to 
'dose  at  one  o'clock  on  Thursdays. 

Darwen.- The  Town  Council  are  in  favour  of  the 
•chemists  and  druggists  closing  on  Tuesday  afternoons,  as 
noted  in  the  C.  &  D.,  April  27,  and  the  Home  Secretary 
'has  been  so  informed. 

Derby.  — The  chemists  will  close  on  Wednesdays  at  1  p.m. 

Uundalk.  The  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  the  drug- 
gists in  Dundalk  have  agreed  to  close  their  establishments  at 
'9  P.M.,  Saturdays  excepted,  after  June  1,  and  on  Thursdays 
from  1.30  to  6.30  p.m.  The  establishments  which  open  on 
Sundays  have  adopted  the  following  hours  for  attendance: 
11  a.m.  to  1.30  p.m.  and  6.30  to  9  p.m. 

Elgin  chemists  and  druggists  are  observing  Wednesdays 
for  the  weekly  half-holiday,  closing  at  1.30  p.m. 

Folkestone.  —  The  Town  Council  have  agreed  to  an  order 
'to  close  chemists'  shops  on  Wednesdays  at  1  p.m. 

Kelso  chemists  have  decided  to  close  on  Wednesdays 
at  1  p.m. 

Liverpool.  —After  a  stormy  discvission,  the  City 
'Councillors  decided  to  make  all  shops  close  for  a  half-day 
holiday,  and  the  huge  departmental  stores,  which  were  pre- 
paring to  work  on  the  relay  system,  have  been  compelled 
to  shut  on  one  half-day  per  week.  The  case  of  the  city 
chemists  in  the  Central  area  has  been  postponed  for  a 
month.  They  were  exempted  bv  the  Town  Clerk  before  the 
'Council's  decision,  but  now,  it  is  thought,  they  will  have  to 
fall  into  line  and  close  one  half-day  per  week. 

London.  —  Many  Borough  Councils  have  passed  resolu- 
tions declining  to  undertake  the  working  of  the  Shops  Act 
in  their  respective  districts,  owing  to  the  confusion  which 
results  from  boundaries  dovetailing.  They  consider  that 
the  London  County  Council  is  the  best  authority  under  the 
Act.  Others  have  consented  to  take  over  the  duties  if  the 
County  Council  bears  the  expense. 

Manchester. —The  Sanitary  Committee  of  the  Man- 
chester Corporation  on  May  6  reaffirmed  their  view  that 
the  Central  area  suggested  for  exemption  was  "  unreasonably 
small."  The  committee  also  interviewed  several  deputa- 
tions, including  one  of  chemists — namely,  Messrs.   F.  W. 


Bates,  W.  H.  Delve,  R.  G.  Edwards,  J.  C.  Kidd,  J.  H. 
Nidd,  and  J.  Cleworth.  The  latter  asked  for  a  compulsorv 
closing  order  for  chemists  for  one  half-day  per  week  (Wed- 
nesday) from  one  o'clock,  the  City  area  to  have  the  option 
of  closing  on  Saturday.  Signatures  of  95  per  cent,  of  the 
Manchester  chemists  were  produced  in  favour  of  a  closing 
order.  It  is  expected  that  a  closing  order  for  chemists  will 
be  made,  in  spite  of  the  opposition  in  the  Central  area, 
where  there  are  about  fifteen  chemists  who  do  not  want  it. 
The  deputation  carried  with  them  the  following  resolution 
from  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association :  "  That 
the  City  Council  be  petitioned  to  make  a  closing  order  for 
shops  engaged  in  the  sale  of  medicines  and  medical  and  sur- 
gical appliances  for  Wednesday  afternoons,  on  the  under- 
standing that  under  Section  4,  Clause  7,  they  are  permitted 
to  supply  medicines  in  case  of  illness." 

Margate.— The  Town  Council  have  agreed  to  the  applica- 
tion of  the  retail  drug-trade  [G.  <£•  D..  April  20)  to  close  on 
Thursdays  at  1  p.m.,  except  in  June,  July,  August,  and 
September. 

Worth  Shields.—  The  majority  of  the  chemists  in  this 
town  close  at  midday  on  the  Wednesday.  They  do  not  in- 
tend to  avail  themselves  of  exemption  under  the  Act,  but 
are  rather  in  favour  of  combining  with  other  tradesmen  for 
a  compulsory  closing  order.  The  majority  of  the  doctors  do 
their  own  dispensing,  but  any  urgent  prescription  or  medical 
appliance  will  be  supplied  at  the  house  door. 

Nottingham.— A  committee  of  the  City  Council  have  re- 
commended that  the  chemists'  request  to  close  at  1  p.m.  on 
Thursdays  should  be  acceded  to. 

Poplar  and  Stepney  Borough  Councils  have  decided 
that  the  Shops  Act  will  be  best  administered  by  the  London 
County  Council.  Consequently  the  chemists  of  both 
boroughs  have  petitioned  the  latter  body  for  a  compulsory 
closing  order  for  Thursdays  at  1  p.m.  Mr.  A.  R.  Keith, 
Chrisp  Street,  canvassed  Poplar,  and  Mr.  George  Hatfield, 
Limehouse,  took  charge  of  Stepney,  and  in  each  borough 
the  voting  for  the  early-closing  day  was  practically  unani- 
mous. Pending  the  receiving  of  the  closing  orders  all  the 
chemists  in  the  two  boroughs  commenced  closing  on  May  2 
at  1  p.m. 

Ramsgate  and  St.  Lawrence.- The  chemists'  petition 
to  the  Town  Council  for  a  closing  order  relates  to  Thursdays 
at  1  P.M.  during  eight  months  in  the  year.  The  period  of 
exemption  is  from  June  to  September  inclusive. 

Reigate.  —  The  Town  Council  have  agreed  to  the  petition 
of  Reigaie,  Redhill,  and  district  chemists  to  close  on  Wed- 
nesdays at  1  P.M. 

Southend  -  on  -  Sea  chemists  have  decided  to  close  on 
Wednesdays  at  1  p.m.,  except  in  July,  August,  and  Sep- 
tember. 

Stroud  (Glos.)  chemists  announce  that  they  will  close 
their  establishments  on  Thursdays  at  1.30  p.m.  :  Mr.  W.  R, 
Chambers ;  Mr.  S.  J.  Colev,  57'  High  Street,  and  24  King 
Street;  and  Smith  &  Co.,  54  High  Street. 

Tonbridge.  —  The  chemists,  with  one  exception,  have 
decided  to  close  on  Wednesdays  at  1  p.m. 

Weston-super-Mare  pharmacists  have  decided  to  close 
their  establishments  on  Thursdays  at  1  p.m. 

Weymouth.  —The  Town  Council  has  been  recommended 
to  make  an  order  exempting  chemists  from  the  provisions 
of  the  Shops  Act.

TRADE  REPORT. 

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  Or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  Droducts  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

MOST  dealers  report  a  falling-off  in  demand  so  far  as 
drugs  are  concerned,  but  the  heavy-chemical  market 
well  maintains  its  activity.  Exports  of  drugs  and  medi- 
cinal preparations  during  April  show  a  fair  increase  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  but  there  is  a  decrease  of 
156,000/.  in  the  chemical  group  as  a  whole,  lessened  ship- 
ments of  ammonia  sulphate  having  been  the  chief  cause.  A 
fair  number  of  price-changes  are  chronicled,  including  an 
advance  of  l^d.  in  quinine  on  the  part  of  makers ;  second- 
hands  also  further  advanced  towards  the  close  of  last  week, 
but  a  reaction  subsequently  took  place  as  the  result  of  profit- 
taking  and  "  bear  "  influence.  Ferri  et  quin.  cit.  is  \d. 
dearer.  Acetate  of  lime  is  dearer,  and  the  derived  pro- 
ducts more  or  less  follow.  Tartaric  acid  is  also  firmer. 
Foreign  collodion  and  sulphuric  ether  are  dearer  owing  to 
the  seemingly  endless  advance  in  German  potato-spirit. 
Ammonia  and  copper  sulphates  are  easier.  Drugs  show  few 
changes.  Florentine  orris  is  still  advancing;  new-crop 
menthol  for  autumn  shipment  has  been  selling  at  compara- 
tively low  prices,  but  spot  is  well  maintained.  Balsam  tolu 
is  still  tending  upwards.  Opium  is  inactive.  Norwegian 
cod-liver  oil  is  weak,  with  quotations  nominal.  Japanese 
refined  camphor  has  been  in  more  request.  English  is  very 
firm,  and  an  advance  is  still  talked  off.  Caraway-seed  is 
dearer.  English  belladonna  and  henbane  have  suffered 
from  drought.  Among  essential  oils  star  anise  oil  for  ship- 
ment has  been  sold  at  lower  rates,  also  cassia  on  spot. 
English  peppermint  oil  is  easier.  Caraway,  clove,  pimento, 
and  spearmint  oils  have  all  advanced.  A  weak  feeling 
characterises  lemon,  bergamot,  and  orange  oils,  lower  prices 
being  anticipated  for  the  two  former.  The  more  important 
movements  in  prices  during  the  week  have  been  as 
follows  :

Bergen,  May  8. — Stormy  weather  has  interfered  with  the 
cod-fishing  at  Finmarken,  and  the  resulting  catch  has  been 
small  and  uneven.  The  market  for  finest  non-congealing 
Norwegian  oil  is  steady  at  60.s.  per  barrel  c.i.f.  terms. 

New  York,  May  9. — Business  in  drugs  has  improved ; 
opium  is  about  25c.  lower  at  $6.25.    Domestic  quinine  has 
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advanced  to  19J,c.  per  oz.  Pareira  brava  has  declined  to 
25c.  Cartagena  ipecacuanha  is  firm  at  $1.95.  Peppermint 
oil  in  tins  is  steady  at  $2.85,  and  spearmint  oil  has  been 
advanced  to  $4.50.  Bromides  are  easier  in  second-hands 
Cascara  sagrada  is  unchanged. 

London  Alarkets. 

Acetate  Products. — The  price  of  80  per  cent,  grey 
acetate  of  lime,  which  has  been  nominal  on  this  side  for 
some  time  past  at  10Z.  per  ton,  has  been  suddenly  advanced 
by  the  American  makers  to  12/.  10s.  per  ton.  The  cause 
of  the  advance  is  attributed  to  the  prolonged  severe 
■weather  in  America,  which  interfered  considerably  with 
the  production  and  delivery  ;  on  that  side  the  demand 
has  been  good,  up  to  11/.  10s.  having  been  paid,  with  a 
difficulty  in  buying  for  early  delivery  from  first-hands 
The  price  is  now  higher  than  in  1907,  when  it  stood  at 
12/.,  acetone  being  then  90/.  per  ton  and  acetic  acid  (80 
per  cent.)

It  is  reported  that  carbonate  of  potash  has  been 
inquired  for,  the  closing  of  the  Dardanelles  having  given  a 
new  interest  to  this  product  in  view  of  the  probable  inter- 
ruption of  supplies  from  Russia.  Glycerin  shows  little 
change,  and  prices  are  s.g.

April  Trade  Returns. 

The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for  April  show  that  the- 
imports  amounted  to  60.414,742/.,  or  8,564,127/.  more  than 
in  1911 :  exports  of  British  goods  were  valued  at  32,887,127^'., 
or  2,805,329/.  less  than  last  year,  this  deficiency  being 
attributed  to  the  coalminers'  strike,  which  extended  over 
the  first  week  of  April,  and  the  effects  of  which  were  more 
severely  felt  than  in  March.  Imports  of  chemicals  were  up- 
by  65,049/.,  being  valued  at  1.015,203/.,  but  exports  were 
down  by  155,948/.,  being  valued  at  1,703,504/.  The  decline 
was  largely  due  to  chemical  manures  (chiefly  ammonia 
sulphate),  which  fell  off  by  110.000/.  Drugs  and  medicinal 
preparations  showed  no  disturbance  as  the  result  of  the 
strike,  the  values  being  15,186/.  more.  In  view  of  the  interest 
in  quinine,  we  bring  the  various  sets  of  figures  together:

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FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent ) 


Typhoid- fever  Vaccine. — At  the  meeting  of  the  Paris 
Academy  of  Sciences  on  Monday,  May  6,  Professor 
Metchnikoff  aroused  a  good  deal  of  interest  by  announc- 
ing that  a  new  vaccine  against  typhoid  fever  had  been 
prepared  at  the  Pasteur  Institute  here,  and  is  giving 
excellent  results.  The  Professor  gave  a  detailed  account 
of  the  method  of  preparation  of  the  vaccine,  which  he 
referred  to  as  composed  of  "  sensibilised  living  bacilli," 
resulting  from  the  researches  of  Dr.  Broughton  Alcock. 
The  new  serum  is  prepared  from  living  bacilli.  Some 
forty-four  persons  have  been  inoculated  with  success. 
The*  first  inoculation  introduces  about  500  million  of 
typhoid  bacilli  into  the  human  system;  the  second,  which 
is  effected  a  week  later,  introduces  twice  or  three  times 
as  many. 

Postage  of  Bacteriological  Samples. — By  a  recent  cir- 
cular, the  French  Home  Secretary  has  fixed  the  follow- 
ing conditions  for  sending  by  post  preparations  destined 
for  bacteriological  examinations  : 

(1)  The  samples  must  be  enclosed  in  strong  glass  bottles, 
carefully  corked  and  sealed. 

(2)  The  bottles  must  be  placed  in  strong  metal  boxes,  after 
being  previously  covered  with  cotton-wool. 

(3)  The  metal  box  must  in  turn  be  enclosed  in  a  wooden 
box. 

(4)  Each  package  must  bear  the  inscription  "  Samples 
for  a  bacteriological  examination"  on  the  same  side  as  the 
address. 

(5)  Packages  of  this  nature  will  only  be  accepted  in  post 
offices  when  addressed  to  a  laboratory  undertaking  bacterio- 
logical examinations. 

The  Legal  Side  of  Pharmacy. — Last  week  the  law 
courts  at  Besancon  were  the  scene  of  a  trial  which  had 
all  the  elements  of  a  cause  ctlibrc,  and  in  which  pharmacy 
figured  at  one  moment  somewhat  prominently.  Briefly 
stated,  the  facts  of  the  case  were  a6  follows  :  On  April  8, 
1911.  Dr.  Damotte,  a  practitioner  of  Baume-les-Dames, 
received  a  bottle  of  cordial,  which  was  accompanied  by 
a  letter  signed  "  Lambert,"  and  both  appeared  to  emanate 
from  a  manufacturer  desirous  of  pushing  the  sale  of  a 
new  preparation.  Dr.  Damotte  tasted  the  preparation, 
and  was  taken  ill.  He  afterwards  had  the  cordial 
analysed,  and  it  was  found  to  contain  more  than  a  suffi- 

ient  quantity  of  aconitine  to  cause  death.  It  happened 
that  another  physician  in  the  same  locality,  Dr.  Genevois, 
was  on  bad  terms  with  his  colleagues,  and,  as  a  result 

f  a  police  inquiry,  the  latter  was  arrested  on  the  charge 
ol  having  attempted  to  do  away  with  Dr.  Damotte  owing 
to  professional  jealousy.  Last  week  Dr.  Genevois  was 
tried  on  the  charge  of  attempted  murder.  The  case  turned 
practically  on  circumstantial  evidence,  and  the  crux  of 
the  question  was  a  purchase  of  aconitine  granules  by  Dr. 
Genevois  from  a  pharmacist  in  Paris  through  the  inter- 
mediary of  a  brother  there.  It  was  an  unfortunate  piece 
of  evidence  for  the  prisoner,  for  the  question  at  once 
arose,  Why  was  the  aconitine  purchased  in  Paris,  and  for 
whom  was  it  intended  ?  The  explanation  was  that  he  re- 
quired the  product  for  the  treatment  of  a  patient,  Mme. 
Saint  by  name,  and  that  no  mystery  was  made  of  the 
purchase,  a  prescription  written  by  Dr.  Genevois  on  a  head- 
mug  his  printed  name  and  address  being  supplied. 
While  M.  Sonlas.  the  Paris  pharmacist  who  had  supplied 
the  aconitine  to  the  former's  brother,  was  under  examina- 
tion, counsel  for  the  defence  asked  him  : 

Can  aconitine  granules  be  dissolved  in  water? — Yes,  was 
the  reply. 

And  their  solution  thus  obtained  might  be  particularly 
poisonous  ? — Yes. 

And  aconitine  granules  can  only  be  obtained  on  produc- 
tion of  the  usual  medical  prescriptions? — Undoubtedly. 
Counsel  drew  from  one  of  his  pockets  a  small  glass  bottle, 
and  with  dramatic  effect  said,  "  Here  are  aconitine 
granules  which  have  just  been  handed  to  me  by  two 
local  journalists.  They  have  been  able  to  obtain  the  poison 
in  a  pharmacy  in  this  town,  and  without  a  prescription, 
at  a  cost  of  60  centimes"  (6r/.).  The  incident  pro- 
duced the  greatest  excitement  in  court,    and  was  un- 


doubtedly one  of  immense  importance  in  favour  of  the 
prisoner,  for  the  prosecution  had  been  insisting  on  the 
difficulty  of  procuring  aconitine.  The  presiding  Judge 
caused  an  inquiry  to  be  made,  and  it  was  found  that  it 
was  not  the  actual  owner  of  the  pharmacy  who  supplied 
the  aconitine,  but  an  assistant  in  the  employer's  absence. 
The  assistant  was  summoned  to  appear  next  morning 
before  the  Judge,  who  spoke  of  the  particularly  grave 
character  of  the  contravention  of  the  law  on  poisons  in 
the  instance  in  question.  For  a  moment  the  assistant  was 
humbled  before  the  majesty  of  the  law;  but  the  instinct  of 
defence  arose,  and  he  explained  that  the  pharmacy  in 
which  he  was  engaged  was  not  the  only  one  in  the  town 
where  aconitine  could  be  obtained  without  a  prescription, 
and  he  in  turn  produced  a  small  bottle  of  aconitine  which 
a  friend  had  procured  from  another  pharmacy  in  the  town, 
and  "in  this  case,"  he  said,  "  no  lies  were  required  to 
obtain  it."  Finally  the  jury  acquitted  the  prisoner. — 
This  trial  has  led  the  Paris  Medical  Syndicate  to  pass 
a  resolution  calling  the  attention  of  the  proper  authorities 
to  the  subject,  and  it  has  appointed  a  committee  to  con- 
sider what  further  6teps  should  be  taken.

The  Union. 

Imperial  Trade  Commission. — Sir  David  Graaff,  the- 
Union  Minister  of  Posts  and  Telegraphs,  was  appointed 
to  represent  South  Africa  on  this  Commission.  Sir  David 
has  been  seriously  ill  for  6ome  time,  and  it  is  considered 
he  will  not  be  sufficiently  strong  to  undertake  the  arduous 
duties,  which  -will  involve  an  immense  amount  of  tra- 
velling. No  other  one  has  so  far  been  suggested  to  repre- 
sent South  Africa. 

The  Miners'  Phthisis  Bill,  introduced  during  April 
by  Mr.  Malan  into  the  Union  House  of  Parliament,  calls 
for  a  contribution  from  every  employer  of  a  sum  of  61. 
per  month  for  each  person  em^'oyed  as  an  underground 
miner  and  working  on  an  percussive  rock-drilling 
machine,  and  3£.  per  month  ir  Aspect  of  non-machinemen ; 
one-fourth  of  the  contribution  will  be  deducted  from  the 
employes'  wages.  The  annual  revenue  from  the  fund  is 
estimated  at  446,4002.,  and  the  ^ind  established  therefrom 
is  to  be  partly  in  the  nature  compensation  and  partly 
of  insurance  against  silicosis  -A  worker  incapacitated 
by  miners'  phtliisis  is  entitlf  -  to  an  award  of  81.  per 
month,  and  on  his  death  his  :  low  will  get  3/.  per  month 
compensation  for  ten  years,  an  additional  1/.  per 

month  for  each  child.    It  is  expected  that  the  miners  will 
resent  the  medical  inspectio    to  which  they  will  be  liable 
if  the  Bill  becomes  law.  J 
Cape  Province. 

Schoolboy  Howlers  are  constantly  being  perpetrated, 
some  possibly  intentional,  but  the  following,  which 
occurred  in  a  recent  Departmental  examination  in 
chemistry,  are  worthy  of  being  recorded  :  "Ammonia  is 
collected  over  Mercy,"  "  Ammonia  has  a  very  pungent 
smell  which  attacks  the  mucous  members,"  "  Limestone 
is  found  in  a  wild  state." 

Transvaal. 

Mr.  A.  S.  Smith,  an  honorary  member  of  the  Trans- 
vaal Pharmaceutical  Society,  was  on  a  visit  to  the  Rand 
during  Agricultural  Show  week.  Up  to  a  few  years  ago 
he  was  in  business  in  Johannesburg,  and  retired  to  take 
up  sheep-farming  in  Aliwal  North,  which  he  has  made  a 
great  success,  and  is  now  one  of  South  Africa's  largest 
breeders. 

Agricultural  Show.— The  New  Transvaal  Chemical 
Co.,  Ltd.,  whose  works  are  at  Delmore.  obtained  prizes 
for  their  exhibition  of  soaps  and  candles  at  the  recent 
show  in  Johannesburg.  Mr.  D.  S.  Fleming,  chemist, 
Johannesburg,  had  a  very  attractive  display  of  proprietary 
articles;  Jeyes'  Sanitary  Compounds  Co.,  Ltd.,  also  exhi- 
bited their  specialities. 
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The  South  African  Medical  Congress  is  meeting  this 
year  in  Johannesburg,  under  the  presidency  of  Sir  Kendal 
Franks,  C.B.,  M.D.  Among  other  matters  to  be  discussed 
is  the  public  health  of  South  Africa;  and  endeavours  are 
being  made  for  the  Union  Government  to  appoint  a  Minis- 
ter holding  a  portfolio  of  public  health  to  be  one  of  the 
responsible  Ministers  of  the  Crown. 

Dr.  F.  A.  Carlyon  died  at  the  Johannesburg  Hospital 
on  April  9.  He  was  forty-seven  years  old.  He  graduated 
at  Edinburgh  University  as  M.B.,  CM.,  in  1888,  and  took 
his  M.D.  with  honours  in  1901.  For  a  time  he  was 
a  resident  at  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Edinburgh,  and 
subsequently  consulting  surgeon  at  the  Cornwall  Hospital, 
Truro.  He  went  to  South  Africa  in  1903,  and  was  in 
general  practice  in  Johannesburg  till  his  death. 

A  Tennis  Tournament,  admirably  arranged  by  Mr. 
West  (Allen  &  Hanburys'  representative),  wa6  held  in 
connection  with  the  Transvaal  Chemists'  Athletic  Club 
recently.  Thirty  members  entered,  and  the  final  match 
was  played  at  the  Club's  Courts,  Bertrams,  on  April  7, 
between  Mr.  W.  Easterbrook  (President  Transvaal  Phar- 
maceutical Society)  and  Mr.  H.  H.  Burrows.  After  a. 
good  game,  Mr.  Easterbrook  won  the  first  prize,  presented 
by  Messrs.  Sive  Bros,  and  Karnovsky,  Johannesburg,  and 
the  second  prize,  presented  by  Messrs.  G.  B.  Kent  &  Sons, 
London,  goes  to  Mr.  Burrows.  During  the  afternoon  Mrs. 
Easterbrook  and  Miss  Marshall  entertained  the  members 
and  visitors  to  tea.

General. 

Australasian  Pharmaceutical  Conference.  —  The 
Secretary,  Mr.  R.  C.  Cowley,  has  written  to  each  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Societies  in  Australia  and  New  Zealand, 
reminding  them  that  the  next  meeting  will  be  held  in 
Melbourne  in  January  1913,  and  inviting  members  of  the 
Society  to  contribute  papers. 

Food  and  Drugs  Standards. — On  behalf  of  the  Austra- 
lasian Pharmaceutical  Conference,  Mr.  Cowley  has  noti- 
fied all  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of  the  appointment  of  the 
Royal  Commission  on  Food  and  Drugs  Standards,  and 
that  evidence  will  be  taken  in  the  various  States  on  the 
recommendations  made  by  the  Inter-State  Conference  on 
Uniform  Standards  for  Food  and  Drugs  in  June  1910, 
approved  by  the  Conference  of  Premiers  held  recently  in 
Melbourne.  The  Commission  will  begin  to  take  evidence 
in  New  South  Wales;  the  dates  for  the  other  States  will 
be  announced  later.  The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  South  Australia  on  March  21  appointed  Messrs. 
H.  Whitbread  and  J.  H.  Young  to  represent  the  Society. 

Proprietary  Medicines. — A  Royal  Commission  is  con- 
sidering the  question  of  food  and  drugs  standards,  the 
draft  of  which  was  issued  last  year  as  a.  result  of  an 
inter-State  Conference.  "  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of 
Australasia,"  referring  to  the  subject  of  proprietary 
medicines,  writes  as  follows  : 

Medical  men  may  sooff  as  much  as  they  like,  but  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  every  medicine  which  has  been  advertised, 
and  which  is  fairly  largely  used,  can  produce  a  sheaf  of 
letters  containing  obviously  genuine  testimonials  as  to  the 
help  that  has  been  gained  by  the  use  of  the  medicine.  The 
medical  profession  may  be  inclined  to  disregard  this 
evidence,  but  no  jury  would  treat  it  in  the  same  way.  The 
medical  expert  may  say  that  the  writers  of  such  testimonials 
must  be  altogether  mistaken  as  to  the  causes  which  have 
produced  the  benefit.  Yet  people  of  that  class  are  com- 
petent to  give  evidence  or  to  act  as  jurymen  in  cases  of 
murder,  and  will  be  believed  by  the  average  judge  and 
juryman  more  than  the  medical  "  expert."  These  are  facts 
which  cannot  be  blinked.  The  agitators  for  stringent  legis- 
lation against  proprietary  medicines  make  the  mistake  of 
indiscriminating  attack  on  all  alike,  while  they  use  weapons 
which  are  as  useless  as  toy  popguns.  To  the  obvious  retort 
that  proprietors  should  not  object  to  such  harmless  attacks 
the  reply  is  that  honest  members  of  the  community  are 


entitled  to  protection  against  "  insulting  behaviour,"  ever 
if  it  means  only  a  popgun. 

It  is  held  further  that  the  only  sensible  procedure  whicli 
has  hitherto  been  suggested  is  the  power  taken  to  prohibit 
the  sale  of  particular  medicines.  All  suggestions  as  tc 
labelling  and  the  declaration  of  the  presence  of  certair 
drugs  are  stated  to  be  futile. 

South  Australia. 

Olive  Oil.- — The  statistical  register  for  the  year  191C 
shows  that  26,340  gals,  was  expressed  in  that  year,  com- 
pared with  16,464  gals,  in  the  previous  year. 

Victoria. 

Sealing-wax  on  Corks. — The  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment referred  to  the  Pharmacy  Board  a  complaint  regard- 
ing the  use  of  sealing-wax  on  the  top  of  corks.  The 
practice  was  objected  to  on  the  ground  that  pieces  of  wax 
are  introduced  into  the  bottle  during  the  use  of  the 
medicament,  and  in  the  case  of  a  throat -spray  the  insoluble 
particles  are  very  undesirable.  The  Board  replied  that 
the  practice  is  not  universal,  but  that  they  have  no  power 
to  do  anything  in  the  matter  beyond  drawing  attention 
to  it. 

The  "  Recorded  "  Dentists  have  made  another  move. 
Twelve  months  ago  they  formed  an  Association  which 
they  called  "  The  Australian  Dental  Ethical  Association," 
which  now  has  over  a  hundred  members.  It  is  announced 
that  another  Dental  Bill  will  come  before  the  House,  next 
session  probably,  in  which  it  is  hoped  that  the  term 
"recorded"  would  be  altered  to  "registered."  It  is 
stated  that  the  present  unsatisfactory  status  results  from  a 
misunderstanding  during  the  concluding  stages  of  the 
Dent?!  Act  recently  made  law. 

Western  Australia. 

The  Registers. — The  annual  report  and  registers  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  have  been  published.  The  annual 
report  contains  a  special  paragraph  appealing  to  master 
pharmacists  "to  afford  their  apprentices  every  facility 
and  encouragement  to  regularly  attend  the  various  classes 
now  provided  for  them."  The  register  of  pharmacists 
contains  the  names  of  209  chemists,  an  increase  of  eight 
during  the  year  1911.  A  list  is  also  published  of  chemists 
and  storekeepers  licensed  to  sell  poisons. 


COLONIAL  AND  FOREIGN  NEWS. 


Mexican  Sulphur. — The  bulk  of  Mexican  sulphur  is 
obtained  from  the  mines  near  Cerritos,  in  the  State  of i 
San  Luis  Potosi,  about  fifty  miles  east  of  the  capital.  The 
production  of  the  mines  is  about  800  metric  tons  of  re- 
fined sulphur  per  month.  The  sulphur  is  encountered  at 
a  depth  of  20  ft.  below  the  surface.  About  700  men  are 
employed,  and  the  property  is  owned  by  the  Virginia- 
Carolina  Chemical  Co.,  an  American  concern,  but  is  under 
lease  to  German  interests.  The  excess  over  home-market 
demands  is  shipped  to  Germany. 

The  International  Federation  of  Druggists.— The 
first  meeting  of  this  body  was  held  in  Berlin  on  April  21 
and  22.  The  "  Pharmaceutische  Zeitung"  reports  that 
permanent  headquarters  for  the  Association  were  not 
chosen,  but  all  present  agreed  that  the  management  should 
remain  in  Berlin.  The  official  name  chosen  for  the  ^Asso- 
ciation is  "  Federation  Internationale  de  Droguistes."  As 
official  organ  of  the  Association  the  organ  of  the  German 
Druggists'  Union  was  chosen.  The  business  language  wil 
be  German,  but  correspondence  in  French  will  be  earned 
on  with  certain  French  Associations  if  desired.  The 
Association  will  meet  annually,  and  the  meeting  in  19L 
will  be  held  in  Switzerland. 


The  Russian  Peasantry  receive  medical  aid  from  physi- 
cians employed  by  the  Government.  The  local  govern- 
ments, or  zemstvos,  take  charge  of  the  sick,  employing 
doctors  on  a  salary  basis  for  this  purpose;  and  a  law  liar 
recently  been  passed  allowing  the  zemstvos  to  open  phar 
macies.  thus  breaking  for  the  first  time  the  monopoij 
enjoyed  by  Russian  pharmacists.

J.  Smiley,  R.D.,  for  compounding  a  medical  prescription. 

A  letter  was  also  read  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  the  Netherlands  (Nederlandsche  Maatschappij  ter 
bevordering  der  Pharmacie)  as  to  an  International  Con- 
gress of  Pharmacy  at  The  Hague  in  1913,  inviting  the 
attendance  of  delegates  from  the  Society.

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PROFESSOR  E.  J.  MILLS,  F.R.S.,  presided  over  an 
ordinary  meeting  held  in  Burlington  House,  London, 
W.,  on  Thursday  evening,  May  2.  After  the  minutes  were 
read  and  signed,  scrutators  of  the  ballot  for  the  election 
of  Fellows  were  appointed,  Mr.  C.  T.  Bennett,  B.Se., 
Ph.C,  being  one  of  them  ;  and  later  in  the  evening  it  was 
announced  that  the  candidates  were  elected,  including 
Mr.  Arthur  A.  Bones,  managing  director  of  A.  A.  Bones 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  Pretoria,  South  Africa,  manufacturing  phar- 
maceutical chemists,  formerly  Assistant  Pharmacist  to 
Guy's  Hospital,  London;  Mr.  Ernest  G.  Bryant,  Ph.C, 
Principal  of  Northern  College  of  Pharmacy,  Manchester ; 
and  Mr.  John  Rennie,  technical  chemist  and  manager  for 
W.  B.  Cartwright,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  Raw- 
don.  Only  three  papers  on  the  list  were  read,  two  of  them 
being  from  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.'s  labora- 
tories.   The  first,  on 

Nor-Hyoscyamine  and  Nor- Atropine, 
was  by  Messrs.  F.  H.  Carr  and  W.  C.  Reynolds,  of  the 
Dartford  Chemical  Works.  Mr.  Can-  communicated  it. 
It  told  of  the  discovery  of  two  alkaloids  in  solanaceous 
plants  which  have  hitherto  eluded  researchers,  and  the 
authors  submitted  ample  proofs  of  the  constitution  of  the 
new  bodies.  Hyoscyamine  has  the  following  constitution  :

'Nor-hyoscyamine  differs  from  this  only  in  respect  to 
the  fact  that  the  methyl  group,  CH,,  is  replaced  by  an 
atom  of  hydrogen ;  in  other  words,  hyoscyamine  is 
Cl7H2,NO,  and  nor-hyoscyamine  is  C16H21NO,.  The 
authors  first  isolated  it  from  Scopolia  japonica,  but  have 
since  obtained  it  from  Datura  Metel,  Datura  Meteloides, 
and  Duboisia  myoporoidcs.  It  also  occurs  in  Datura 
fastuosa  and  Mandragora  oerndlis,  and  probably  in  other 
solanaceous  plants.    The  yields  were  as  follows  : 

Dry  rhizome  of  Scopolia  japonica  :  0.03  per  cent,  nor- 
hyoscyamine and  0.15  per  cent,  hyoscyamine. 

Total  dried  plant  of  Datura  Metcl:  0.01  per  cent,  nor- 
hyoscyamine, 0.04  per  cent,  hyoscyamine,  and  0.10  per  cent, 
hyoscine. 

Datura  Meteloides  yielded  0.02  per  cent,  nor-hyoscyamine. 
0.03  per  cent,  hyoscyamine,  0.10  per  cent,  hyoscine,  and 
0  05  per  cent,  meteloidine. 

Dried  leaves  and  stems  of  Duboisia  myoporoidcs  \  0.15  per 
cent,  nor-hyoscyamine  and  1.1  per  cent,  hyoscyamine. 

From  the  last-named  E.  Merck  obtained  an  alkaloid 
called  pseudo-hyoscyamine,  which  the  authors  consider 
to  be  nor-hyoscyamine  contaminated  with  a  little  hyos- 
cyamine. 

Nor-hyoscyamine  is  crystalline,  melts  at  140°  C,  and 
forms  well-crystallised  salts.  Its  specific  rotation  is 
—  23°,  while  that  of  the  basic  ion  contained  in  its  salts 
is  —33.8°.  The  ratio  between  these  two  figures  is  1  :  1.47, 
which  agrees  with  that  for  hyoscyamine.  Evidence  in 
support  of  the  formula  was  submitted,  and  it  was  men 
tioned  that  just  as  hyoscyamine  is  converted  by  the  action 
of  alkalies  to  its  racemic  modification  atropine,  so  by  the 
same  treatment  nor'-hyoscyamine  is  converted  to  its 
racemic  modification  nor-atropine.  Nor-atropine  melts  at 
113°  C.  and  forms  a  hydrate  melting  at  73°.  By  the  action 
of  methyl  iodide  upon  it  atropine  was  synthesised,  thus 
proving  its  relationship  to  the  latter.  Physiological  test 
have  been  carried  out  by  Dr.  Laidlaw,  of  the  Wellcome 
Physiological  Research  Laboratories,  who  found  that  nor- 
hyoscyamine has  about  one-eighth  the  mydriatic  effect  of 
hyoscyamine,  and,  similarly,  nor-atropine  one-eighth  that 
of  atropine,  ar.d  therefore  one-half  that  of  nor-hyos- 
cyamine. 

The  best  method  of  distinguishing  nor-hyoscyamine  and 
nor-atropine  from  each  other  and  from  other  solanaceous 
alkaloids  is  determination  of  the  melting-points  and  pro- 
perties of  the  base  and  salts,  as  the  well-known  reactions, 
like  the  Vitali  and  Wormley  tests,  are  given  by  them  all. 
The  melting-points  of  the  aurichloride  and  picrates  are 
particularly  useful  for  this  purpose.  Nor-hyoscyamine 


and  nor-atropine  picrates  melt  respectively  at  220°  and 
227°  C,  while  hyoscyamine  picrate  melts  at  165°  C,  atro- 
pine picrate  at  175°  C,  and  hyoscine  picrate  at  180°  C. 
The  alkaloids  of  Scopoiia  japonica  have  been  previously 
worked  upon  by  Langaard,  Eykmann,  and  others.  The 
former  named  his  alkaloid  rotoine,  but  he  failed  to  charac- 
terise it.  An  alkaloid  corresponding  to  Merck's  pseudo- 
hyoscyamine  was  found  by  Hesse  in  Mandragora  vernalis, 
so  that  this  plant  also  probably  contains  nor-hyoscyamine. 

Hearty  applause  punctuated  the  conclusion  of  Mr. 
Carr's  recital  of  the  facts,  and  he  was  thanked  through 
the  Chairman,  who  then  called  upon  Dr.  A.  H.  Salway, 
of  the  Wellcome  Chemical  Research  Laboratory,  who  com- 
municated the  first  part  of  the  results  of  an  investigation 
on  the 

Constitution  of  Physostigmine. 
The  author's  recent  work  on  Calabar  beans  (C.  tfr  D.,  1911, 
II.,  790)  will  be  remembered.  Jobst  and  Hesse  assigned 
the  formula  C,r,H210,N,  to  physostigmine.  Subsequently 
Petit  and  Polonowsky  found  that  it  is  a  mono-acidic 
tertiary  base,  which  yields  carbon  dioxide  and  methyl- 
amine  when  heated  with  caustic  alkalies,  and  from  this 
reaction  they  inferred  that  physostigmine  contains  the 
grouping  CO.NHCH,.  Ehrenberg  next  investigated  the 
action  of  alkalies  upon  physostigmine  in  the  absence  of  air, 
and  found  that,  besides  carbon  dioxide  and  methylamine. 
a  new  base  is  formed,  which  was  designated  eseroline.  He 
therefore  concluded  that  physostigmine  is  a  substituted 
urea  of  the  formula  NHCH,.CO.NH(ClrlHlcON),  and  the 
action  of  alkalies  upon  it  was  represented  by  the  equation 
NHCHj.CO.NHfCH.cONJ+H^O

Physostigmine  Eseroline 
In  the  present  investigation  further  information  regard- 
ing the  constitution  of  physostigmine  was  obtained  by  the 
examination  of  eseroline  and  its  derivatives.  Eseroline 
as  found  to  be  a  mono-acidic  tertiary  base,  which  con- 
tains one  nitrogen  atom  attached  to  a  methyl  group.  It 
yields  a  hydrochloride,  C13H1S0N2.HC1.  melting  at  212° 
C..  and  a  picrate  melting  at  195°  C.  The  oxidation  pro- 
ducts of  eseroline  are  : 

Rubreserine,  GsH.oOJN,,  a  fine  deep-red  crystalline  com- 
pound, formed  when  eseroline  was  allowed  to  absorb  two 
atoms  of  oxygen  in  the  presence  cf  alkali.  It  is  a  neutral 
substance,  which,  however,  yields  salts  with  both  acids  and 
bases.  The  hydrochloride,  aurichloride,  picrate,  and  silver 
salt  of  rubreserine  were  described. 

The  so-called  "  eserine  blue."  prepared  by  the  slow  oxi- 
dation of  physostigmine,  was  isolated  for  the  first  time  in 
a  pure  condition,  and  designated  catruleserine.  It  dissolves 
in  water,  giving,  even  in  dilute  solutions,  an  intensely  blue 
colour.  Acid  solutions  of  cseruleserine  are  dichioic,  being 
blue  bv  transmitted  light  and  carmine-red  by  reflected 
light.  Cjeruleserine  has  the  formula  C,,Hs,02N3.  and  yie.ds 
salts  with  two  equivalents  of  acid.  Its  formation  is  un- 
doubtedly due  to  condensation  of  the  degradation  products 
of  the  alkaloid. 

When  physostigmine  was  subjected  to  distillation  with 
zinc-dust  a  mixture  of  2-methvl-indol  and  1-methyl-indol 
was  formed.  As  a  result  of  this  investigation,  the  consti- 
tution of  physostigmine  may  now  be  represented  as 
follows  :

The  research  is  being  continued  in  the  hope  of  deter- 
mining the  nature  of  the  unknown  complex  Cr,H,,0,  and 
also  the  relationship  between  ca?ruleserine,  rubreserine. 
and  eseroline.

The  Shops  Act,  1912. 

Sir, — I  have  much  pleasure  in  sending  what  is  I  think 
my  twenty-first  annual  subscription  to  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist.  At  the  same  time  i  regret  to  say  that  I  think 
The  CHEMIST  and  Druggist  is  taking  a  wrong  line  over 
the  Shops  Act,  1912,  in  advising  a  correspondent  that  tooth 
powders  or  pastes  are  exempted  articles.  I  presume  you 
agree,  as  you  express  no  dissent,  with  the  quotations  given 
in  your  leading  article  last  week  that  a  tooth-brush  is  a 
medical  appliance  and  eau  de  Cologne  a  drug.  I  con- 
sider you  are  stretching  the  Act  to  an  extent  never  con- 
templated by  Parliament,  and  encouraging  in  their  evasion 
those  chemists  who  are  trying  to  evade  the  Act.  I  know 
chemists  who  hold  that  cold-cream  is  a  drug,  also  oatmeal 
soap,  if  required  for  rough  skins.  I  know  another  who 
makes  it  a  grievance  that  he  cannot  sell  a  pennyworth  of 
cachous,  yet  the  customer  can  buy  them  at  a  sweet-shop. 
Of  course,  he  can  sell  the  cachous  if  he  adds  to  the  regula- 
tion notice  that  he  is  open  for  the  sale  of  confectionery, 
but  I  think  it  would  be  more  dignified  to  let  the  customer 
go  to  the  sweet-shop.  Your  reply  to  another  correspon- 
dent that  proprietary  medicines  may  be  sold  at  any  time  is, 
perhaps,  correct,  but  it  will  be  amusing,  or.  perhaps,  sor- 
rowful, to  hear  of  chemists  who  hitherto  have  regarded 
the  great  majority  of  such  preparations  with  contempt, 
condemned  doctors  who  prescribed  them  as  being  ignorant 
and  wanting  of  self-respect,  and  denounced  them  as  quack 
stuff  and  rubbish,  now  glorifying  them  into  being  genuine 
medicines.  1  should  like  to  say  that  I  am  in  complete 
agreement  with  the  late  Mr.  Wootton's  definition  of  a  shop 
being  open  or  closed — that  is,  that  a  shop  is  closed  wher> 
a  customer  has  to  ring  a  bell  either  at  a  private  or  shop 
door.  It  is  thoroughly  in  agreement  with  common  sense, 
but  it  won't  be  agreeable  to  those  chemists  who  desire  to 
defy  the  Act  as  far  as  possible,  some  of  them  just  be- 
cause it  was  passed  by  a  Radical  Government.  I  confess 
I  am  an  old  Tory,  but  I  think  the  Act  is  quite  workable, 
and  the  actions  of  chemists  as  a  body  all  over  the  country, 
even  in  cities  and  towns  noted  for  high-class  dispensing, 
justify  my  opinion.  Referring  to  your  leading  article,  I 
fully  agree  with  you  that  keeping  open  shop  and  con- 
stantly refusing  to  supply  customers  will  do  more  harm 
to  a  business  than  closing  entirely.  I  used  that  argument 
in  a  private  letter  ten  days  ago  to  another  chemist.  °  I  also 
agree  with  you  in  considering  the  exemption-order  ob- 
tained by  the  City  of  London  chemists  invalid,  because  to 
my  mind  such  an  order  is  virtually  repealing  the  Act, 
and  no  body  but  the  House  of  Commons  hasThe  power 
to  repeal  an  Act  of  Parliament.  With  my  best  thanks  for 
your  valuable  work  on  behalf  of  the  trade  in  the  past,  and 
hoping  to  see  the  Shops  Act  worked  and  used  to  the  full 
extent  and  in  the  proper  spirit  before  very  long,

is  nothing  in  the  Act  to  prevent  chemists  selling  a  penny- 
worth of  cachous  or  any  other  confectionery  on  early-closing 
days  under  the  regulation  conditions.  We  take  Mr.  Adam- 
son's  pleasantly  expressed  criticism  to  mean  that  chemists 
will  get  as  much  benefit  from  the  Act  as  other  shopkeepers 
if  they  work  it  reasonably.  That  is  our  own  opinion  ;  but 
we  do  not  overlook  the  fact  which  was  present  in  the  minds 
of  the  legislators  (whom  we  heard  discuss  the  provisions) 
that  there  are  exceptional  cases,  and  provisions  for  these 
are  contained  in  the  Act.  Most  of  the  queries  submitted  to 
us  have  been  in  respect  to  exceptional  cases. — Editor, 
£7.  <fe  V.] 

Sir, — The  drug-trade,  including  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Act  all  sellers  of  medicine,  even  the  small  shops  where 
pills,  castor  oil,  etc.,  are  sold,  is  in  a  peculiar  position  with 
respect  to  other  exempted  trades,  inasmuch  as  it  is  legal  to 
sell  on  the  closing  day  such  medicines  as  may  reasonably 
be  held  to  be  required  for  sickness  [see  foot-note  1].  This.. 
I  take  it,  holds  good  even  when,  in  response  to  the  appli- 
cation of  the  majority  of  the  exempted  trade,  the  local 
authority  has  issued  a  closing  order  (half-holiday)  in  re- 
spect to  the  exempted  trade  applying.  Now  I  contend  that 
the  chemist  or  other  medicine-seller  is  in  no  better  posi- 
tion if  he  claim  exemption  by  exhibiting  the  statutory 
notice.  He  will  merely  be  able  to  sell  medicines  and 
medical  appliances.  He  may  do  so  without  claiming  exemp- 
tion, as  it  is  logical  to  suppose  that  those  articles  are  onlj 
required  in  cases  of  sickness.  The  notice  will  not  enable 
him  to  sell  other  articles  [see  2].  On  the  other  hand, 
it  will  be  to  his  disadvantage,  because  the  exhibition  of 
the  notice  implies  that  he  is  there  to  sell  those  articles, 
and  he  will  be  tempted,  if  he  open  his  shop,  to  sell  other 
articles,  thereby  infringing  the  law  and  causing  the  just 
resentment  of  the  competitor  who  has  closed.  In  the  case 
of  a  shop  under  a  manager,  the  latter  may  not  serve  on  the 
early-clos'.ng  day,  exemption  or  no  exemption,  unless  he 
has  another  day  for  his  half-holiday.  The  point  is  that 
we  can  close  without  loss  of  business,  and  the  sooner  we 
recognise  the  fact  and  adopt  to  the  full  the  benefits  the 
Act  confers,  the  better  it  will  be  for  the  drug-trade  and  its 
long-worked  members.  One  point,  perhaps,  you  would 
kindly  elucidate  for  me  is  this  :  In  the  case  of,  say,  two 
chemists  out  of  four  in  a  town  being  unwilling  to  apply 
for  a  closing-order,  would  the  votes  of  the  other  medicine- 
sellers — i.e.,  grocers,  etc. — count  if  obtained  in  favour  ol 
a  closing  order  ?    [See  3.]  Yours  faithfully,

[1.  The  provision  in  Section  4  (7)  as  to  "  reasonable 
ground  for  believing  that  the  article  supplied  to  the  cus- 
tomer was  required  in  the  case  of  illness  is  not  restricted 
to  medicines,  but  if  an  early-closing  order  is  made  in  re- 
gard to  shops  in  which  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical 
appliances  are  sold,  the  provision  would  cover  sales  of  these 
articles.  It  is,  however,  expressly  provided  by  Section  10 
that  mixed  shops  may  be  kept  open  after  the  closing  hours 
for  the  purpose  of  the  exempted  trade  or  trades  carried  on 
in  it,  so  that  the  provision  of  Section  4  (7)  is  not  necessary 
for  the  sale  of  medicines.  2.  In  the  event  of  an  exemption 
order'  being  obtained  by  chemists,  it  will  not  necessarily 
enable  them  to  sell  everything  that  they  stock.  For  example, 
if  by  order  dealers  in  toilet  requisites  are  compelled  to 
close,  chemists  in  their  area  must  not  sell  toilet  requisites. 
They  may,  however,  sell  any  exempted  articles.  3.  Exemp- 
tion orders  for  chemists  are  peculiar.  By  Section  4  (6) 
a  two-thirds  majority  is  required  for  anv  shop  in  which 
the  only  business  carried  on  is  an  exempted  one.  With  few 
exceptions,  chemists'  shops  are  "mixed  shops."  and  fall 
under  Section  4  (2),  where  a  majority  suffices  for  an  early- 
closing  order,  and  the  local  authority  is  required  to  ascer- 
tain the  views  of  the  occupiers  of  the  several  classes  of  shops 
affected;  but  by  Section  10  (3)  a  shopkeeper  is  required  to 
specify  which  business  is  his  principal  one,  and  only  in 
respect  to  that  is  his  vote  taken.  Grocers  would  not.  there- 
fore, be  allowed  to  vote  with  chemists,  but  drug-store  keepers 
would. — Editor,  C.  &  D.] 

Pharmaceutical  Council  Election. 

Sir, — The  correspondence  between  Mr.  Kirkby  and  Mr. 
C.  B.  Allen  has  brought  to  the  front  the  suggestion  that 
the  office  of  Secretary  to  the  Society  should  be  filled  by  a 
registered  pharmacist.  It  is  interesting  to  study  Mr. 
Allen's  reply,  in  which  he  pledges  himself  to  vote  for  the 
best  available  candidate.  It  does  not  follow  from  this 
statement,  however,  that  the  post  will  be  advertised,  and 
it  cannot  in  truth  be  said  that  the  best  available  candidate 
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will  be  appointed  unless  there  is  open  competition.  Mr. 
Allen  further  states  that  the  Council,  consisting  of  twenty- 
one  registered  pharmacists,  is  charged  with  the  actual 
management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Society ;  but  while  this  is 
strictly  true,  in  bodies  such  as  the  Council,  which  have  a 
fluctuating  membership,  the  chief  officials  must  have  a 
deep  control  in  the  management.  The  position  of  Secre- 
tary may  be  compared  with  that  of  a  town  clerk  on  a  town 
council.  Rules  of  procedure  and  precedents  have  to  be 
considered,  and  the  man  always  in  possession  has  a  subtle 
power  through  knowledge  of  such  precedent*. 

With  regard  to  the  statement  that  the  training  of  a 
pharmacist  rarely  develops  breadth  of  view,  it  would  have 
been  better  if:  the  President  had  not  gone  into  details,  for 
we  find  that  a  great  number  of  pharmacists  hold  public 
positions ;  and  these  public  positions  no  doubt  develop 
men's  outlook.  But  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  mem- 
ber of  a  town  council  can  always  obtain  legal  information 
from  the  town  clerk,  health  information  from  the  medical 
officer,  and  by-law  information  from  the  surveyor  ;  where- 
as, this  same  chemist,  put  into  the  position  of  Secretary 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  would  have  to  act  on  his 
own  initiative,  which  is  a  widely  different  matter.  Have 
we,  among  the  practising  pharmacists  of  Great  Britain, 
men  with  the  initiative  for  this  post?  That  this  question 
is  justified  could  be  clearly  shown  by  mention  of  the 
duties  attached  to  the  office,  all  of  which  are  in  an  en- 
tirely different  sphere  from  that  occupied  by  the  average 
chemist.  .  .  .  Poets  are  born,  not  made,  and  I  fear  very 
much  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  will 
have  to  be  made,  by  careful  training,  and  is  hardly  to  be 
found  ready-made  in  the  ranks  of  the  pharmacy  of  to-day. 
Tt  is  a  satisfactory  feature,  however,  to  find  that  pharma- 
cists in  the  provinces  are  not  taking  things  lying  down, 
but  are  giving  expression  to  their  views. — Yours  truly,

Sir, — I  first  read  the  letter  of  Mr.  Kirkby  and  circular 
to  which  my  name,  among  others,  is  attached  in  the 
C.  t£'  D.  of  April  27.  I  looked  for  the  same  in  the  "  Phar- 
maceutical Journal,"  and  could  not  understand  why  it  was 
not  published  in  it  also.  My  first  impulse  was  to  write 
at  once  on  the  matter  of  Mr.  Kirkby 's  letter.  Probably 
it  is  known  by  many  of  my  confreres  that  I  had  been 
asked  to  allow  myself  to  be  nominated  for  a  seat  in  the 
Council,  and  since  my  decision  I  have  been  asked  why  I 
declined  to  stand.  I  think  it  is  due  to  my  pharmacist 
friends  that  I  should  explain  why  I  did  so. 

Firstly,  the  demands  of  my  business  at  the  present  time 
would  not  permit  my  giving  the  necessary  time  to  the 
duties. 

Secondly,  that  I  did  not  wish  to  sse  a  change  in  the 
present  Council  until  it  had  completed  its  onerous  work 
relative  to  the  Insurance  Act  and  its  new  scheme  of  orsanisa 
tion,  which  is  being  energetically  worked  by  the  Council. 

After  I  had  written  declining  nomination,  I  received  a 
circular  from  the  Midlands  asking  me  to  sign  it  and  pass 
it  on.  The  contents  of  the  circular  are  now  common  know- 
ledge. In  an  unguarded  moment  I  signed  it,  but  with  a 
clear  statement,  in  an  accompanying  letter,  that  I  had 
done  so  on  the  distinct  understanding  that  I  would  not  be 
a  party  to  any  action  which  would  interfere  with  any 
holders  of  the  chief  offices  of  the  Society.  I  was  not  in- 
formed until  after  I  had  signed  the  circular  that  it  was 
to  be  sent  out,  nor  was  I  aware  that  it  was  to  be  submitted 
to  the  various  candidates.  Judge,  then,  my  surprise  when 
I  saw  the  circular  containing  my  own  and  other  signatures 
first  published  in  the  C.  <t'  !>..  and  the  letter  of  Mr. 
Kirkby,  in  which  he  expressed  the  hope  that  Mr.  C.  B. 
Allen  would  be  found  at  the  bottom  of  the  poll.  This 
fairly  staggered  me,  and  made  me  regret  that  I  had  ap- 
pended my  name  to  the  circular. 

The  late  Captain  Smith,  of  the  Titanic,  who  was  an  old 
senior  schoolfellow  of  mine,  in  addressing  his  officers 
and  crew  for  the  last  time,  spoke  the  words,  "  Be  British !  " 
Is  it  British,  after  all  the  years  of  generous  and  valuable 
service  Mr.  Allen  has  given  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  his  fellow  craftsmen,  to  threaten  to  practically  kick 
him  out  of  office  just  at  a  time  when  his  experience  and 
service,  and  those  of  the  other  experienced  Councillors, 
are  mostly  needed,  because  he  refuses  to  accept  a  pre- 


mature pet  scheme  of  a  few,  possibly  well-meaning,  mem- 
bers of  the  Society,  whose  zeal  in  pharmaceutical  politics, 
I  fear,  is  outstripping  their  discretion?  I  admire  Mr. 
Allen  the  more  for  his  manly  candour  and  courage  shown 
in  his  reply  to  Mr.  Kirkby,  and  I  hope  to  see  him  splen- 
didly returned  to  continue  his  good  work  among  us.  Will 
it  be  wise  to  attempt  to  change  horses  while  crossing  the 
stream  ? 

I  hold  no  brief  for  Mr.  Bremridge,  who  has  served  the 
Society  so  long  and  faithfully.  He,  like  others  holding 
similar  positions,  could  not  hope  to  be  always  right  and 
to  please  everybody.  I  have  not  always  agreed  with 
him,  nor  he  with  me,  and  he  knows  this  from  conver- 
sations I  have  had  with  him  at  different  times;  but  I  do 
believe  the  members  of  the  Society  generally  desire  to  treat 
him  equitably  and  honourably,  and  when  he  desires  to  be 
relieved  of  his  official  duties,  I  trust  it  will  be  his  privi- 
lege and  pleasure  to  retire  with  "  peace  and  honour." 
I  was  delighted  when  the  Council  promoted  Mr.  Chater 
to  be  Assistant  Secretary,  as  I  regard  him  as  a  most 
energetic  and  efficient  officer,  whose  real  worth  is  best 
known  to  those  who  are  brought  most  in  contact  with  him. 
I  am  prepared  to  admit  that  in  the  past  there  was  some 
ground  for  the  charge  of  autocracy  and  officialdom  in  the 
Council  and  at  the  Square;  but  this  does  not  obtain  to- 
day, for  I  regard  our  present  Council  and  officials  as  the 
most  democratic  and  progressive  the  Society  has  ever  had. 
Finally,  I  would  ask  my  fellow-members  in  this  election 
to  ignore  the  Secretary  question,  to  be  generous  in  con- 
sidering the  past  services  of  retiring  Councillors,  and  elect 
those  who  are  likely  to  be  of  the  greatest  value  to  the 
Society  and  the  craft  generally. — Yours  truly,

Sir, — Regarding  the  qualifications  of  the  future  Secre- 
tary to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  I  do  not  think  that 
the  present  occasion  calls  for  so  much  agitation.  It  is 
only  natural  that  the  Assistant  Secretary — provided  he 
possesses  the  necessary  qualifications — should  succeed  to 
the  post.  There  seems  to  be  a  general  feeling  that  the 
Secretary  ought  to  be  a  pharmacist,  and  in  that  respect 
the  new  appointment  should  offer  no  difficulty.  We  in 
Scotland  have  always  assumed  that  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill, 
who  was  appointed  Assistant  Secretary  to  the  Society  in 
1886,  would  naturally  be  promoted  to  the  secretaryship. 
He  is  a  pharmacist  of  world-wide  reputation  and  a  man 
well  known  in  public  life.  Does  Mr.  Kirkby  suggest  that 
Mr.  Hill  is  incompetent,  or  is  likely  to  be  superseded?  If 
not,  then  why  this  unnecessary  anxiety?  I  am  sure  the 
Council  recognises  Mr.  Hill's  exceptional  qualifications, 
and  I  am  equally  sure  the  members  of  the  Society  generally 
would  welcome  him  as  successor  to  Mr.  Bremridge.

Qualified  and  TJnqualifi:d. 

Sir, — L.  B.  Rowland  states  I  have  not  answered  one  of 
the  points  raised  in  his  first  letter.  Well,  I  thought  I  had 
done  so,  but  his  weak  points  and  strong  language  are  so 
intermixed  that  I  may  be  mistaken.    He  writes  : 

"  The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  at  least  nineteen  out  of 
twenty  of  the  aspirants  for  the  I.S.P.  and  D.S.P.  diploma 
cannot  present  themselves  for  the  Minor  examination 
because  they  have  not  passed  the  Preliminary." 
The  branch  of  the  I.S.P.  and  D.S.P.  to  which  I  belong 
has  forty-five  members ;  of  these,  three  have  passed  the 
medical  Preliminary  and  thirty-five  the  chemists'  Pre- 
liminary, or  its  equivalent.  So  much  for  this  assertion 
of  L.  B.  Rowland.  "  If,"  he  writes,  "  the  unqualified  men 
already  possess  this"  (i.e.,  education  and  professional 
knowledge).  "I  fail  to  see  what  more  they  need."  They 
need  a  legal  status  which  will. give  them  the  advantages 
already  possessed  by  Irish  druggists  (a  class  entirely 
separate  from  pharmaceutical  chemists),  and  their  first 
step  in  the  direction  is  the  "  meaningless  diploma  "  which 
has  apparently  had  the  effect  on  a  few  gentlemen  that  the 
proverbial  red  rag  has  on  a  bull. 

"  Among  the  qualified  men  the  '  duffer  '  is  the  exception 
and  not  the  rule,  but  among  the  great  unqualified  he  is  the 
rule  and  not  the  exception." 
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So  writes  L.  B.  Rowland,  but  a  few  facts  are  worth  a  lot 
of  reckless  assertions.  I  quote  from  a  pamphlet  issued 
last  year  by  the  I.S.P.  and  D.S.P.,  a  copy  of  which  was 
sent  at  the  time  to  every  M.P.  : 

"  About  four  years  ago  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
the  City  of  London  sent  out  a  number  of  test  prescriptions 
to  be  dispensed  by  registered  chemists.  According  to  his 
report  on  the  result,  80  per  cent,  were  inaccurate. 

About  the  same  time,  during  a  newspaper  discussioi 
carried  on  in  the  columns  of  the  leading  trade  journal,  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  the  head  manager  of  the  largest 
firm  of  retail  chemists  in  the  world  (Boots,  Ltd.)  stated  : 
'  Although  wo  are  compelled  by  law  to  engage  a  registered 
chemist  in  order  to  dispense  and  sell  poisons,  we  generally 
place  him  under  the  direct  supervision  of  an  unregistered 
but  competent  man.' 

"  The  few  errors  which  come  to  light  through  the  Press 
give  no  indication  of  the  number  of  claims,  bogus  and  other- 
wise, which  are  made  against  chemists.  They  are  con- 
tinually being  made,  but  most  of  them  get  hushed  up  by 
money  payments,  and  are  never  heard  of  by  brother  chemists 
in  the  same  town.  The  CD. A.  has  privately  settled  a  large 
number  of  claims  for  sums  ranging  from  5/.  to  500/." 
(See  C.D.A.  Report  for  1911;  also  Report  for  1912.) 

So  much  for  the  qualified,  among  whom  the  "duffer"  is 
the  exception.  L.  B.  Rowland  states  :  "  He  ('  S.  L.') 
makes  a  great  point  of  the  money  obstacle  to  qualifying." 
Just  so,  for,  notwithstanding  all  that  L.  B.  Rowland  writes 
to  the  contrary,  there  are  hundreds  of  studious  and  able 
young  men  who,  from  one  cause  or  another,  have  never  pos- 
sessed "the  modest  sum  required  by  the  Society" — pZi/.« 
the  other  expenses.  By  declining  the  test  they  do  not 
"  write  themselves  down  an  inferior  class,"  but  acknow- 
ledge themselves  to  be  an  unfortunate  class,  in  a  monetary 
sense.  Finally,  if  I  had  a  son  whom  I  wished  to  be  trained 
in  sound  business  knowledge  and  methods,  I  would  "  tell 
niv  tale  to  the  marines."

Legal  Queries. 

Consult  "  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,"  1912,  pp.  435  to  454, 
where  most  legal  difficulties  are  anticipated,  before  writing 
about  your  difficulty 


B.  W.  C.  C.  (268/10).-No. 

Scot  (162/42)  asks  if  chemists  who  are  dealers  in  tobacco 
and  smokers'  requisites  and  confectionery,  as  well  as  medi- 
cines and  medical  and  surgical  appliances,  may  sell  these 
on  early-closing  days.  [Yes.] 

Had.  Tarax.  (166/10)  asks  if  the  proprietor  of  a  drug-store 
will  be  included  as  a  chemist  under  the  Shops  Act.  [Drug- 
store keepers  will  be  ranked  among  shopkeepers  dealing 
in  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances.  Chemists 
as  such  arc  not  mentioned  in  the  Act.l 

Menthol  (168/31).— If  a  chemisfs  shop  is  closed  for  an 
afternoon  each  week,  is  it  necessary  to  put  a  notice  outside, 
or  is  the  notice  only  required  if  the  shop  is  kept  open  for 
sale  of  tobacco  or  medicines?  [The  notice  will  be  necessary 
when  the  shop  is  open  in  the  evenings  ]  Would  patents  be 
included  among  medicines?  [Yes.] 

Grindelia  (165/34)  is  managing  assistant  to  a  limited  com- 
pany trading  as  chemists,  and  on  early-closing  day  they 
hove  been  in  the  habit  of  opening  for  a  few  hours  in  the 
evening.  He  is  afraid  that  they  will  be  evading  the  Shop? 
Act  by  continuing  this  practice.      [Not  at  all,  provided 

Grindelia  "  gets  his  half-holidav  on  another  days  as  re- 
quired by  Section  1.] 

B.  0.  S.  (153.  70).—  The  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  lay 
down  no  rule  as  to  what  is  regular  apprenticeship  under  the 
Medicine-stamps  Act.  Each  case  is  judged  on  its  merits, 
indentures  of  apprenticeship  or  any  other  documentary 
evidence  of  apprenticeship  should  be  submitted  to  the  local 
Supervisor  of  Excise.  Once  these  are  accepted,  the  person 
enjoys  the  exemptions  the  same  as  a  registered  chemist 
does. 

Juno  (167  22).-(l)  The  fact  that  vou  are  a  fifth-year  medi- 
cal student  was  not  taken  into  account  when  the'Shops  Act 
was  framed.  The  Act  applies  to  shopkeepers,  and  vou  being 
one  and  having  an  apprentice  emploved  in  the  shop,  must 
conform  m*h  the  Act  by  giving  him 'a  half-holidav  once  a 


week  and  (if  he  is  under  eighteen)  exhibiting  a  Section  2 
notice  as  regards  young  persons.  (2)  See  reply  to  other 
correspondents. 

Alpha  (157/34). — A  statement  on  a  foot-ointment  that  , 
is  "  for  removing  hard  skin,  etc.,  etc.,"  will,  in  our  opinion, 
exclude  the  preparation  from  the  body-names  exemption  in 
so  far  as  the  statement  indicates  the  manner  in  which  the 
medicine  acts  upon  the  body.  Moreover,  "  hard  skin,  etc.," 
may  be  a  human  ailment.  Hard  skin  has  never  been 
expressly  excluded,  while  the  mention  of  callositie?  involves 
liability  to  duty. 

T.  H.  W.  (164/40). — An  unqualified  man  keeps  a  drug- 
store, the  back  room  of  which  is  let  to  a  medical  man  as 
a  surgery.  The  shop  has  two  large  plate-glass  windows,  on 
one  of  which  it  is  proposed  to  have  the  word  "  Surgery," 
hours,  and  the  medical  man's  name  written.  Are  the 
medical  man  and  the  unqualified  man  breaking  any  medical 
law,  or  are  they  open  to  any  prosecution  for  so  doing? 
[There  is  no  infringement  of  the  Medical  Act  or  other  law.] 

Errand-boy  (268/2). — If  an  errand-boy  is  employed  in 
or  about  a  shop  in  work  connected  with  the  shop,  and  is 
not  solely  employed  in  delivering  goods,  etc.,  a  notice  under 
Section  2  of  the  Act  is  required  to  be  exhibited  in  the  shop. 
The  notice  is  a  reference  to  Section  2  of  the  Act,  and  the 
number  of  hours  during  which  a  young  person  may  lawfully 
be  employed  in  or  about  the  shop.  Such  notices  may  be 
obtained  from  Messrs.  Wyman  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Fetter  Lane, 
London,  E  C. 

G.  G.  (160/62)  asks  if  an  assistant  to  wholesale  druggists 
who  has  dispensed  for  six  or  seven  years  in  the  evenings 
for  medical  men  and  institutions,  and  has  for  the  last  few 
years  been  sent  out  by  his  employers  as  locum  dispenser 
to  such,  will  be  recognised  as  a  three-years'  dispenser  under 
the  National  Insurance  Act.  [The  wording  of  Section  15 
(5,  iii)  enables  such  persons  to  dispense  for  persons  or  com- 
panies who  are  on  the  panel.  No  privilege  apart  from  that 
is  given  to  doctors'  dispensers,  or  any  other  person  not 
registered  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts.] 

.S'.  J.  (166/37)  is  manager  of  a  chemist's  shop,  and  does  all 
the  work  with  the  aid  of  an  errand-boy,  opening  at  8  a.m. 
and  closing  at  7  P.M.,  with  a  weekly  half-holiday  at  1  P.M. 
His  dinner  and  tea  are  sent  in  from  a  restaurant.  Is  he 
compelled  to  close  for  dinner  and  tea,  although  he  is  quite 
satisfied  with  the  present  condition  ?  [The  Act  requires 
"  S.  J.'s  "  employers  to  give  him  forty -five  minutes  for 
dinner  and  half  an  hour  for  tea,  and  if  they  do  not  they 
are  liable  to  a  fine  of  1/.  on  conviction  for  a  first  offence. 
"  S.  J."  is  not  liable  to  any  penalty  for  doing  as  he  pleases 
in  the  matter.] 

T.  H.  B.  (166/47).— There  is  no  provision  in  Section  4  of 
the  Shops  Act  whereby  the  local  authority,  except  in  the 
case  of  "holiday  resorts,"  may  suspend  the  half-holiday 
closing  provision  in,  for  example,  a  fair  week.  In  an 
early-closing  order  made  under  Section  5  the  local  authority 
can  insert  "  any  incidental,  supplemental,  or  consequential 
provisions,"  such  as  one  ensuring  that  shopkeepers  may 
keep  open  later  in  the  fair  week.  The  fact  that  the 
chemists  in  the  place  keep  open  two  hours  in  the  evening 
on  the  half-holiday  is  not  a  justification  for  toy-dealers 
keeping  open.  The  latter  must  close  absolutely  from  1  p.m. 
on  one  day  per  week. 

Eadius  (148/41).— An  assistant  upon  entering  the  employ 
of  a  chemist  signed  an  agreement  not  to  open  or  be  engaged 
in  the  business  of  a  chemist  for  three  years  after  the  ter- 
mination of  his  engagement.  Could  the  assistant  during 
such  period  open  a  business  for  the  sale  of  drugs,  toilet 
articles,  perfumes,  optical  and  photo  goods,  etc.,  pro- 
vided he  does  not  use  his  title  or  sell  poisons  ?  [Unless  the 
restriction  imposed  by  the  agreement  is  limited  in  respect 
of  area  as  well  as  time,  there  is  little  doubt  that  it  would 
he  held  unreasonable,  and  therefore  void.  Even  if  a  reason- 
able "  radius  "  is  fixed,  the  restriction  would  probably  be 
held  to  extend  only  to  the  doing  of  acts  and  sale  of  goods 
of  a  nature  exclusively  referable  to  the  employer's  business 
while  the  assistant  was  with  him.] 

Interested  (155/11). — A  man  dies  intestate,  leaving  a 
widow,  a  son,  and  two  daughters.  His  estate  consists  of 
freehold  property  and  cash  in  about  equal  proportions.  It 
was  the  intention  of  the  intestate  that  upon  the  death  of  his 
widow  his  children  should  share  his  estate  equally,  and  the 
widow  and  son  agree  to  this  course.  How  can  the  arrange- 
ment be  effected  so  as  to  now  secure  to  each  of  the 
daughters  her  third  share  of  the  whole  estate,  subject  to 
the  widow's  life  interest,  and  at  the  same  time  to  avoid 
payment  of  further  death-duties  upon  the  decease  of  the 
widow?    [If  the  widow  is  willing  to  give  up  her  interest 
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(if  any)  in  the  freeholds  and  her  share  of  the  personalty 
in  favour  of  her  three  children,  the  latter  could,  with  the 
assistance  of  a  solicitor,  effectually  divide  the  whole  estate 
among  themselves  in  equal  shares.  But  as  regards  any  part 
of  the  deceased's  estate  in  which  the  widow  retains  an 
interest,  death-duties  may  be  payable  upon  her  death.] 

Pcnfro  (160/71)  is  in  business  in  a  shipping  locality  which 
has,  as  a  shipping  centre,  been  exempted  as  regards  every 
class  of  business  or  shops  from  the  provisions  of  Section  4 
of  the  Shops  Act.  Chemists  in  other  parts  of  the  town 
have  obtained  a  closing  order  in  regard  to  them,  which, 
however,  does  not  extend  to  the  locality  in  which  our 
querist  is  in  business.  He  wants  to  know  if,  under  these 
conditions,  he  can  supply  any  sailor  going  to  sea  -on  the 
half-holiday  with  any  toilet  article,  sparklets,  cordials,  etc., 
as  required.  [Such  customers  are  specially  provided  for  in 
the  eighth  sub-section  of  the  section,  which  is  :  "  Nothing 
in  this  section  shall  prevent  customers  from  being  served 
at  a  time  when  the  shop  in  which  they  are  sold  is  required 
to  be  closed  with  victuals,  stores,  or  other  necessaries  for  a 
ship  on  her  arrival  at  or  immediately  before  her  departure 
from  a  port."  This  provision  was  originally  embodied  in 
the  1911  Act  at  the  instance  of  Mr.  Glyn-Johes.  It  enables 
chemists  and  other  shopkeepers  to  serve  such  customers  on 
early-closing  days.] 

Aspirin  (261/1)  gives  his  assistant  a  half-holidav  every 
Tuesday  from  one  o'clock.  On  Wednesday,  which  is  the 
general  closing  day  in  "  Aspirin's "  district,  the  assistant 
remains  on  duty,  the  door  being  closed  but  not  locked, 
and  he  exhibits  a  notice  in  accordance  with  the  regulations 
outside  and  inside  the  shop.  After  dark  no  lights  are 
put  in,  except  two  inside  the  shop.  No  goods  are  to  be 
sold  except  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances, 
etc.  Is  "Aspirin"  right?  [Quite  right;  but  there  is  no 
necessity  for  closing  the  door,  reducing  the  lights,  or  anv- 
thing  of  that  nature.  It  appears  that  "Aspirin"  has  been 
told  by  another  chemist  that  he  must  at  1.30  lock  and  bolt 
the  door,  pull  down  every  blind,  and  do  other  things  to 
keep  out  customers.  "Aspirin"  calls  this  "bosh,"  which 
it  is. J  (2)  Our  subscriber's  windows  are  large,  with  many 
shelves  on  which  mostly  exempted  articles  are  shown, 
but  occasionally  the  shelves  contain  goods  that  are  not 
exempted,  such  as  photo  goods.  What  is  he  to  do,  seeing 
that  it  is  not  practicable  to  cover  the  non-exemoted  good's 
without  also  covering  the  exempted  goods?  [Reduce  the 
display  of  non-exempted  goods  as  far  as  possible,  or  keep 
them  in  the  background,  or  cover  them  with  a  dust-cloth 
It  is  not  always  practicable  to  pull  down  the  window-blind, 
but  it  would  not  cost  much  to  fix  casement-blinds  to  the 
lower  part  of  the  window,  and  to  use  these  on  closing  days.] 

A.  F  (165/8)  writes:  "I  close  completely  at  1  p.m.  on 
Ihursdays.  Just  before  I  go  out,  or  just  as  I  am  returning 
at  night,  going  in  at  my  shop-door,  a  customer  asks  me  for 
medicine.  May  I  supply  it?  I  cannot  verv  well  exhibit 
the  notices  re  supplying  medical  and  surgical  appliances, 
as  I  lock  right  up  and  go  away  for  the  afternoon  and 
evening,  and  the  exhibition  of  these  notices  suggests  that 
I  am  on  the  premises,  which  I  am  not,  I  note  that  vou 
say  that  the  man  that  closes  completely  should  have  these 
notices  ready  for  exhibition.  Does  that  mean  that  if  on 
returning  from  a  cycle  ride  a  person  asks  for  medicine, 
that  the  chemist  must  whisk  into  the  shop,  flash  up  his 
notices,  and  then  invite  the  customer  to  enter  ?  At  present 
all  that  I  exhibit  is  '  This  pharmacy  is  closed  at  1  p  m 
on  Thursdays.'  Further,  as  to  affixing  the  notice  outside 
do  you  not  consider  the  law  will  be  satisfied  if  it  can  be 
read  outside?  Of  what  use  will  cards  be  in  the  rain  or 
snow.'  [The  medicine  can  be  supplied  if  the  statutory 
notice  is  exhibited  inside  and  outside.  This  is  in  accordance 
with  the  regulations  made  by  the  Home  Secretary.  There 
ought  to  be  little  difficulty  in  meeting  with  the  requirement  in 
occasional  circumstances  such  as  our  querist  '  relates.  We 
have  already  suggested  that  the  cards  might  be  framed. 
If  this  is  done  a  fraction  of  a  minute  will  suffice  to  bring 
one  outside  the  shop  when  the  chemist  steps  in,  as  required 
by  the  regulations.  The  other  may  be  put  in  place  inside 
when  the  shop  is  shut  at  1  p.m.] 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries. 

Bang  (136/54). — (1)  The  Varieties  of  Casein  depend  upon 
the  purity  of  the  material  employed — e.g.,  freshness— and 
care  taken  in  the  preparation.  The  edible  kind  is  generally 
a  caseinate  of  either  ammonia  or  soda,  this  promoting  the 
solubility  of  the  powder.  Solubility  in  this  case  is  usually 
only  relative,  and  more  often  suspensory  power  is  intended, 
this  being  increased  by  grinding  the  powder  very  finely. 
Some  people  do  not  appreciate  the  bland  flavour  of  casein- 
foods,  but  as  a  rule  the  addition  of  sugar  is  all  that  is 


needed  to  make  it  acceptable.  Lemon  may  be  used  as  a 
flavour  if  desired.  (2)  The  last  edition  of  Haig's  "  Uric 
Acid  as  a  Factor  in  the  Causation  of  Disease  "  (Churchill, 
14*.)  was  published  in  1908. 

Juno  (134/64).— (1)  Toothache-tincture, — Tincture  of 
pellitory  is  most  likely  the  missing  ingredient  in  this;  we 
cannot  find  aconite  present.  (2)  Labels  with  coloured  views 
can  be  produced  by  most  label-printers,  of  whom  a  good 
number  advertise  in  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary. 

Bodilan  (123/27).— Powder  for  Dental  Plates.— This  ap- 
pears to  consist  of  magnesium  carbonate  with  a  fair  pro- 
portion of  powdered  pumice-stone.  Kieselguhr  makes  a 
good  powder  for  this  purpose,  especially  if  combined  with 
an  alkali. 

Phot  ox  (128/4). — Combined  Toning  and  Fixing  Bath. — We 
havs  been  unable  to  devise  a  formula  for  this  which  does 
not  keep  depositing.  The  first  recipe  in  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas  "  is  the  usual  one,  and  if  made  with  hot  water 
and  allowed  to  deposit  before  bottling  off  is  a  satisfactory 
bath  for  retail  sale.  The  simpler  formula  indicated  in 
No.  III.  should  yield  the  best  results  as  regards  permanency. 

Equity  (129/13). — (1)  BOOKS  ON  Diagnosis. — Greene's 
"Medical  Diagnosis"  (Rebman,  15s.);  Parkinson's  "Diag- 
nosis of  Disease"  (Bailliere,  4s.).  Other  titles  will  be  found 
in  the  bibliography  published  in  The  Chemists'  and  Drug- 
gists' Diary,  1906."  (2)  Books  on  Infants'  Diseases. — The 
following  will  suit  your  requirements:  Freyberger's  "For- 
mulary for  the  Treatment  of  Diseases  of  Children  "  (Reb- 
man, 7s.  bd.) ;  Powell's  "  Essentials  of  Diseases  of  Children  " 
(Kimpton,  4s.);  Young's  "First-aid  to  the  Child:  A  Guide 
to  the  Feeding  and  Treatment  of  Infants  in  Health  and 
Disease "  (Routledge,  3s.  bd.). 

Gentian  (151/55). — Loss  of  Sense  of  Taste  and  Smell 
(Anosmia).  If  this  is  due  to  a  local  nasal  catarrh,  the  treat- 
ment with  nasal  douches  of  normal  saline  with  a  little  car- 
bolic acid  appears  to  be  correct.  It  is  sometimes  due  to  a 
central  lesion  affecting  the  olfactory  nerve.  In  any  case, 
the  outlook  is  not  good  whatever  treatment  is  adopted. 

W.  C.  (147/8). — The  hair-wash  about  which  you  inquire  is 
a  proprietary  article,  obtainable  through  wholesale  houses. 
The  advertisement  in  the  Diary  will  give  you  particulars 
as  to  price  and  kinds. 

F.  H.  D.  (145/58).— Coffee-essence. — A  formula  was  given 
in  the  C.  cfc  Z>.,  October  8,  1910,  index  folio  570,  quoted  from 
"  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  p.  866.

Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago. 

Reprinted  from  "The  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  May  15,  1862. 


The  Eoyal  Society. 

The  President  of  the  Royal  Society,  General  Sabine.  R.A., 
held  his  first  conversazione  for  the  season  at  Burlington 
House,  on  Saturday  evening,  the  3rd  inst.  Notwithstanding 
the  claims  of  the  International  Exhibition,  the  handsome 
suite  of  rooms  was  well  furnished  with  interesting  objects, 
illustrative  of  botany,  ethnology,  the  fine  arts,  and  physical 
science  generally.  The  specimens  lent  from  the  Royal 
Gardens  and  Museum  at  Kew  enabled  visitors  to  inspect  that 
newly-discovered  plant  Welwitschia  7nirabilis,  from  Western 
Africa,  in  -all  its  remarkable  ugliness;  the  cinchona,  and 
other  plants,  whose  utility  and  appearance  aTe  alike  note- 
worthy. Messrs.  Siemens  exhibited  their  submarine  cables, 
electric  resistance  thermometer,  and  a  regenerative  gas 
furnace:  and  Mr.  Wheatstone  his  latest  improved  telegraph 
instruments,  sending  signals  from  one  end  of  the  building  to 
the  other.  Messrs.  Osier  showed  a  pair  of  cut-glass  vases  of 
rare  beauty,  and  two  specimens  of  lapidary  cutting  with 
800  f  acets,  which  were  but  little  less  brilliant  'than  diamonds. 
Specimens  of  smashed  targets,  shot  and  bolts  from  Shoebury- 
ness,  of  manufactured  iron,  Fairbairn's  model  locomotive 
tank-engine,  and  Sir  W.  Armstrong's  model  70-pounder,  lent 
by  the  War-offioe,  and  a  section  of  the  iron-plated  ship 
Defence,  lent  by  the  Admiralty,  attracted  much  attention. 
In  the  course  of  the  evening  Professor  Tyndall.  of  the  Royal 
Institution,  exhibited  a  few  experiments  on  electric  spectra 
in  the  Great-hall,  illustrative  of  some  of  the  most  striking 
phenomena  of  spectrum  analysis,  which  by  the  brilliance  of 
their  effects  elicited  general  admiration. 
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
